Ex- 
views of travagance of conduct when carried to excess, the squandering of 
insanity. me ans without any ostensible benefit, confirmed habits of drunk- 
enness and dissipation, as well as continued discontent and way- 
wardness of feeling, particularly if associated with a disregard to 
social duties, are looked upon in a new light, and attributed to 
unsoundness of mind. It is no doubt most difficult in many in- 
stances to draw a line of distinction between responsibility of 
action and lunacy ; one fact, however, would appear certain, 
namely, that in 1875 people are considered insane, who thirty 
years ago would be held in a different estimation. Hence, per- 
haps, in addition to actual lunacy as evinced by the test of 
delusions arises the reputed extension of mental disease. 

Variation in From the statistical tables before us we find that the registered 
the number of insane had increased during the year 1874 by 257- patients, and 
ume Stared d that those at large had declined by 177. Contrasted with the 
insane? 016 state of lunacy in England as officially recorded, a marked differ- 
ence is observable, for . within the period under consideration 
there has been a very distinct progression in the development 
of lunacy in the sister country, so far as can be judged of by the 
. actual numbers under treatment and totally exclusive of those 
who are at large. 

This disparity, however, may in no small degree be accounted 
for by the organized facilities we possess of obtaining information 
through the police and constabulary in Ireland, who for a series 
of years have annually afforded the Inspectors particulars as to 
the reputed insane not under govermental supervision, including 
within the general denomination not only actual lunatics hut 
epileptics, idiots, and imbeciles. This information cannot how- 
ever be accepted as strictly accurate in every case, for practical 
purposes we place confidence in it as being closely approximate, 
and the more so as succeeding returns fairly support in detail the 
correctness of preceding ones, a fact previously we had occasion 
to remark. The total of all classes on the 1st January, 1874, was 
6,981, and on the same date in 1875, 6,804. 

Ratio of lunacy The registered insane or those in public and private institutions 
to the popuia- amounted at the opening of the present year to 11,583. The 
tion at large, population of Ireland being 5,456,000, the ratio of such lunatics per 
1,000 may be set down at 2T4, but as obtains in other countries, 
particularly in Scotland, on examination in detail their proportion 
would not be found uniform throughout different provinces or 
counties. A marked difference exists in regard to the respective 
inmates both in asylums and poorhouses, the number being lowest, 
or nearly 1*50 in the districts of Down, Armagh, Galway, whereas 
in Dublin, Louth, Waterford, &c„ &c., it is 2;50, and in Limerick 
fully 3 per 1,000, exclusive of the reputed insane out of doors. 
From the carefully compiled returns of the Commissioners in Eng- 
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land it would appear that the insane aggregate under their imme- Introduc- 
diate supervision in 1864 was 44 795, the then population being T0EY - 

20,580,000 ; with an increase of only 3,060,000 inhabitants, the 

lunatic element had advanced in the course of ten years by 15,998 
patients to 63-973 throughout the kingdom at large, 32-529 being 
in public asylums, of whom only 2,431 are represented curable. SjiS aml 
A very important subject for consideration is involved in these ’ ' V ' 
data affecting both countries alike, namely, how far the machinery 
as it were of regularly organized asylums is required for indi- 
viduals who afford no reasonable hope of recovery. Doubtless there 
are many inmates of these institutions who under proper local care 
and proper supervision might with safety be more economically 
treated elsewhere, but in the great majority of cases the reverse 
holds good— seven to eight per cent, constituting so far as our 
inquiries extend, the exceptional maximum, for it must be con- 
ceded that within the precincts of an asylum and under trained 
attendants, some are amenable and quiet, who without judicious 
treatment would become intractable and dangerous. 

11 ith respect to the accommodation in Irish District Asylums, Asylum accom- 
not simply meaning the numbers they are made to contain, it is “ 0 ? ation t0 ° 
much below requirements, as we have at . present almost a lnmted ' 
thousand in them beyond their legitimate complement. Some are 
overcrowded by nearly a third, as those at Limerick, Armagh and 
Londonderry — others less so. Taking a broad practical view of the 
subject, all these limited institutions should not only be restored 
to a normal condition by additions, but supplemented when neces- 
sary, so as to meet local requirements, thereby effecting a com- 
plete provision for probably 8,200 beds, the existing but imperfect 
one being restricted to 7,347. 

The liberal rate in aid bestowed by Government on the public Kate in aid. 
asylums of the three kingdoms, while protected on the one hand 
by a considerate economy, confining its expenditure to proper 
objects, ought at the same time be dispensed by local authorities 
with an increased regard to the comforts of the insane, for the 
better maintenance of each thousand of whom the State annually 
contributes £10,400. 

With reference to the general workingof District Asylums during The general 
the past year, we are enabled to report in favourable terms, if their 7°? rr 'f- t 
utility as great public institutions is to be estimated by results, Asylums. nCt 
embraced within recoveries, improvements, a diminished mor- 
tality, immunity from accidents, smaller current outlay, and last, 
though not least, their moral as well as fiscal management. 

The total of both sexes under treatment during the twelve- 
month was 9,501, including 2,154 admissions. The actual 
recoveries amounted to 932, the discharged improved or conval- Recoveries, 
escent to 244, and the deaths to 623. Calculated on admissions the 
cures reach 43'40 per cent., if on all resident 9'S0 ; while cures 
and improvements combined are equal to 53’20 per cent, in the 
ormer, and 12'5 in the latter contingency. With regard to deaths, Deaths. 
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the mortality — particularly if the severity of a long winter and the 
liability of the insane to pulmonary affections be considered- 
may be regarded as particularly low, when not exceeding 6'80 per 
cent., the average in lunatic institutions generally being 8'40. In- 
eluded within the deaths are 4 from suicide, and 5 succeeding on 
accidents in an aggregate daily population of 7,254 patients, of 
whom in the year 1,174 were received on magisterial warrants and 
by depositions as evincing dangerous tendencies. 

We have adverted to the moral management of District Asylums 
as exhibited in the conduct and demeanour of the staffs attached 
to them, which may be stated as uniformly good, and in the opinion 
of their superior officers satisfactory. Occasionally infractions 
of duty may have occurred, ending, if repeated, in suspensions 
the infliction of fines, or even dismissals, from insobriety, but 
nothing of cruelty or criminal impropriety, save in two instances 
when legal proceedings were had recourse to, and with success. 

The total expenditure, all items of outlay included, on the 
current maintenance of District Asylums in the year 1874 
amounted to £184,749, and although there were 240 inmates 
more in these institutions for the time being, the charges were 
less by £4,060 than in 1873, being at the rate of £25'2 per bead, as 
against £26 4 in the last named year. On the 1st January, 1874, 
district asylum accounts stood as follows — there was an available 
balance in hands of £19,078 9s. Id; subsequently, and in the 
course of the year, £184,749 9s. 5 d, repayable by Grand Jury 
Presentments, was received from the Treasury, £2,720 from pay- 
patients, £2,621 8s. lOd. for farm and garden produce, and 
£1,353 7s. 5 cl. from various miscellaneous sources, constituting a 
total of £216,565 Is. 6 d., deducted from which the expenditure 
as just given for the same period, there remained £20,053 6s. 4c!. 
in bank to the credit of the different Boards of Governors on the 
31st December. The capitation cost varies in different Asylums ; 
we find, as a rule, in consequence of repairs, refitments, and 
minor alterations to meet contingent wants, that the less per- 
fect in construction and worse furnished the establishment 
at large, the dearer is after maintenance. Having by statute 
and Privy Council rules so much to do with the direct control 
and management of District Asylums in regard to domestic details 
as well as the issue and outlay of money, it is gratifying to us to 
state that, up to the present, the reports of the Government 
Auditors, who are particularly minute in their inquiries, may he 
deemed, on the whole, most favourable. Trivial disbursements, 
though fully equitable in themselves, have now and then been 
made by Local Boards not in strict accordance with regulations, 
but specially noted at the period of audit, and reported to the 
Inspectors ; finally, however, not disallowed, save in some rave 
instances, the total not exceeding a few pounds. 

Re-adverting to patients who after admittance into these lunatic 
institutions under the 21st Privy Council, and on sanction of 
the Inspectors, they numbered 167 during the year, at an average 
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charge eaeli of £16 17s. 6d For their support the rate in aid Istroddo- 
is not available. tort. 

Connected with the question of expenditure, there is a matter Reproductive 
worthy of remark, viz., the reproductive industry of the inmates industry, 
of public asylums. On the first establishment of these institutions, 
nine in number, by a special Board of Commissioners constituted 
under the 1st & 2nd Geo. IV., cap. 33, the quantity of land attached 
to them in the aggregate was only 120 acres, a very limited allow- 
ance indeed, in a country where in the absence of manufactures 
means for agricultural employment ought have been fairly pro- 
vided. Since our appointment to office, and particularly after 
being nominated in. 1858 Joint Commissioners of Control, satis- 
fied as to the expediency of having large farms connected with 
these institutions we do not fail to urge personally at Boards and 
in our Reports of Inspection the advantages derivable from in- 
creasing the extent of those that appear to us too limited. 

Up to the year 1845 the total land belonging to the twelve Land utility of 
District Asylums then occupied did not exceed 116 acres, at farm3 - 
present to 22 of these institutions 836 acres are attached. The 
value of produce sold in 1874 was £2,790, and of produce con- 
sumed £7,840, the outlay, embracing every item, being £4,200, a 
net profit resulted at the rate of nearly £8 per acre. It is clear 
from the preceding statement that with an ample extent of land 
for grazing and cultivation, two important objects are attained 
--employment and economy. Indeed Boards of Governors, 
originally adverse to our recommendations, are becoming so 
alive to the utility of possessing large farms that they are taking 
steps to effect additional purchases. In a sanitary point of view, 
whether as regards an ultimate restoration of mind, or tranquillity 
of conduct, .no curative agent, or any scientific treatment is more 
calculated, in our estimation, to benefit the insane than out-door 
employment and exercise in open unprison-like grounds. 

The question of constructing large refectories to serve both as Refectories, 
(lining and recreation halls has been entertained during the past 
year, and the principle approved of. The commingling of many 
together at meals, and even of different sexes, under judicious 
care^ is certainly an improvement on the past ; while in reference 
to the. influence of religious ministrations in their ordinary forms, 
experience proves their practical utility. In some few institu- Chapels, 
tions however, the places allocated for the object of Divine 
worship are too restricted in size, and not exactly in character; 
but we trust the inconveniences arising therefrom will ere long be 
obviated by the erection of suitable chapels, at Armagh, Bel- 
fast, Ballinasloe, &c. 

In the course of the year the appointment of regular night 
watches for both sexes, where non-existing, and the expediency 
ot precautions against fire have been duly brought by us under 

the notice of local Boards. 

No structural additions of any importance have been ter- Deficiencies in 
mmated in District Asylums within the twelvemonth under some As x Iunn3 - 
consideration, though some were in process of erection. The most 
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10 Twenty-fourth Report on the District, Criminal, and 

notable deficiencies in regard to accommodation, and we regret 
to acknowledge existing for no inconsiderable period, are in the 
Waterford, Armagh, Limerick, and Derry districts; active steps, 
however, are being taken after reiterated applications from the 
Inspectors to remedy them. 

In former reports we adverted to the inconsiderate manner, to 
use a mild term, in which magistrates committed lunatics to 
Asylums as dangerous, in many instances not taking the trouble 
to make proper inquiry into the merits of the case, in others acting 
without a due regard to the provisions of the statutes, clear and 
definite in themselves ; thus they injudiciously supersede the 
functions of the Governors of Asylums, entail occasionally an 
uncalled for county expenditure, and give a continued trouble to 
the Executive, obliged for law sake to rectify their errors, in fact 
to keep them out of harm’s way, and a liability to civil actions for 
illegal confinements of the subject. The evil is certainly being 
abated through the intervention of circulars to justices directly 
from Government with a strict injunction to committing magis- 
trates to secure to the reputed insane transferred by them to 
Asylum under warrant, every care and attention during their 
conveyance, instances having occurred of females being sent from 
forty to fifty miles alone and under armed escorts, and of men 
being manacled by locks and tied with ropes in the conveyance. 

On analysing the summaries of the registered and unregistered 
insane as already afforded, it appears that at the close of the 
year 1874 there were 177 less at large of the mentally affected 
than at its commencement, when they numbered 6,911. 

Bearing in view the facilities already adverted to of sending 
patients to District Asylums it is but reasonable to infer that the 
types of mental disease in the unregistered as a rule is not of a 
marked or acute character. 

The admissions for year contained 215 individuals aged 
from 60 to 78 — 217 from 50 to 60 — 321 from 40 to 50— 
569 from 80 to 40 — 643 from 20 to 30, and 188 under 20. 
The largest number in any decades being in the intervals 
of 20 and 40, when 1,212 were admitted. The insane trans- 
ferred directly from poorhouses to Asylums within the period 
constituted an aggregate in the proportion of about six per 
cent, on the total of all classes of idiots, epileptics, imbecile, 
and lunatics, which they contain. 

A reference to the above statistics of admission bears practically 
on the past and future, when it is remembered that at the com- 
mencement of 1874 there were between the assumed insane at 
large and those in union workhouses 9,845- — 2,154 being admitted 
into District Asylums (including three from the Criminal Asylum 
whose period of confinement had ceased) 23 per cent, only of the 
9,845 may be regarded as during the twelvemonth to have needed 
special treatment or supervision — while of the 2,154 no less 
than 1,100 were committed as dangerous by justices, under 30 & 
31 Victoria; some little beyond childhood, others in the last 
stages of debility or senility, who barely reached then' destin- 
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ation in time for death. How far the rate in aid may induce a Inteoduo 
run on District Asylums is a point of some consideration, we tory. 

certainly entertain a desire that it should be converted solely to 

practical objects and not to the overcrowding of expensive 
institutions. 

In counterbalance to admissions (2,150) we shall now advert to Discharges, 
discharges and deaths — the recovered and sent home amounted 
to 932, the improved to 214, between both 1,170— the deaths to 
623, and escapes to 24, or a general total of 1,823, thus leavino- a 
difference m excess under treatment on the 31st December, 3°31 
as between the admitted and discharged. 

In the previous year, or 1873, the admissions were 2,277 the 
discharges and deaths, 1,981, leaving, in like manner, a differ- 
ence in excess or an addition of 288 residents ; for the year 
before, or 1872, an analysis of similar data would scarcely make 
a variation comparatively speaking, of five per cent, in its 
results. 



It may not be out of place if we here readvert to suggestions 
already submitted by us to the Executive in more than one 
parliamentary report, inasmuch as the advisability of the pro- 
vision, we then ventured to recommend, has been sustained by 
subsequent experience, and now particularly as the incidents of 
taxation are so closely investigated by local ratepayers, although 
the actual number of cases bearing on the question, one year with 
another, may be limited to twelve or fourteen, a principle is not 
the less involved. The following quotation from our Four- 
teenth General Report will best explain the object in view : 



Independent of the general accommodation just submitted Provision in 
to your Excellency’s notice, we would direct the attention of the Aayiumsforthe 
Executive to a subject which we have already proposed, as being S'’ 
well worthy of consideration. We allude to the advisability insane, 
of making certain provision for the insane belonging to the civil, 
military, and naval services, who, while on active duty, may 
be attacked with mental disease in this country, and who from 
tim very nature of their occupations, and the changeability of 
then- abode, possess no personal claims on public charities, 
soldiers, sailors, as well as members of the police and con- 
stabulary, like the rest of mankind, are not exempt from 
lunacy ; unfortunately, however, when affected by that visitation, 
tne greatest difficulty is found in procuring them even a temporary 
!° l! f ( asylums, as thereby they occupy room already perhaps 

insufficient to meet the wants of the immediate district. Without 
imposing- on Government the expense of erecting a separate institu- 
rnn, with from 80 to 100 beds, for the reception of such patients, 
uc think a very desirable object could be attained by the alloca- 
ion of a part, specially provided for that purpose, of one of the new 
unatic institutions, which must necessarily be constructed at no 
is ant period. F rom our Tenth Report the following observations, 
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Introduc- which we are happy to find have been since supported by the 
TonY - English Commissioners in Lunacy, are reproduced : 

“ ‘ For example, considerable difficulty has been experienced in 
making even an indifferent provision for soldiers becoming insane 
whether at home or abroad. Enlisted, as they frequently are at 
a long distance from their station, and unable to give an account 
of themselves, it is impossible to find out with certainty the loca- 
lities to which they belong ; and no Asylum Board will admit 
them as a matter of right, .unless their changeability is fairly estab- 
lished. The same holds good, or is perhaps stronger, in regard 
to the police force ; for when a party belonging to it has been 
resident for some years in a different district, the local authorities 
of his place of birth not unfrequently deny his claim, because of a 
long-continued absence from it ; whilst those of the county in 
which he may happen to become insane refuse his application, on 
the ground that both by birth and the very nature of his duties 
he is a total stranger. Thus it has occurred, that in the early 
stages of the malady, active treatment, on w hich so much depends, 
has been delayed, and in the end admission only obtained through 
repeated official applications, or by our own personal interference. 
Our attention, too, has been directed by the heads of the Con- 
stabulary Department to the necessity of having some regular 
institution in which, where doubt or suspicion existed, the mental 
condition of parties belonging to their force might be tested. We 
believe that a considerable portion of the cost of maintenance, at 
least for a period of six months, during which time, in a majority 
of the genuine cases of insanity, cures would be effected, might be 
paid from funds proper to these different services.’” 

Advantages of The advantages derivable from an early treatment in mental 
1 disorcters as represented by speedy recoveries, have been fully 

cases. borne out in District Asylums during the past year, for out of 

the cured and improved, 1,176 in number, 429 were discharged 
in the course of four months ; and in the interval of from four to 
eight months, 339, the total between both periods being 913, or 
two-thirds of the whole. Similarly as regards the recuperative 
powers of the mind in the earlier stages of life, we find that 361 
were removed in perfect health who were under 30, and 569 be- 
tween 30 and 40, constituting nearly four-fifths of the whole dis- 
charged. No doubt extensive as have been the advantages 
derived from District Asylums in Ireland, they would be still 
more perceptible but for their being in many instances congested 
with hopeless cases ; during the past year between aged and 
demented, the idiotic and epileptic classes 339 individuals were 
received into them likely to become residents for then remaining 
existence, accumulating from one twelvemonth to another. We 
learn .from the carefully compiled statistics before us, that the 
lunatics probably curable on the 1st of the present year were 
limited to 1,703, the uncurable to 5,140 ; idiots and epileptics to 
742, making up an aggregate of 7,585 ; still perhaps we here have 
by comparison no reason to complain, as in England the Com- 
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missioners report that in the public hospitals for the insane i NT r 0 duc 
under their control, there are 30,098, who though affording little tory. 

or no hope of recovery, still as a body require Asylum treatment ; 

in other words, the incurable there predominate by twelve to one. 

The number of relapsed cases that had been previously in hospi- Kelapsed cases, 
tal once or twice before and admitted in the past year was 392, 
and from three to as many as six times, 37, a circumstance 
indicating the recurrent tendency of mental diseases, which would 
appear to be much stronger among females in whom moral causes 
predominate than among men who on the contrary are more 
susceptible of physical influences. In 1,013 patients out of 5,360 
an hereditary predisposition to insanity was traceable. We could 
obtain on this head no reliable information in 2,160 cases of the 
7,585 in district asylums on the 31st December, 1874— within the 
close relationship of parents, brothers, sisters, and first cousins, 
there were out of the 1,013, 339 individuals. 

The social condition of the inmates of Irish Asylums presents Social con- 
a remarkable feature in regard to marriage and celibacy, totally dition o£ 
at variance with what obtains elsewhere, but particularly in the inmates - 
sister country ; the married known insane amounting to only 
2,082— the single to 5,164, or as 2 to 5— in England the married 
would appear to stand precisely in an almost inverse proportion. 

In the_ preliminary pages of our last report we entered into Progress of 
various details and suggestions bearing on what appeared to us Irish District 
the more official organization of District Asylums in Ireland, to AsyIums - 
their development as far as lay in the power of the Inspectors 
officially, we have not failed to direct the attention both of the 
Executive and Local Boards. We believe a steady progress in 
the right direction is being made, if slow still sure. The amended 
code of rules and regulations promulgated at the close of 1873 by 
the Lord Lieutenant in Council is useful in its working, and gives 
general satisfaction. A more liberal scale of wages and allowances 
has been accorded to the staffs of officers and attendants, and more 
generous views taken of administering to the wants and comforts 
and amusements of the insane themselves. Constituted as Boards Existing 
of Governors are at present, with a delegated authority from the Boards of 
Lord Lieutenant, under the statute, to carry out on his behalf its Goyemors - 
provisions, and composed as they are of noblemen and gentlemen 
of position, many too amongst them large landholders in their 
lespective districts, or tenants renting extensive 'farms, they can 
best appreciate and administer to the requirements of the insane, 
their disposition to do so is evidenced by the regularity and 
fullness of their attendance as a rule at ordinary and special 
meetings, often too at much personal inconvenience. 

A growing experience from year to year tends to impress more Care bestowed 
strongly on us the conviction, adverted to in a former report, that tIlem on 
the local management or control of District Asylums should beS manag '~ 
conducted as hitherto. Of the scrupulous care bestowed by the 
boards of District Asylums on all matters pertaining to current 
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expenditure, the best demonstration is afforded in the fact, that on 
an outlay amounting in round numbers, within the last seven 
years, to £1,100,000, after an annual investigation, lasting, one 
with another, five days in each establishment, by the Govern- 
ment auditors, no errors or irregularities, it may be said, were 
attributable to fiscal management, nor losses to the rate-payers 
during the whole period. As the word rate-payers has just been 
used, it may not be out of place to observe (avoiding very minute 
fractions), that the general taxable property of Ireland, out of 
which public asylums have been supported, amounts to 
£15,000,000 a year. The average cost of each lunatic in them in 
1874, as already mentioned, was £25 2s. per annum, or probably a 
pound above that of the current year. The total outlay was 
£184,750, deducting from which the Government grant in aid, 
about £108,000 remained chargeable to the country, being at the 
rate of If d in the £ on the preceding valuation. W ere these luna- 
tics located in the category of paupers in workhouses they would 
have entailed a public expense of' £80,000, so the actual differ- 
ence of outlay as between them in one receptacle and the other 
might be set down at £30,000— not id. in the £ in regard to 
taxation. 

Exclusive of the Richmond, or Metropolitan Asylum, where 
the Board assembled twice a month, the average number of 
meetings in the past year at the others was fourteen.

On a general analysis of the mentally affected in this country, 
as already given in a preceding section of this report, it appears 
that out of an aggregate between the registered and unregistered, 
Number of 3,140 were located in poorhouses on the 31st December, 1871, 
insane in poor- being eleven more than at the corresponding date of the previous 
houses ' year° In the returns obtained by us, through the kindness of 
the Local Government Board, we have had these inmates classi- 
fied under the denominations of idiots, epileptics, and lunatics, 
as constituting for the purpose of reference the most practical 
arrangement. The gross total of simple and epileptic idiots or 
imbeciles amounted to 1,740 — 758 males, and 932females; while 
that of the lunatics, for the most part aged and demented, nearly 
one half subject to epilepsy, was 1,401 — 512 of the former and 
889 of the latter named sex. 

How and where As the inspection of all institutions, whether_public or private, 

chronic cases containing insane persons, is imposed on us by 5 & 0 l ie., cap. 3o, 
should be pq e visitation to union workhouses harbouring as they do about 

located one-fourth of all the registered under treatment, forms no incon- 

siderable portion of our official duties. The question of how and 
where individuals labouring under mental affliction, who from 
their antecedents or the nature of their malady offer no reason- 
able hope of recovery, can be most appropriately located is one 
worthy of mature consideration, both in a social and pecuniary 
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point of view. So long as actual benefits are derivable from an poomiouseo. 
extra expenditure on regular asylum buildings, and the particular ■ — - 

accommodation afforded by them, it would be unjust to deny 
their advantage to the insane ; on the other hand, however, the 
public in its rate-paying position has a right to foster economy 
by an avoidance of uncalled for taxation. 

How far then the double object can be most satisfactorily 
obtained is a problem of interest and importance, whether it be 
by the establishment of provincial chronic hospitals for the insane 
at present in, or from year to year likely to become resident in 
union workhouses, or by setting apart when expedient a whole 
or portion of a workhouse in each district or county contained 
within it for the detention of epileptics, idiots, imbeciles, and the 
like. 

Under existing circumstances the tendency of some Boards of Boards of 
Guardians is to disembarrass their respective unions of persons Guardians 
who come within the term insane, no matter how trivial their 
affection may be, but particularly if they give any trouble. 

They probably think as the lunatic district at large, which 
comprises at least one county has to meet, through Grand Jury 
presentments, the cost incidental to an asylum residence, that not 
only a special saving to their unions is effected by an enlarged 
area of taxation, but by their taking advantage of the 4s. weekly 
rate in aid, for each lunatic when so transferred, a sum of £10 8s. 
annually, nearly equal to the whole cost of the like inmate of a 
pool-house, would be further economized; but this fact should not 
he overlooked, that not only the difference between maintenance 
in a workhouse and a district institution, about £14 per head, Removal of 
would have to be paid, but that to obviate the inconvenience and lunat5c3 from 
risk from overcrowding, the costly outlay on structural additions P oolhouses - 
to meet continued requirements would eventually be entailed on 
local charges. The guardians of union B. for example, labour 
under a fallacy in the supposition that by getting rid of their 
insane, idiots, epileptics, and the like, they obtain fiscal advan- 
tages— forgetful that unions C. D. E. and F. can adopt a similar 
practice in self protection. 

The expediency of instituting some countervailing influence How to'be best 
against the undue repletion of asylums from poorhouses can efEected - 
probably be best upheld by a power of re-removal with the sanction 
of the Inspectors, and on definite certificates to the safety thereof 
from visiting and medical Physicians to these establishments is 
so clear as to require little comment. For our own part we are 
satisfied that the permanent utility of the lunatic department 
will be best consulted by confining expenditure within reasonable 
limits, at the same time not omitting to watch over the comfort 
and requirements of all denominations. 

Without entering into the relationship of cause and effect as re- inspection of 
gards our inspections, it may be safely said, that from year to year r j00rl!0use3 - 
a progressive amelioration has been noticeable in the condition of 
the mentally affected in the poorhouses of Ireland who, as a rule, 
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have come to be recognised in a proper light, and made objects of 
kindly consideration by Boards of Guardians, They are afforded 
an exceptional dietary, with animal food from three to six days in 
the week. Their clothing and bedding are improved, and personal 
cleanliness more carefully looked after. When the number of 
insane is large, separate apartments with a paid attendant for 
each sex is usually provided, or well disposed paupers, encouraged 
by some additional domestic allowances, are employed, and when 
grounds or open airing yards are available full opportunity for 
exercise is afforded. In a few workhouses we have found many 
of the imbecile and idiotic industriously employed in day-rooms set 
apart for them and, we not unfrequently learn from both masters 
and matrons that some of them are the most useful and willing 
of the inmates. 

Proportionably, as might be fairly supposed, the largest comple- 
ment of the insane in workhouses belong to the metropolitan 
and other urban districts. In the Richmond, which comprises the 
city and county of Dublin, Louth, and Wicklow, the united 
classes referred to, and all considerately treated, amount to 487, 
of whom 228 are supported by the borough. In the Belfast, or 
county Antrim district, there are 293—173 being in the borough 
poorhouse, where a commodious pile of buildings has been lately 
allocated to them by the Board of Guardians, and a large airing 
court, but not as yet safely laid down. In the Limerick lunatic 
district there are 162 patients in unions, 84 of them in the city. 
The Cork district at large in its various poorhouses contains 318 
mentally affected, 124 belonging to the city. 

The aggregate of individuals of both sexes in the four districts 
just named reaches 1,260. The difference of 1,880 in the total of 
3,140 becomes divisible among the other eighteen districts, com- 
prising between them twenty-six counties and 118 workhouses, 
to each of which latter, if equally apportioned, 16, be they idiots, 
imbeciles, demented, or epileptics, would be chargeable. 

If not impossible, it would be very difficult indeed, and in point 
of fact of little practical use, to arrive at the exact amount which 
3,140 insane located in no definite mode and under no fixed re- 
gulations in 153 workhouses costduring the year for their imme- 
diate maintenance, entailing as they do a very fractional portion 
of the general expenditure, and the more so as not unfrequently we 
find them diffused through these establishments, mixed up with, 
and living among the ordinary paupers. Taking, however, one 
union with another, from local inquiries we compute that ±11 
a head would in round numbers be the closest approximate 
calculation, if so, the expenditure on them as a body in 18G 
might be set down at £34,450 ; whereas were they resident m 
district asylums, they would have incurred an outlay of '£79£w, , 
the cost therein of each patient, including the rate in aid of ±10 ° s -> 
being £25 2s. for that year.

The same approximation of numbers as already mentioned in 

the lunatic population generally of Ireland, is alike noticeable in ? umblir o£ . 

detail, as regards the respective patients in private licensed baUitu™ 168 

houses at the termination of 1873 and 1874; in the former year 

there was 664, in the latter 672, a circumstance tending to show 

that the statistics of insanity collected by us may be fairly deemed 

trustworthy, and that taking the proportion of the mentally 

affected to those of sound mind, while no material change or 

increase in the inhabitants of this country takes place, as recently 

has been the case, no marked variation is likely to occur in these 

two marked sections of society — admissions into private asylums 

would seem to be in close proportion to discharges by the latter 

under the head of recoveries generally, or of deaths. 

The history of private or of public lunatic establishments from 
one year to another must of itself be monotonous, for properly 
organized, and subject to constant supervision at all seasons and 
at all hours there can exist but limited material for discussion ; 
in fact the less that is afforded to discuss the more satisfactory 
may their operation be regarded. The statute 5 & 6 Vic., cap. 33, 
affords facilities for securing, so far as the executive is concerned, 
the protection and well being of the registered insane of all 
classes. 

In some respects however, the benevolent and curative objects Statutory 
which ought to characterize the working of private licensed improvements, 
houses cannot be fully attained, as the law at present stands in 
this country. A similar power to that which the English Com- 
missioners in Lunacy possess, should be extended to the In- 
spectors,^ of letting out patients on trial, thereby affording them, 
for a definite period and with certain restrictions, the advantages 
derivable from a change of residence and association. Protected 
from legal responsibilities, and liable to be again placed under 
Asylum treatment if not unreservedly discharged, no danger 
could accrue to them. We trust that the intended measure of 
the Chief Secretary on this important point and other collateral 
improvements will be enacted in the present session. 

Luring the year under review, private Asylums in Ireland on Private houses, 
the whole have been satisfactorily conducted, and their inmates Ilow conducted, 
kindly and considerately treated ; we have to record no case of 
harshness or personal neglect on the part of proprietors or 
attendants, neither are we aware of an instance — indeed one 
could not well occur from the frequency of our visits, and the 
uncertain periods at which they are made — of an unwarranted 
detention, so far at least as we could form a correct opinion ; on 
some occasions, however, we noticed irregularities of forms or 
procedure which had to be rectified. 

The cases admitting of doubt, were mainly those where moral 
perversities combined with eccentric conduct, but without the dis^ 

B 
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Private play of actual delusions indicated mental aberration a lengthened 
Asylums, indulgence in alcoholic drinks, or the excitement attendant on a con- 
tinued dissipation, particularly when a predisposition to insanity 
existed constituting the immediate cause of disease. 

It is very embarrassing to deal with such patients ; in confine- 
ment they profess deep regret for the past, moralize on tile 
future acknowledging their error with plausible engagements to 
avoid, when at liberty, previous habits. Set free a different story 
too often has to be told; they become m a brief period incorri- 
gible as before, unmixed sources of personal apprehension and 
anxiety to their immediate relatives — not alone among men hut 
females an inebriate propensity with its train of domestic evils 
is to be found ; we have known individuals of the latter sex to be 
admitted from three to four times into licensed Asylums. 

Dipsomaniacs. The subject of establishing receptacles for dypsomaniacs, as they 
are called; is one which for some time has been attracting public 
attention; from personal experience we cannot but think that 
the question of legislating on it is one beset with difficulties, 
requiring as it would a line of demarcation between excessive 
drinkinc as a vice punishable from its results when there was an 
infraction of law, or as a pernicious habit leading to morbid 
affections, and sufficient to justify an unwilling detention or con- 
finement after the immediate consequences had ceased, and the 
assumed lunatic from abstinence became of perfectly sound mind. 
The impediment would certainly be not so great in respect to the 
lower orders without social position or means as it must be with 
regard to the better and richer classes of the community ; drunken- 
ness among the former is treated more as an offence or misde- 
meanour, among the latter as an incipient malady. Certain it is 
that while the doors of a public Asylum are closed as rule to the 
confirmed inebriate, those of a private licensed house are open tor 
his reception. Furthermore, the disposition of property might 
be seriously affected by the power afforded to- one member ot a 
family, even with the most correct and benevolent intentions, to 
confine another on the plea of extravagance and drunkenness, as it 
for example a father or husband was detained against his will by a 
son or wife, he might subsequently be influenced by vindictive 
motives in its disposition, for no matter whether placed m an 
Asylum or elsewhere, being of clear understanding, his civil rights 
could not be ignored. 

At best we believe the recognition by Government ot hospitals 
for voluntary applicants or available for the heads of families m 
regard to their children, and reciprocally as regards married people, 
but for definite periods, subject of course to official inspection, 
and stringent regulations is as much as can be reasonably ex- 
pected, for after all the true test of lunacy is to be had m 
delusions, be they of themselves apparent or presumable as legiti- 
mate consequences. , 

On the 1st January, 1874, there were 305 males and 3o9 females 
in private Asylums ; during the year 174 were admitted, 101 0

the former and 73 of the latter sex. The total under treatment v m . 
was consequently 810, which number was diminished on the 31st Asrlmis. 

December to 674, by the discharge of 60 males and 40 females as • 

cured, improved, or tranquil, and by the death of 16 males and 
28 females. 



The recoveries contrast not unfavourably with those in District 
Asylums, being respectively as 20 to 18 on the average under 
treatment, while the mortality was below par by 1 per cent. The 
unmarried insane among the better classes of this country is even 
proportionally greater than in the lower orders, being as high as 
6 to 1. The per-centage of the insane belonging to clerical and 
religious professions, on an analysis of numbers, appears also to be 
considerably larger than in any other community. 

We are gratified to report that during the past twelvemonths 
no tangible causes of complaint have been. submitted to us either 
personally or by letter from any patient, neither have we been 
officially communicated with in regard to alleged grievances or 
unkind conduct towards the insane resident in private licensed 
establishments by their friends; in fact, dissatisfaction finds an 
expression much more from the confined, and, we regret to add 
in some cases with justice, at the inattention and neglect of near 
relatives, who seem indifferent to them when social family inter- 
course had been broken by mental disease. 

To such complainants the visits of the inspectors are simply a 
consolation. . 1 J

No complaints. 



No escape or casualty occurred during the year, but unfor- 
tunately two suicides were effected— the first at Hampstead House 
one of the best regulated of the private Asylums. A gentleman 
destroyed himself by strangulation ; his dangerous tendency was 
veil known, and it was thought every reasonable precaution had 
been taken. Two attendants were in special charge of him, one 
by day the other by night, but he momentarily eluded their 
vigilance, concealed a handkerchief, with which he effected his 
purpose m bed. _ A coroner’s inquest was duly held, at which some 
very near relatives of the deceased and an Inspector attended. 
After a long and searching investigation, a verdict exonerating 
of a11 blame was returned. The second took place 
Vl .ncent’s ; a lady who for many years had been resident in 
«ie institution, quiet and amenable at alL times, and who was 
never suspected of a suicidal tendency, took away her own life 

by hanging. A coroner’s jury acquitted the attendants of negli- 
gence. ° 

We have to record no variation either in the number of private 
Asylums or in their management; as observed by us in a previous 
report, some in a social point of view, and from the more liberal 
payments required for care and maintenance, are conducted in a 
jeiy superior 'manner to others, and with every regard to social 
omforts and suitable enjoyment. When, however, deficiencies 
e noticeable, we do not fail to point out the expediency of meet- 
ng- 1 hem. In regard to dietary, a regular and daily scale, show- 
r , v Aaniount and variation, has been lately obtained by us ; our 
ject in procuring it was to have a condition to inquire the better

The four mixed institutions for paying and tree patients—

CENTRAL ASYLUM, DUNDRUM. 

The accommodation in the Central Criminal Asylum is adapted 
to 185 patients, in the proportion of 120 beds for males and 65 
for females On the 31st December, 1873, there was a total of 
160 in the house— 121 of the former, 39 of the latter sex. During 
the subsequent twelvemonth 13 were admitted 11 men and 2 
women— while within the same period the discharges amounted 
to 9—2 males recovered, 2 improved, 1 incurable, and 2 females 
improved, 2 incurable. The deaths, 5—3 of men, and 2 of women, 
with 1 male escape, diminished the full number under treatment 
by 15 ; thus leaving on the 31st December last 123 males and 25 
females in confinement, or 2 less than at the close of 18 i 3. Avitli 
regard to a<m-of the 158, 49 were over 50, and to social condition, 
32 only were married and 126 unmarried, the illiterate of both, 
or those who could neither read nor write amounted to 03 ; thus 
the illiterate criminal lunatics, judging from the general statistics 
at our command, would appear to be proportionately tlnee times 
more numerous than the patients in District Asylums. Fuitnei 
criminal propensities among the insane according to the above 
date seems to be more developed in males and the unmarried, 
than in females and the married classes. 

Analyzing the mental state of the resident m _ Dundrum, 11 
mav be considered sane, and the remaining 136, with the excep- 
tion of 4 males, incurable. The category of offences comprises 61 
homicides, 1 6 violent and 24 common assaults, 6 burglaries, s 
cases of arson, with 42 minor infractions of law, but for the most 
part bv individuals of a passionate or vindictive disposition. the 
escape' referred to was effected by a prisoner acquitted of homicide 
on the plea of insanity, who was of sound mind all through m 
the Asylum, and as far as is known has emigrated to America. 



Admissions as The admissions, thirteen only during the year, taking into 
authorized by consideration the excitable character of the lunatic population 
the inspectors. Ireland; were cer tainly very limited in number. Still we 
believe few as they have been that the discretion exercised 
by us and a strict examination into the merits of each ot the 
cases submitted from transference from convict prisons, or more 
directly from gaols subsequent to trial at assizes or quarter 
sessions, have been attended with no local injustice or incon- 
venience. Were all lunatics charged with misdemeanors in tins 
country to be immured in a criminal asylum and detained 
therein for indefinite periods, we should probably have an annual 
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influx of some five and thirty individuals, necessitating a continual The Central 

increase of buildings and a longer confinement than in ordinary Asylum. 

institutions for the insane. Regarding the establishment at 

Dundrum as primarily designed for persons who are supposed to 

lose their reason when undergoing penal servitude, and some of 

them it must be added are for a time accomplished malingerers, or 

for persons who while insane committed grave olfences or even 

minor ones, but with the exhibition of malignant feelings, as a 

rule we restrict admissions to them alone; bearing further in 

mind that not unfrequently the charge against a lunatic is merely 

symptomatic of his malady, as when in a moment of excitement 

he injures through inadvertence property not his own, attempts 

personal violence, or is instigated to criminal acts by designing 

persons, as in the case of a man indicted for breaking farm gates 

and the robbery of cattle which at night he was found driving 

along the high road to market, the true culprit following at a 

distance. 

The discharges during the year amounted to 9 — 2 recovered, 4 Discharges, 
improved, and 3 incurable, which were thus disposed of — 4 
females and 2 males were transferred to district asylums, and 3 
males removed by their friends, all having terminated the legal 
periods of imprisonment. 

The mortality, and in each case, from natural causes was limited Deaths, 
to three males and two females advanced in life, being as nearly 
as possible at the rate of three per cent. No casualty of any 
kind occurred in the institution save one, a dislocation of the 
elbow joint in a refractory patient from a fall, when being borne 
by the attendant nurses to a padded cell. Devoid of all prison- 
like appurtenances as the buildings, airing courts, and grounds 
can be truly represented, no personal violence has been committed 
by any of the patients on their companions, or injury done to 
property, furniture, or the interior ornamentation of tile house. 

The large number of patients of both sexes daily employed Employment, 
during the year presents a strong indication of good management 
at the Dundrum Asylum ; 85 men, between trades, out-door, and 
miscellaneous occupations, and 25 women at domestic work, show 
to what useful purposes the time of the insane can be converted. 

The stock and cultivation of the farm, twenty-eight acres in Farm, 
extent, incurred an outlay of £699 12 s. 1 (id. The return for which 
sum reached £930 4s. 2d, thus accounted for — £104 19s. 6d was 
received and paid into bank, for produce sold, £825 4s.

Independent of remunerative employments, the inmates of the 
Dundrum Asylum are fairly supplied with other and more agree- 
able means of occupation within and out of doors as may be 
suited to their taste— athletic games, cards, drafts, music, periodi- 
cals papers &c. The interior of the institution with a strict 
regard to cleanliness, order, and ventilation, in the various corri- 
dors dayrooms, dormitories associated and single, while the 
pleasure grounds opposite the front buildings are ornamentally 
arranged and planted ; thus though the epithet of criminal attaches 
to the name of lunatics there, a benevolent attention to then 
wants and comforts is liberally accorded, still the yearning for 
freedom is not the less urgent among the convalescent 01 those 
who recognise their position. The malingerer after a time gets 
tired of his condition, the conversation, and monotonous language 
of his associates. The female convicts whose principle title to 
insanity is not unfrequently referable to insubordination .virulence, 
and an utter disregard to rule and propriety of conduct whenm 
prison, seek a return to penal confinement with promises of 
o-ood behaviour if the favour be granted, sent back, the same 
violence and contumacy, which no discipline or punishment can 
repress, are repeated, to end in the same result, a medical ceitifi- 
cate of lunacy. Notwithstanding the antecedent chaiactei oi 
Patients as a Lny of the inmates of the Dundrum Asylum, as a body they are 
“l remarkably quiet and well-disposed, folly as much as m ordinary 
institutions, living in harmony among themselves. Any cause of 
complaint is immediately referred to the Inspectors for adjudica- 
tion P by the Resident Medical Superintendent and Governor v ho 
exercises great vigilance over the well-being and interest of the 
institution professionally and fiscally. 

The visits of the extern officers, the consulting physician two 
clergymen whose ministrations are productive of unqualified 
gooffi one a Protestant and the other a Roman Catholic , of h 
apothecary and clerk, are regularly observed. Hitherto ttie 
salaries and domestic allowances of the staff genera ly con- 
siderably below those accorded at Broadmoor, but within the 
year a/ improved scale, in favour of subordinate officers, has

The number of attendants at Dundrum m immediate charge of

or epidemic diseases. Overcrowded though one division or side for ma,es ' 
of the buildings may be while there is a good margin of vacancies 
at the other no immediate, danger can occur. Still, even the 
temporary occupation of apartments constructed for ’one sex by 
individuals of another must prove inconvenient and unsatisfactory. 

Independent, however, of any subversion of discipline or order 
consequent thereon, it is impossible to say how far the present 
paucity of females may not be affected by an increase in their 
number from one year to another. 

In an exceptional community, such as is to be found in a 
criminal asylum for the detention of individuals of both sexes, 
insane, semi-insane, and possessed of reason, in constant com- 
munion with each other. We consider the ministration of Chap- Chaplains 
lams to be productive of very beneficial results, by tending to the 
quietude and morality of the inmates. 

Though not more immediately connected with the state of lunacy 
m Ireland, as regards its civil or domestic bearings, than in 
Scotland or England, there is a question to which it may not 
be out of place for us to advert to in the present report, affecting 
as it does points of deep social consideration. 

When referring in a preceding paragraph to the increase of Advisability of 
insanity, we deduced its rapid extension within the past twenty lectures on 
years from the tables furnished by the English Commissioners l nsanit f 
a rate of extension latterly much in excess to that of the pro- “hoote 
gressive growth of the population. Between the three kingdoms 
the authenticated number of the mentally affected may now be 
set down as fully 90,000 human beings, or 18,000 more than in 
181)0. To discuss the probable causes thereof in a parliamentary 
document does not come within our province. In the different 
universities and schools of medicine throughout the empire, we 
hud professors of anatomy, surgery, botany, chemistry, &c., and 
teachers in physiology, and other scientific subjects of research, 
a knowledge of which is deemed requisite for an educated prac- 
. “loner; on ^ le study of bodily diseases, common to man and the 
lower grades of animal creation, every attention and care are 
bestowed, while to that of the mind, its functions, its reaction 
on matter, and the reciprocal influence which physical ailments 
exercise over the mental faculties,. little or none is given. 

Forty years ago the late Lord St. Leonards, when simply as Sir Views of the 
award bugden, Lord Chancellor of Ireland, feeling the necessity Iate Lord St. 
winch existed for a system of tuition in the treatment of insanity, Leonarlia ’ 
pi oposed its establishment under Privy Council rules, subject, bo w- 
ever, to the approval of Boards of Governors to District Asylums, 
as on them would devolve all expenees incidental to the mainte- 
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nance and salaries of clinical clerks. No practical action having 
been taken in furtherance of his Lordship’s views, the matter rests 
in abeyance, and more perhaps to the detriment of individuals and 
of the general community, than the unobservant would be disposed 
to assume. To open the wards of Asylums to all medical students, 
by making their attendance compulsory, would loe most injurious 
to the tranquillity and well-being of the insane, in fact, in any one 
Institution, there would not be space enough to accommodate 
a fifth of them as visitors, nevertheless, in our opinion at least, it 
would be highly advisable they should attend lectures delivered in 
schools of medicine by physicians of practical experience in the 
treatment of lunacy, certificates of which should be considered 
recommendatory in obtaining civil and military appointments. 

Respectfully submitting to your Grace the preceding general 
report, attached to which are special reports on the condition of 
each of the twenty-two district Asylums in Ireland, our notes of 
inspection of them during the year, and a variety of appendices 
in detail, having reference to the working of the department now 
for thirty years placed under our control.

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SPECIAL REPORTS ON DISTRICT ASYLUMS. 



COUNTY OF ANTRIM— BELFAST DISTRICT ASYLUM. 

This institution, which was established for 380 patients, on the 31st 
December, 1874, contained 375 lunatic inmates (or only one more than 
at the corresponding date in 1873) ; of them 212 were males and 163 
females. During the last twelvemonth 151 were admitted — 85 males 
and 66 females — from which aggregate 88 were discharged recovered, 34 
improved, and 2 effected their escape. 

The deaths amounted to 16. There remained then in the house 212 
males and 163 females at the close of last year. 

The cures— namely, 41 males and 47 females— calculated on admissions, 
give a per-centage 58*10, and on the total number in asylum of 23-30. 

The deaths, all from natural causes — 1 1 males and 5 females on a 

similar basis, are only 4 -50 per cent. 

Analyzing the mentaUcondition of those under treatment on the 31st 
December, 121 were curable, 212 incurable, 42 idiots or epileptic imbe- 
ciles. With reference to their social condition, we find in cases whose 
history could be traced that 87 were married and 268 unmarried; while 
in regard to education, 64 were illiterate, or less than one-fifth. 

In this establishment the patients are largely employed; 160 men 
and 188 women constitutes the average daily number. Of the former 
47 are occupied on the land, 17 in trade work, 44 miscellaneously or 
assisting servants. We regret, however, to add that 52 are engaged in 
pumping water, an operation that could better and more properly be 
effected by horse or steam power ; 71 females are engaged in needle- 
work, spinning, knitting, &e. f 24 in the laundry, and 43 in various 
domestic avocations. 

Amusements . — In regard to amusements, there is an excellent and 
well-trained brass band of fifteen instruments, which plays every after- 
noon within or out of doors, as the weather permits, besides pianos, 
harmoniums, and violins ; dancing parties are occasionally given. There 
is a library in the house, consisting of light, readable books, and illus- 
trated periodicals. 

Religion . — The various denominations are grouped as follows : — Pro- 
testants, 91; Presbyterians, 170; Roman Catholics, 114. 

Officers . — The officers connected with the establishment have during 
the past year performed their duties in a manner alike satisfactory to 
the Board of Governors and of the Inspectors. We had occasion to 
refer in our last report to the want of punctuality in the attendance of 
the Surgeon -Apothecary, which since then has been very regular. 

While upon this topic it is but a mark of justice on our part to the 
merits of the late Dr. Robert Stewart, who for forty-four years, and since 
its first occupation, acted as Resident Physician in the Asylum, to bear 
our testimony to his energy and efficiency in the responsible position he 
occupied, and to his devotedness to the well-being of the inmates under 
his supervision. He has been succeeded by Dr. Merrick, previously 
superintendent at Letterkenny, a gentleman in whom we have every 
reason to place confidence. 
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It is also gratifying to ns to be enabled to speak favourably of the 
conduct of the attendants and servants, as shown in the order and neat- 
ness of the establishment in its various departments on our inspections. 

We consider the number of attendants, particularly at the male side 
of the house, not to be sufficient for its wants — a circumstance very 
properly brought under our notice on a recent visit, and to which, 
having directed the attention of the Board, we anticipate the deficiency 
will be speedily remedied. 

Dietary during the year as follows : 

Ordinary Diet. — Breakfast — Stirabout and new milk. Dinner- 
Bread, vegetables, meat and soup, three days a week ; bread, vegetables, 
and milk, on Fridays. Supper — Bread and new milk, first six months; 
stirabout and new milk, last six months. 

Hospital Diet. — Wines, whiskey, brandy, eggs, butter, sago, as prescribed, 

Quantity of Food consumed in the Asylum during the Year.— Beef, 
39,280 lbs.; ox heads, 1,620; bread, 148,194 lbs.; oatmeal, 3,970 
stones; potatoes, 3,040 stones; rice, 96 stones; tea, 750j lbs. ; sugar, 
4,164 lbs.; coffee, 15 lbs.; cocoa, 27 lbs.; butter, 1,275 lbs.; new milk, 
23,144 gals. ; buttermilk, 9,010 gals. ; eggs, 117 doz. ; wine, 288 pints; 
whiskey and brandy, 58 pints; straw, 142 cwts. ; coal, 600 tons. 

Classification. — The institution, fortunately not being overcrowded 
during 1874, a regular system of classification has been followed. 

Expenditure. — The total expenditure was £10,253 12s. 5 d., or 
£25 19s. 10d. as the average cost of each patient. 

Audit of Accounts. — The audit of accounts for 1873 was highly 
creditable in every respect; both as regarded the manner in which pay- 
ments were made and receipts for them vouched, no disallowance of any 
kind having been made, while the books themselves were kept with 
marked accuracy ; we deem it, however, incumbent upon us to notice 
that the item for clothing, £1,357 19s. 10(7., appears disproportionately 
large. 

The produce of the farm and garden, on the other hand, was in advance 
of that of preceding years, between the value of produce sold and con- 
sumed, being estimated at £449 19s. 10(7., on an outlay of £108 15s. U, 
leaving a profit of £341 4s. 8(7. 

In the course of the twelvemonth a subject of considerable importance 
has been before the Board— namely, the best mode of guarding against 
accidental fires, for which purpose plans and suggestions have been 
applied for from the local architect, but which as yet have not been 
submitted to us. The refractory divisions in the asylum admit of much 
improvement. The day-rooms should be enlarged, with suitable appli- 
ances for violent patients, a subject brought under the notice of the 
Governors. 

In our last report we adverted to the expediency of erecting a suitable 
place for Divine worship in a detached palace, and also to the advisability 
of enclosing the land now purchased four years, upon which point t ie 
Board is about equally divided. For obvious reasons we deem the 
enclosure to be urgently required. 

The attendance of Governors at meetings— fifteen in number— has 
been amp>le, on which occasions, as' a rule, and not (infrequently m m 
intervals,' the house was inspected by members, who take much lnteiesi 
in its efficient management.

ARMAGH DISTRICT ASYLUM. Armagh 

District 

On the 31st December, 1873, there were 173 lunatics in this Institution Asylum. 

— 98 males and 75 females — the legitimate accommodation, equally divi- 

sible between both sexes, being only for 140 inmates ; during the subse- 
quent year 67 were received — 37 males and 30 females — and in the same 
period 45 were discharged — 21 males recovered, 3 improved, 1 incurable; 
and 18 females recovered, and 2 improved ; thus 175 patients remained un- 
der treatment on the 31st of last December. 20 deaths occurred, a rather 
high mortality — 18 from natural, and 2 from accidental causes. The 
per-centage of recoveries on admissions was 67, and on the daily averages 
in Asylum 11-20. Although one of the accidental deaths referred to did 
not actually take place in the Asylum, nevertheless it was fairly charge- 
able to the Institution, as it happened in the case of a patient who escaped 
about a month before, and was run over by a train on a railroad, twenty 
miles distant. A Coroner’s inquest was held, and a verdict in accord- 
ance with the facts returned. It appeared on the inquiry, that the 
moment the man was missed off the grounds every search was made, and 
notice given at the same time to the constabulary. The second death 
resulted from self-strangulation, the patient, reputed to be one of the most 
contented and useful in the house, stealthily effecting his object at night ; 
a verdict was returned “that the deceased committed suicide while of 
unsound mind, and that no one was to blame in regard to deceased’s 
death.” 

With reference to classification, the convalescent and curable amounted 
onl 7 42, the supposed incurable to 1 33, of whom 35 were in the refractory 
divisions. Six other attempts to escape were made, but five of the fugitives 
were captured immediately by the attendants, and one by fhe police on 
the evening after the occurrence. So far we cannot speak in favourable 
terms of the state of the Armagh Asylum during the year under review, 
but, m fact, no Institution when much overcrowded, and consequently 
without sufficient facilities for upholding the discipline so requisite in the 
care and treatment of the insane, can at all times be satisfactorily conducted 
m detail ; for a very long time we haye been urgent in our endeavours 
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Armagh to meet deficiencies, whicli, in the last parliamentary report issued by us, 
District were fully adverted to, happily there no longer exists such a necessity, 
Asylum. as Governors are now not only prepared and anxious to do what is 
advisable, but have taken the needful steps to re-organize and enlarge 
the Asylum to the extent of 110 beds, and increase the farm by about 
fourteen acres. 

Enumerated according to religion, the Roman Catholics amount to 101, 
the members of the Church of Ireland to 40, and Presbyterians to 25 ; 
their Chaplains attended regularly. Hitherto, from the want of a suitable 
place for Divine worship, it has been performed in one of the day-rooms ; 
a commodious chapel will be included in the new buildings. 

The following constitutes the scale of dietary : — 

Ordinary. — Breakfast— 8 oz. oatmeal in stirabout, quart of new 
milk • i lb. bread, 1 pint of tea. Dinner— Four days in the week, £ lb. 
of bread, 1 quart of soup ; two days in the week, Irish stew ; one day 
in the week, lb. of bread, 1 pint of coffee. Supper — J lb. of bread 
and -| quart new milk. Potatoes and vegetables in season. 

Extra. — Breakfast — J lb. of bread and 1 pint of tea ; 5 oz. of oatmeal 
in stirabout, and |- quart new milk. 

Hospital. — Wine, whiskey, beef tea, rice, eggs, fowl, fruit, at the 
discretion of the physicians. 

Quantity of Food consumed in the Asylum during the Year.— Beef, 
12,504 lbs.; mutton, 200 lbs.; ox heads, 312; bread, 90,720 lbs.; 
oatmeal, 1,440 stones; flour, 2|- stones; potatoes, 3,803 stones; rice, 2| 
stones; tea, 946 lbs.; sugar, 3,143 lbs.; coffee, 161 lbs. ; new milk, 
9,822!* gals.; buttermilk, 5 gals.; eggs, 12 doz. ; beer and porter, 292 
pints; wine, 396 pints; whiskey and brandy, 86 pints; straw, 803 cwts. ; 
coal, 394 tons ; preserved fruit ; ripe fruit. 

The officers on the staff of this Asylum have discharged their duties 
during the year to the approval of the Local Board and the Inspectors. 
The conduct of the attendants has been represented to us on our different 
visits as uniformly good. 

A daily average of 48 males has been employed on the grounds and 
within doors assisting the servants in their ordinary work. The females, 
50 out of 73, have rendered themselves particularly useful in domestic 
occupations, sewing, knitting, and in the laundry and kitchens. 

The entire outlay in the year, for the maintenance of a daily average 
of 172 patients, was £4,572 12s. 8 d., or £26 11s. 8c7. per head. In bis 
last report before us, the auditor states, “ All cash receipts appear to be 
duly accounted for, and all the expenditure to be rightly incurred and 
authorized, vouchers and receipts were produced for all payments made, 
The several books and accounts have been carefully and clearly kept.”

BALLINASLOE DISTRICT ASYLUM FOR THE COUNTIES 
OE ROSCOMMON AND GALWAY. 



This institution, constructed to meet the lunatic requirements of a 
population amounting to 420,000, contained on the 31st December, 1873 
360 patients 214 males and 146 females ; in the subsequent twelve- 
month 107 were admitted — 66 males, 41 females — making an aggregate 
under treatment of 467 between both sexes, deducting from which, 'dis- 
charges 51, and deaths 26, there remained at the termination of last’year 
in Asylum 384— 224 being men and 160 women— with an available 
accommodation unoccupied for 38 patients. 

Calculated on admissions the recoveries were at the rate of 37-50 per 
cent., and of 10-90 on the total inmates during the year-. 

Besides those cured 14 were removed by their friends as improved or 
manageable at home. 



The deaths, 26 in all, and none from accident or suicide, were few 
being only 5-56 on the latter per centage. 

Enumerated in regard to probabilities, 140 cases were deemed hopeful 
and 244— including 38 idiots and epileptic— incurable. Three-fifths of 
the whole belong to the labouring and farming classes. No less, however, 
than 25 had become deranged when serving in the army or police. ’ 
The illiterate in the Ballinasloe Asylum, but for the most part among 
the aged, constitute nearly a third of the inmates, a proportion greater 
than elsewhere, and arising no doubt from the population of the district 
bemg essentially rural, and dwelling in remote localities from towns and 
large villages. The unmarried are to the married nearly as ten to three. 

With regard to employment we think more of the patients could have 
been mdustnously occupied, the daily average being limited to 93 men 
and 72 women. The former on the farm only 28, 8 in trades, the re- 
mainder assisting servants or miscellaneously ; the females, 40, needle- 
work and knitting, the others washing and cleaning the corridors, 
l a C '° 0rS tile P rinoi P al amusement or recreation for the men is 
hand-ball and foot-ball ; within doors there are books, illustrated papers, 
cards, (he. ; m respect to amusements additional means should be provided. 

e are happy to report that the sanitary condition of the Asylum has 
been very favourable all through the year, and the patients themselves 
very carefully and humanely attended to. 

In our last report we observed, when speaking of the interior arrange- 
ments, that there was a great deficiency of light and ventilation in the 
lower galleries and adjoining apartments, at the same time that the 
connec mg passages were in bad repair. Steps have since been taken by

a of the Asylum. Dr. Dillon, visiting physician, a gentleman 
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much esteemed, and wlio had been employed nearly forty years in different 
branches of the public service, retired on pension in the month of July, 
and a successor, Dr. Burke, selected by the Governors. "We regret, to 
add that a second vacancy was caused by the death of Dr. Eaton, resident 
medical superintendent, in November, after an employment of fifteen 
years. It was filled the following month through the appointment, by His 
Grace the Lord Lieutenant, of Dr. Fletcher, transferred from the Water- 
ford Asylum, where, from his energy and successful management, he was 
held in I 1 DI 1 repute. The other members of the staff, subordinate officers 
and attendants, have given the Board of Governors satisfaction in the 
discharge of their respective duties. 

The religious denominations were numerically on the 31st December, 
346 Roman Catholics, 31 Protestants, 5 Presbyterians. 

The following has been the scale of dietary during the year 

Ordinary. — Breakfast — 8 ozs. oatmeal made into stirabout, quart 
mixed milk ; J lb. household bread is added to this for working patients. 
Dinner — 1 quart of soup, consisting of 6 ozs. of beef, with Scotch barley 
and vegetables, on four days of the week ; 1 stone potatoes and \ quart 
mixed milk on three days of the week. Supper — 1 pint strong cocoa 
and 6 ozs. bread. 

Extra. — Breakfast — 8 ozs. bread and 1 pint tea. 

Hospital. — Breakfast — 8 ozs. bread, J quart mixed milk. Dinner 

8 ozs. white bread, J quart mixed milk. Supper — 6 ozs. -white bread, 

1 pint of cocoa. The physicians are at liberty to order any articles of 
food, wine, &c., &c., they may think proper. 

Quantity of Food consumed in the Asylum during the Year. — Beef, 
35,016 lbs.; mutton, 1,456 lbs.; ox heads, 52; bread, 158,743 lbs. ; 
oatmeal, 3,198 stones; flour, 1 stone; potatoes, 13,479 stones; rice, 9 
stones; tea, 872 £ lbs.; sugar, 7,493 lbs.; cocoa, 4,260 lbs.; butter, 
2,162 lbs. ; new milk, 14,438 gals. ; buttermilk, 5,639 gals. ; eggs, 371 
doz. ; fish, 448 lbs.; beer and porter, 323 pints; wine, 103 pints; 
whiskey and brandy, 1 pint; straw, 1,339 J cwts. ; coal, 167 tons 16 cwts. 

Foi-ty-two acres of land are attached to the institution, of which 10 
are under buildings, airing courts, and gardens ; the remainder in culti- 
vation, the net. profit from which last year was £107. Is. lid., or £3 
8s. 2 d. an acre, a result by no means so favourable in other asylum 
' farms. 

The total outlay for the year was £9,520 17s. 4 d., or an average cost 
per head of £23 2s. 6d. The expenditure audited for 1873 was 
£10,148 17s., on which there was no disallowance or reduction. The 
auditor, Mr. Cruise, in his report to us, spoke in very favourable terms 
of the mode in which the fiscal business was conducted, indeed, as already 
stated by its, the monetary affairs of District Asylums are highly satis- 
factory, and bear the strictest inquiry. 

According to chargeability, the patients supported by the county of 
Galway amounted in 1874 to 212, and by the county of Roscommon 
136, and the town of Galway 36. 

Fifteen meetings were held during the year by the Board, eight mem- 
bers constituting the average attendance at each, when, as a rule, the 
house was inspected, and the well-being of the inmates duly considere .

CARLOW DISTRICT ASYLUM, FOR THE COUNTIES OF Carlow 
KILDARE AND CARLOW. Aotum! 

On the 31st of December, 1873, 199 patients were resident in this 
establishment, and on the same date, 1874, 205 — 109 being males, and 
96 females. During the year 48 cases were received — 30 males, 18 
females — mating a total under treatment of 247, of whom 22 were dis- 
charged recovered, and 4 improved. 

Eleven died, all from natural causes. 

The per-centage of cures on admissions, 46 per cent.; on the daily 
averages in the house, 11. The mortality was very low, 5 TO per cent, 
on the last calculation; 2 escapes by convalescents were effected. With 
reference to admissions, the resident Medical Superintendent observes, 

“that instances have occurred where the friends of alleged lunatics have 
had them committed as dangerous by magistrates, though actually harm- 
less, to avoid regular applications to the Board, which would have inquired 
into the merits of the cases, and also for the purpose of escaping the 
responsibility of contributing to their maintenance in the Asylum.” In 
the body of the present report we mentioned the great disparity between 
the married and unmarried in Irish asylums, although mental disease 
generally is not developed until the age of puberty is arrived at. The 
married in the Carlow asylum stood only as 32 to 138 single. In regard 
to the remainder, 35, their previous condition could not be ascertained.. 

Classified according to probabilities, 68 were curable, and 137, including 
18 epileptics or idiots, incurable. 

The average number employed daily on the male side was 55, princi- 
pally in garden and farm labour, and assisting the servants ; and on the 
female 58, in needlework, knitting, quilting, the laundry, and miscel- 
laneously. 

The usual amusements are comprised in drafts, cards, bagatelle, foot- 
ball, &c. There are no musical entertainments, which we consider would 
be beneficial to break the monotony of asylum existence. We cannot but 
think that the interior of the house, particularly the day-rooms and corridors, 
are cold and cheerless, without any approach to homely ornamentation, 
nothing but whitewashed walls. A very considerable outlay (.£20,000) 
has been entailed latterly on additional buildings, the purchase of land, 
the erection of a handsome chapel, enclosing the grounds, repairs, &c., 
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all done in a liberal spirit by the Board ; a very trivial sum in addition, 
if expended on homely comforts and ornamentation, would render the 

institution perfect in its details. . 

The patients enumerated under their religious denominations on the 
31st December was as follows : — Protestants 21 ; Roman Catholics, 184. 

The dietary in use for many years has been : — 

Ordinary Diet.— Breakfast— 8 oz. of oatmeal made into one quart of 
stirabout. Dinner 11 oz. of bread (males), 8 oz. (females), Sundays, 
Mondays, Wednesdays, and Fridays ; quart of soup on other days, 
with meat and vegetables. Supper t lb. of bread and 1 pint of cocoa. 

Hospital Diet.— As ordered by physician.

The officers of the Carlow Asylum have uniformly discharged then- 
duties to the satisfaction of the governors and inspectors, who were 
informed by tbe resident physician on their visits to the m^itntion tot 
the servants and attendants were well conducted and efficient, lne 
liveries and clothing of some of the inmates we noticed to be much worn 
and indifferent ; a single suit in the year is not sufficient for the drudgery 
of a lunatic asylum, and at the same time to present a becoming appear- 
ance on the wearer. „ 

The farm under cultivation — 26 acres — lias been remunerative, lor 
produce sold £60 14s. Id. has been paid into bank, the value of that 
consumed being estimated at £200. The outlay, £52 12s. Id., deducted, 
leaves a profit of nearly £8 an acre. , , 

Classed according to changeability, 20 patients were admitted from 
Carlow county in the past year— 12 males, 8 women; and 28 iron the 
county Kildare— 18 men and 10 women. Of the aggregate m the asylum 
on the 31st of December, 115 belonged to Kildare— 61 males 54 females, 
and 90 to Carlow— 48 men, 42 women; the population of theioimei 
county being 82,000, and of the latter 54,000. The accommodation was 
relatively occupied somewhat more largely by Carlow patients, u er 
were no outstanding applicants from Kildare. 

The total expenditure for the year was <£5,398 13s. 7 d., and e avei D 
cost of each patient, £22 15s., being a shilling less than m 187 ^ 

With the exception of the payment of £6 to an attendant, mac e o < 
informality in the opinion of the auditor, no disallowance was repo 
to us in the last audit. The item was. subsequently passed by mm 
explanation, the party employed being justly entitled to wages. 

The attendance of the Governors has been regular, though small in 
number.

CASTLEBAR DISTRICT ASYLUM. Castlebar 

This institution, erected to meet the wants of the insane poor of the Asylum. 

extensive but thinly populated county of Mayo with 266,000 inhabitants 

contained on the 31st of December, 1873, 216 patients— 130 males and 
86 females ; and at the close of 1874, 222—129 of the former and 93 of 
the latter sex, the admissions in which year were 58 — 28 men and 30 
women— constituting a total under treatment of 280 lunatic inmates. 

The discharges and deaths within the twelvemonth amounted to 52 
of which number 26 — 6 males and 20 females — were sent home cured; 
and i improved 6 males and 1 female. The recoveries on admissions 
were in the ratio of 34-30 per cent., and of 9 on the total in the house. 

The deaths, 25, all from natural causes — 1 6 men and 9 women — were 
at the rate of 9^ on the last calculation ; of the 222 remaining the 
curable were estimated at 24; the incurable at 165; the idiotic and 
epileptic, 33. 

No suicide or serious accident occurred during the year ; and only 1 
patient effected an escape, of a temporary nature, being brought back on 
the tlnrd day by police. 

During the year an average of 50 males were employed, principally 
m gardening, and on the farm, assisting the servants to clean the house, 
in painting, shoemaking, &c. ; and 42 women in needlework, knitting, 
spinning, washing, and such domestic occupation. 

. Amusements were afforded in foot-ball, hand-ball, cards, illustrated 
J°iunals, papers, dancing, band music, and occasionally country walks.

Of the total under treatment at the close of the year 24 were curable 
and 198 incurable, including 33 between epileptic and idiots. 

The officers, medical and other, of the Castlebar Asylum, have fulfilled 
their duties to the satisfaction of the Inspectors as well as of the Gover- 
nors, who by the transference of Dr. Eclmundson to Enniscortliy, have 
lost a most efficient and painstaking Resident Superintendent, and whose 
services were duly valued by them. He is succeeded by Dr. Carr, 
previously visiting physician to the Donegal Asylum. 

The farm — 38 acres — has been much improved, drained, and pro- 
tected by a fence on the south side, where a regular boundary wall could 
not be erected from want of a proper foundation. For produce sold, 
£85 19s. Id. was paid into bank, while that consumed, estimated at 
£177 17s. id., left after payment of outlay a profit of £8 4s. 10c?. on 
the cultivated portion. 

The cost for each patient during the year was £25 15s. 2d. on the 
daily average, 223, the total expenditure amounting to £5,744 8s. Id. 

In the audit for the year 1873 neither a deduction nor a disallowance 
was made. The vouchers were produced for all bills examined and 
ordered to be paid, and the books connected with the accountant’s 
department accurately kept. 

On our inspection we found the establishment generally in good order, 
and the inmates judiciously looked after, with a due regard to their 
creature comforts. The late Resident Physician not only carried out 
our recommendations, but suggested himself various alterations in detail 
for the better arrangement of the institution. 

The meetings of the Board have been regular, with an average attend- 
ance of five Governors, in which respect there has been an improvement 
on the year 1873, when we called their attention to a want of punctu- 
ality. The members of the Board, too, more frequently inspect the 
establishment than before, but still not so often as the Privy Council 
rules direct.

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CLONMEL DISTRICT ASYLUM. 



This Institution, judging from the statistics of 1873 and 1874, would 
seem quite equal to the wants of the county Tipperary, to which it belongs, 
with a population of 216,715 inhabitants — the number of inmates at the 
close of both years showing a difference of only one, being respectively 
356 and 355, while the admissions, 74 in each, were equal ; hence, as the 
Resident Medical Superintendent observes, the fair inference is that 
insanity is not on the increase in the locality ; the total accommodation 
which the Asylum affords is for 385 beds. 

During the year under review 40 patients were discharged, 27 cured, 
10 improved, 3 incurable. The deaths, all from natural causes, amounted 
to 36. The per-centage of recoveries on admissions was 35 T5 ; on daily 
average of inmates 8T6, and of deaths on the latter calculation 2-60. 
No permanent escape was effected, neither did any accident or casualty 
occur. 

The religious denominations on the 31st December were thus repre- 
sented: — 321 Roman Catholics, 34 Protestants, a third of the whole of 
whom was illiterate. With respect to classification generally, the 
apparently hopeless or chronic cases numbered no less than 334, the 
recoverable but 21 ; on the other hand the quiet and orderly amounted 
to 226. 



Sixty-five males and 22 females constituted the daily average employed, 
one not quite so large as in many other like establishments; great attention 
has been paid to the comfort of the inmates, who are supplied with the 
ordinary means of amusement suited to their peculiar tastes and capabilities, 
dancing, foot-ball, hand-ball, music, cards, drafts, illustrated papers, &c. 

The staff of the Clonmel Asylum, in which there is an Assistant 
Resident Physician, has afforded every satisfaction to the Governors and 
Inspectors, who, on their various visitations found the establishment in 
a praiseworthy condition, while the attendants as a rule, particularly the 
senior ones, meet the full approval of Dr. Garner the Medical Superin- 
tendent, who has effected many improvements in the Institution, and 
originated structural alterations in process of being carried out, and to 
which we have already adverted; We quite agree with him in the 
expression of complaints about the manner in which lunatics are not 
unfrequently conveyed to the Asylum, “ under an armed escort, generally 
handcuffed, and as often as not bound hand and foot ; in one case a man 



was enveloped in a bag reaching up to his throat, in another, that of a 
puerperal maniac, the restraining cords cut deeply into her wrists and 
ankles ; the necessity of a more decorous mode of conveyance under the 
authority of a statute is pressing.” 

The dietary in present use is : — 

Ordinary Diet. — Breakfast — 8 ozs. of cutlins made into 1 quart of 
stirabout, and £ pint of new milk ; 1 pint of new milk, 8 ozs. of bread ; 
1 oz. of tea, 4 ozs. of' sugar, T x y quart of new milk, to 6 people, and 8 
ozs. of bread to each. Dinner — (5 days in the week) 6 ozs. of beef, 
including bone, made into soup, and 8 ozs. of bread, or 2-|- lbs. of potatoes 
—-the soup to be thickened with pea flour, cutlins, condiments, and 
vegetables — there are patients who prefer milk or tea on these days ; 
(2 days in the week) 1 pint of milk, pure new, all round. Supper — 
8 ozs - . of bread to males, 4 ozs. to females, and 1 pint of best cocoa 
for both sexes, made thus : \ oz. °f soluble cocoa, £ oz. of sugar, and 
i quart of new milk ; 1 pint of new milk to males, £ pint to females 
who prefer it — tea to some, who will not take milk or cocoa. 
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Clonmel Extra Diet. — Breakfast — Eggs and butter. _ Dinner — \ lb. of chops, 

District beef tea (made from 1 lb. of beef to a pint), rice, bacon. Supper— No 
A sylum . ex t r as, tea excepted. 

Hospital Diet. — Butter, eggs, arrowroot, ale, porter, wine, whiskey 
punch, brandy, gin, &c., as the physicians may deem necessary.

The expenditure for 1874 amounted to £10,802 9s. 3d., the cost per 
head being £29 8s. 9f d., comparatively with other like Institutions an 
outlay in excess of about £4, but caused in great measures by the cost 
incurred, £1,182, in repairs and the purchase of furniture and bedding. 
The accounts for 1873 were duly audited, when there appeared a surcharge 
for milk of £7 Is. 2d., which was immediately rectified ; we have not 
yet received the audit report for 1874. 

The farm belonging to the Asylum, 23 acres, under grass and cultivation, 
has been remunerative, the value of produce sold being £175 14s., and 
of the consumed £182 6s., on an outlay, every contingent included, of 
£134 16s. 5 d. 

The attendance of the Board averaged six members at each of its 
fourteen meetings, when every question connected with the well being 
of the Institution was fully and liberally considered. Though more 
frequently visited by them than in 1873, we would again advert to a 
want of regularity in their inspections.

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In our last report we referred to an undertaking then under consi- 
deration, from which both convenience and economy were expected to 
result. Plans and specifications were prepared for connecting the two 
sites of buildings, constituting the amalgamated Asylum, by a tunnel, to 
run under the high road that lay between. The contractor, however, 
on being selected as such, declined to fulfil his engagement ; an unavoid- 
able delay, attended with much disappointment, has been caused thereby. 



CORK ASYLUM FOR THE CITY AND COUNTY OF CORK. 

In tbe Parliamentary Report for 1873 we remarked that there was 
an excess of 91 patients at the close of the year in this institution, the 
then number being 687. On the 31st December, 1874, there were 27 
more under treatment, or a total of 714 — 369 males, 345 females. 

The inconvenience necessarily caused by such an undue pressure re- 
quires no comment. Some of the dormitories scarcely afford one-half the 
cubic feet of air which each occupant requires, while many of the day- 
rooms, in which the inmates are obliged to take their meals from the 
want of a commodious refectory, are similarly circumstanced. As an 
efficient, quick, and economical mode of meeting this limited provision, 
connecting buildings, three stories high, from either side of the central 
pile, were proposed, plans prepared, and an issue of funds sanctioned ; 
but in consequence of misunderstandings between the Governors and 
then architect no structural work has as yet been undertaken. The new 
hospitals for 100 patients are now finished and occupied at an additional 
cost of £7,000. 

Fully impressed with the manifold disadvantages arising from procras- 
tination, we have not failed on our official visits to submit recommenda- 
tions and suggestions which, if carried out, would be calculated to prove 
useful, and to which we hoped attention would be paid by the Board in 
clue course ; amongst other deficiencies we adverted to the very unsatis- 
factory condition of the airing courts and exercise grounds. 

The sanitary state of the establishment during the year under review 
was, however, very favourable, being unvisited by any epidemic or serious 
disease, and we are gratified to add that not only have great order and 
cleanliness been uniformly maintained in the different divisions, but that 
the patients have been carefully and judiciously attended to. 

As already noticed on the 31st December, 1873, there was an aggregate 
of 687 in the house ; in the course of the succeeding year 179 were 
admitted — 92 males, 87 females — so that in all 886 were under treatment, 
of whom 85 — 51 males, 34 females were discharged ; 34 of the former 
and 17 of the latter sex recovered ; the remaining only improved or 
tranquil. The per centage of cures on the daily averages in asylum was 
7-}, and on admissions 32 TO. 

The mortality, 63 — 31 men, 32 women — was 8-90 per cent, on the 
average. All the deaths were from natural causes, with one exception, 
that of a woman who having crossed the boundary wall and running 
from her pursuers jumped into the river close by, and before aid could 
be afforded was drowned ; a coroner’s jury returned a verdict of acciden- 
tal death. 

Sixteen other attempts at escape were made — 10 of the fugitives were 
immediately captured ; 5 were retaken in the lapse of from one to nine 
days ; one was permanent, in the case of a convalescent male. 

Of the 714 in the institution on the 31st December last, 59, between 
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both sexes, were classified improving ; 491 quiet or moderately tranquil, 
and 164 either noisy or troublesome ; 121 of the whole were epileptic ox- 
idiotic. 

In 348 cases, where the predisposing causes of insanity could be traced 
161 wei*e of a physical, 119 of a moral, and 68 of an hereditary character. 
With reference to chargeability, 171 belonged to the city, 480 to the 
county. 

The officers have been unremitting in the coi-rect discharge of their 
respective functions, the house steward excepted, who in the month of 
October was called on by the Board to resign, and a successor highly re- 
commended for efficiency appointed. 

The servants and attendants, as a body, have conducted themselves 
satisfactorily. On our inspection they appeared to be kindly and pains- 
taking. Three, however, had to be dismissed, and others fined for the 
besetting sin of drunkenness, when out on pass, though otherwise well 
conducted. 

At the monthly meeting in September, at which sixteen Governors 
were present, a searching investigation was made into charges preferred 
against Dr. Eames, the resident physician, by the house steward, who 
charged him with neglect of duty, and with apportioning asylum property 
to his own use, when a resolution was unanimously passed expressing 
confidence in the accused gentleman, and the full satisfaction of the Board 
with his management of the institution, as well as its decision that the 
complainant should be no longer retained in its sei-vice. Subsequently, 
however, the Govei-nors recommended him a pension, a proposition the 
Inspectors could not consistently entertain. 

The daily avex-age of patients employed, as returned to us monthly, 
during the year was 158 men and 21 4 women; of the former 66 atfarmand 
garden labour, 18 at handicraft work, the others principally in assisting 
servants within doors ; of the females 117 were engaged spinning, 
knitting, needlewoi'k, the laundries, and such domestic occupations. 

The amusements consisted in cards, dancing, draughts, reading, &c. ; 
formerly there was a good band in the Cork Asylum, but tlie performing 
attendants left the county for other like institutions where they were 
insured larger wages. 

The resident medical superintendent, who when physician in Letter- 
kenny organized excellent musical entertainments, is engaged in forming 
a new band, and in which he expects success. 

The religious denominations stood as follows at the close of the year 
"Roman Catholics, 651 ; Protestants, 60 ; other’s, 3. 

The dietary of the institution, in point of animal food, is below that 
in general use elsewhere. We propose, however, as far as possible, to 
establish a uniform scale throughout all. 

Ordinary Diet. — Breakfast — 8 ozs. of bread and 1 pint of tea or cocoa; 
7 ozs. of oatmeal and \ pint of new milk. Dinner — 12 ozs. of bread for 
males, and 8 ozs. for females, with 6 ozs. of beef for both sexes. Supper— 
6 ozs. of bread and 1 pint of tea or cocoa. 

Extra Diet. — Dinner — 8 ozs. of beef, and \ pint of new milk. 
Hospital Diet. — Breakfast-- 8 ozs. of bread and 1 pint of tea. Dinner 
— 3 \ lbs. of potatoes for males, and 3 lbs. for females, with 8 ozs. of beet 
for both sexes. Supper — 6 ozs. of bread and 1 pint of tea.

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51 pints; soui' milk, 545-| gals. ; eggs, 794 T V doz.; fish, 4,044J lbs. ; beer Cork 
and porter, 15,915f pints; wine, 595£ pints; whiskey and brandy, 64 District 
pints; straw, 555 cwts. 2 qrs. 11 lbs.; coal, 428 tons 11 cwts. 7 lbs.; A sylu m. 
pork, 15, 018 Jibs.; salt, 65 J cwts.; pepper, 108| lbs.; barley, 5,467 lbs.; 
lemonade, 25 bottles; soda water, 43 bottles; porter, 407 bottles; peas, 

1,433 lbs. ; currant buns, 780. 

The expenditure in full last year amounted to £17,244 8s. lid., or 
£21 7s. lid. per head. The report of the auditor, Mr. MacDermott, for 
1872, has been most favourable to the fiscal department of the asylum. 

The accounts were kept, he reports to us, with great precision, and all 
payments correctly made and vouched. 

We cannot, however, but think that an irregular practice has been 
latterly growing up in this asylum, the Board establishing of itself new 
officers and naming salaries without, in the first instance, applying to the 
Inspectors for the sanction of the Lord Lieutenant in council. Neither 
the statutes nor the Privy Council code of rules allow a retrospective 
payment of salaries or wages, not previously authorized, or Governors to 
bestow gratuities, or make pecuniary allowances except formally em- 
powered to do so. It is incumbent on the auditor by law, to disallow 
such items of outlay. In our opinion resident medical superintendents 
conversant with the code of regulations for district asylums should guide 
their Boards to a correct line of procedure, and be particular that appli- 
cations to make changes in the staffs of their respective institutions should 
be submitted at the prescribed periods to the Inspectors for the sanction 
of the Lord Lieutenant in council. 

The attendance of the Governors of the Cork district has been unexcep- 
tionally good, averaging eight at each meeting, when all matters affecting 
the establishment is duly considered, and the interior condition of the 
house personally examined, independent of the visits of the Committee.

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DOWNPATRICK DISTRICT ASYLUM, COUNTY DOWN. 

. On our visits of inspection during the past year we found this insti- 
tution in a praiseworthy condition in its various details of management 
both as regards neatness, order, and ventilation, and the careful and 
judicious treatment of the patients themselves, who all through have 
been particularly exempt from sickness. 

The accommodation, sufficient for females, has been much too limited 
at the male side, so that an increased provision of about sixty beds is 
necessary. Yarious minor structural improvements have taken place 
and additions made during the year; among others, four refractory cells 
warmed by hot water pipes and well lighted from the roof for dangerous 
patients. The general enlarged accommodation referred to has been 
already under the consideration of the Board of Governors, as well as 
the advisability of extending the farm by the purchase of a sufficient 
quantity of land to meet the domestic requirements of milk, butter, and 
esculents of all kinds” more economically, and with articles of a better 
quality than heretofore. 

On the 31st of December, 1873, the lunatic inmates of the Down 
District Asylum — built for 300, 150 of either sex — amoimted to 267; 
and on the same day in 1874 to 278 — 112 females and 166 males, who 
thus were in excess by 1 6 of their legitimate number. 

The admissions in 1874 extended to 86, 43 of each sex; the discharges, 
54 — 28 males, 26 females. The per-centage of cures on admissions was 
59-30 ; on total under treatment, 18-35 ; 21 patients died, all from 
natural causes, or 7 '40 per cent.' on the total. No escape or serious 
casualty occurred, neither was there an attempted suicide. 

The lunatics probably curable were estimated so low as 38 ; the 
chronic and incurable, 219 ; idiots and epileptic imbeciles, 21. An 
hereditary predisposition was traceable in 57 instances. 

The average number employed during the year contained 100 men 
and 7 9 women, the former principally on the grounds (42), and assisting 
the servants (34) in their various avocations, others in shoemaking, 
painting, &c. ; the latter in needlework, quilting, knitting, the laundry, 
cleaning apartments, &c. 

There is no dearth of amusements and games, in or out-doors, at this 
institution ; dances weekly, concerts, drafts, theatrical representations, 
cards, books, foot-ball, hand-ball, besides festivities at Christmas, Easter, 
<kc. 

The resident Medical Superintendent, who enjoys the full confidence 
of his' Board, reported to us on our visits of inspection, that while he 
received from the different officers ready and effectual assistance, the 
conduct of the attendants and servants generally had been most satis- 
factory, and marked with a willingness to duty, an information the more 
satisfactory, as in 1873 we had to animadvert on the repeated irregu- 
larities and unbecoming demeanour of some of the subordinates, hut 
which Dr. Tyner finally checked by some peremptory dismissals with 
the full sanction of the Board. 

Dietary : — 

Ordinary . — Breakfast — 1 quart stirabout made with 8 ozs. meal, f pint 
of new milk. Dinner — 1 quart soup, made with vegetables, peas, meal, 
and barley, 6 ozs. meat, \ lb. bread, or 3 lbs. potatoes; or soup made 
with 50 lbs. of meat, to about 110 patients, with vegetables; rice on 
Fridays, with ^ lb. bread. Supper — 1 pint cocoa with £ lb. bread. 

Extra . — Breakfast — 1 pint tea, ^ lb. bread, buttered ; chop or steak. 
Dinner — 1 pint soup with steak and J lb. bread, or 3 lbs. potatoes, 
Supper — 1 pint tea, \ lb. bread, buttered. 
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Hospital. — Wine, wliiskey, porter, &c. ; rice, sago, arrowroot, eggs, Downpatrick 
steak, cliops, <fcc. ; tea. District 

The Resident Medical Superintendent and Visiting Physician having A sYLUM l 
power to order any extras they may think proper, irrespective of cost.

new milk, 8,134 gals.; buttermilk, 3,424 gals.; eggs, 52 doz. ; fish, 68 
lbs.; herrings, 84 doz.; beer and porter, 78 pints; wine, 233| pints; 
whiskey and brandy, 195J pints; straw, 240 cwts. ; coal, 694 J tons. 

According to religious professions there were at the close of the year 
87 Presbyterians, 125 Roman Catholics, 66 Protestants. 

The prejudice which for a long time existed in some of the neigh- 
bouring districts against the introduction of chaplains and the perform- 
ance of Divine service in asylums, as tending to cause discord, is best 
answered by the following extracts from the reports of the three clergymen 
attached to the Down Asylum : — 

The Protestant chaplain observes “with great satisfaction the orderly 
and respectful demeanour of his congregation during Divine service, and 
their attention to what was said, as shown by their remarks afterwards, 
and that both pleasure and profit resulted by his visitation to convales- 
cent patients, who highly value religious ministrations.” 

The Roman Catholic says “that many of his afflicted hearers exhibit a 
tender feeling for religion, and that it is a most pleasing duty to attend 
them during the lucid intervals which a number of them possess, and 
that them desire for his visits shows plainly the sanatory soothing effect 
which religion must have on their minds.” 

The Presbyterian chaplain “ adverts with pleasure to different instances 
in which patients, providentially restored to health from asylum treat- 
ment, have, whilst thankfully testifying to the skill and kindness 
bestowed on them, also testified to the soothing influence exercised on 
their minds by the Christian instruction imparted to them.” 

Sixty acres are attached to the institution, 26 of which are under 
buildings, airing courts, garden, pleasure grounds, &c., and 34 cultivated. 

Hie value of produce sold was £114 6s. 10 d; and of consumed and on 
hands, £645, leaving a gain per acre, after deducting £127 0s. 4 d, of 
£10 10s. 8d. 

The total expenditure for the year 1874 was £8,582 0s. lid, being at 
the rate of £28 14s. lOd per head per annum. 

The auditor in his report to us bore evidence to the regularity and 
accuracy with which all the accounts are kept and presented to him, 
and that all the charges and vouchers are correct. 

The Governors of the Down District Asylum take a deep interest in 
t le welfare of the institution. Fifteen Board meetings were held within 
the year, the attendance at each averaging eight members. A committee 
appointed monthly visits in the interval.

Ennis ENNIS DISTRICT ASYLUM, COUNTY CLARE. 

AsyuImT O n the 31st December, 1874, there we 325 lunatic inmates in this 

Institution, or four less than at the same date in the preceding year, the 

accommodation affording 260 beds ; there remained 25 vacancies. 43 
patients ■were received during the year, and 32 discharged 12 of the 
latter recovered, 8 improved, 12 unimproved, 16 died from natural 
causes. The per-centage of cures on the daily average under treatment 
was unusually low, being about one-third less than previously a fact 
which the Resident Physician attributes to the hopeless condition of many 
' admitted for a considerable period, no less than 21 of the 43 in 1874, 
being returned emigrants from America, affected, whilst there, with 
mental disease. , 

The sanitary state of the Asylum, however, has been favourable, and 
the inmates as a body quiet and orderly ; the noisy and refractory cases 
limited to 26 individuals, the suicidal and dangerous to 1 1 . The chronic 
and probably incurable, we regret to add, make up between them ful y 
nine-tenths of the total under treatment. 

The deaths, including three from debility and one from old age (verging 
on ninety) were under 6 per cent, on the full number of patients, so the 
paucity of recoveries was counterbalanced by a small mortality. 

Four ineffectual attempts to escape were made, two of the parties 
were retaken on the first, and two on the subsequent day. 

In a community altogether agricultural, such as that of the Emus 
Asylum, the principal means of employment for males is out of doors 
and in farm and garden labour ; some are, however, engaged in assis mg 
the attendants in cleaning the different divisions. A large num ei o 
the females are usefully occupied in the laundry, corridors, knitting, an 
needlework— the articles of clothing made and repaired by them testily 
to their industry. 144, between both sexes, averaged the daily num e 
of the employed. . » +1 . 

The amusements, limited in extent, and forming a portion only o 1 
available m other like establishments, have been, so far, partaken o ) 
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the patients. The Resident Medical Superintendent very properly 
observes, that providing means for the recreation of the inmates, is of 
much importance in the moral treatment of the insane, a fact which has 
been fully brought by us under the notice of the local Board. 

Enumerated according to religious denominations, 233 Roman 
Catholic, and 8 Protestant patients were in the Asylum at the close of 
the year. 

The dietary is as follows : — 

Ordinary. — Breakfast — 8 ozs. oatmeal stirabout and 1 pint new milk, 
or 8 ozs. white bread and 1 pint of new milk or tea. Dinner — 8 ozs. 
meat and 8 ozs. white bread, Sunday and Thursday ; 1 pint of soup and 
8 ozs. white bread, Tuesday and Saturday ; 1 pint of new milk and 
2| lbs. potatoes, Monday .and Wednesday ; 1 pint of new milk and 8 ozs. 
bread, Friday. Workingmen allowed 4 ozs. extra bread for dinner. 
Supper — 8 ozs. bread and 1 pint of new milk or cocoa. 

Hospital. — Beef tea, chop, eggs, wine, spirits, porter, &c., as ordered 
by medical officers. 

Quantity of Food consumed in the Asylum during the Year. — Beef 
and mutton, 28,592| lbs.; pork, 1,397-]- lbs.; oatmeal, 287]- stones; 
flour, 7,780 stones; potatoes, 5,288 stones; rice, 2]- stones; tea, 1,298 
lbs. 6] ozs.; sugar, 7,642]- lbs.; cocoa, 2,156]- lbs. ; butter, 1,469 lbs. ; 
new milk, 13,163f gals.; eggs, 1,235]- doz. ; beer and porter, 6,903 pint 
bottles; wine, 629]- pints; whiskey and brandy, 45f pints; coal, 440 
tons, 8 cwts. 

The net expenditure in 1874, was £5,887 15 s. 7 d., at a cost per head 
of £24 4s. 7 d., or 8s. 8 d. less than that for the preceding twelvemonth. 
This amount was duly audited and reported on as being accurate in detail, 
no disallowance having been made. 

The farm is being much improved, the grounds, already partially 
planted and intersected with walks for the inmates, present a more 
ornamented appearance. The dairy has certainly proved a success, and 
pure milk supplied at a third less cost than what was formerly paid to 
contractors for an inferior article. The home bakery, too, has been found 
economical, and the bread produced unexceptionable. 

The various officers have performed their duties efficiently, and on our 
visits of inspection the Resident Physician represented the conduct of 
the attendants and servants as praiseworthy. 

We think a more liberal scale of wages advisable, particularly for the 
females, whose duties are irksome, unceasing, and responsible.^ Without 
trained and experienced attendants having an interest in retaining their 
situations, no Lunatic Asylum can be in the long run satisfactorily con- 
ducted. We regret to advert again to the naked and cheerless aspect 
which the interior of the Institution presents, so remarkably devoid of 
those homely and cheap decorations which break the monotony of cold 
whitewashed walls. The absence, too, of more varied means of recreation, 
music, illustrated periodicals, &c., &c., calculated to promote quietude, if 
not recovery, and alleviate the confinement of patients susceptible of 
enjoyment, ought also, in our opinion, be remedied. An annual and 
unexpected contribution from the Treasury of about £2,500 for the 
nisano poor of the Clare District/ ought not to be disregarded in their 
comforts which no doubt were included in the benevolent objects of the 
grant.

Eotisoobthy ENNISCORTHY ASYLUM, COUNTY WEXFORD.

Asylum. This institution since the period of its occupation, eight years ago, has 
been uniformly conducted to our satisfaction ; but we regret to add that 
Dr. Shiell, who organized the establishment, and devoted his best energies 
to its welfare, died, unexpectedly, last October, of heart disease; liis 
successor, Dr. Edmundson, previously Resident Medical Superintendent, 
was selected on merit, by his Grace the Lord Lieutenant, to the vacant 
appointment. 

The sanitary condition of the house has been uniformly good during 
the past twelvemonth, in fact for consecutive weeks no patient has been 
confined to bed from bodily disease, or placed in seclusion for refractory 
behaviour. 

On the 31st December, 1873, there was 233 lunatics in the Asylum; 
during the subsequent year 45 were admitted — 25 males, 20 females. 
Twenty-five were discharged — 1 7 males and 8 females cured, 1 improved. 

The recoveries constituted a per-centage of 52 on admissions, and of 
1 1 TO on the total under treatment ; the mortality, 4 males and 5 females, 
did not quite reach 4 per cent, on the aggregate. No death occurred 
from suicide, neither was there any casualty or escape. 

There remained in the house on the 31st December,. 1874, 244 inmates, 
131 men and 113 women. 

The officers of this institution are most particular in fulfilling the 
duties imposed on them, while the servants and attendants have afforded 
much satisfaction, as evidenced by the orderly, neat, and comfortable 
appearance of the various day-rooms, corridors, and dormitories. 

With respect to classification, the system at Enniscorthy has always 
been judiciously carried out in its details. On a general analysis of the 
mental condition of the insane at the close of the year the probably 
curable were estimated at 33, the chronic or incurable 190, the epileptic 
and idiotic 16 ; of the total 15 were suicidally disposed. 

From 60 to 80 men have been daily employed in 1874; 42 on the 
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farm and grounds, 24 in cleaning tlie house, the others at trades or Enniscorthy 
miscellaneously. Occupation for 71 women was found in knitting, District 
spinning, needlework, washing, and assisting the servants. Asylum. 

Amusements have been various — cards, drafts, music, books, &c., &c., 
within doors, and outside, foot-ball, hand-ball, country walks, &c., &c. 

As a body the patients of the district are naturally easy of control. 

The visitations of the Chaplains are regular and valued. They re- 
spectively officiate for 210 Roman Catholics and 34 Protestants. 

Dietary : — 

Ordinary. — Breakfast — 8 ozs. meal in stirabout, J quart new milk, 
or 10 ozs. bread for males, 8 ozs. for females, J quart new milk. Dinner 
—Males, 12 ozs. bread, or 4 lbs. potatoes, 1 pint new milk on Mondays, 

Wednesdays, Fridays, and Saturdays ; 1 2 ozs. bread or 3^ lbs. potatoes, 

1 quart soup, on Tuesdays, Thursdays, and Sundays. Females, 10 ozs. 
bread or 3^ lbs. potatoes, 1 pint new milk, on Mondays, Wednesdays, 

Fridays, and Saturdays ; 1 0 ozs. bread or 3 lbs. potatoes, 1 quart soup, on 
Tuesdays, Thursdays, and Sundays. Supper — Males and females 6 ozs. 
bread, £ quart milk or ^ quart cocoa. 

Extra. — Breakfast — Males 10 ozs. bread, £ oz. tea, 1 oz. sugar, 1 oz. 
butter. Females, 8 ozs. bread, \ oz. tea, 1 oz. sugar, 1 oz. butter. Dinner 
—Males and females ± lb. meat, £ pint ale or porter — bread and potatoes 
same as ordinary dietary. Supper — Males and females 6 ozs. bread, 
l oz. tea, 1 oz. sugar — bread same as ordinary dietary. 

Hospital. — Wine, spirits, porter, rice, eggs, beef, &c., the physicians 
when required order among the patients. 

Quantity of Food consumed in the Asylum during the Year. — Beef, 

11,296 lbs. ; pork, 719 lbs. ; ox heads, 21 ; bread, 105,320 lbs. ; oatmeal, 

2,070 stones ; potatoes, 7,334 stones ; hocks, 11,394 lbs. ; rice, 29 stones ; 
tea, 883 lbs. ; sugar, 8,682 lbs. ; cocoa, 4,540 lbs. ; butter, 2,439 lbs. ; 
new milk, 13,826 gallons; eggs, 523 dozen; fish, 678 lbs.; beer and 
porter, 21,921 pints; wine, 73 pints; whiskey and brandy, 340 pints; 
straw, 420 cwts. ; coal, 368 tons. 

The profits of the farm, as duly vouched, after the deduction of inci- 
dental expenses, was £237 6s. Id., or £5 18s. an acre. 

In his report to us the auditor states that the accounts of this Asylum 
in 1873 were presented to him in a very orderly and correct manner, and 
that each disbursement was accurately vouched. The expenditure in full 
last year amounted to £6,367 19s., the cost per head being £25 12s. Id.

Tiie Board, composed of twenty-six members, held thirteen meetings 
during the year, with an attendance at each of from four to five Gover- 
nors who did not omit to inspect the establishment on each occasion, and 
to record their satisfaction with its management. 

The only desire we have now to express is that the Board would carry 
out our suggestion to give the day -rooms and corridors a more comfortable 
aspect by additional homely furniture and cheap ornamentations, parti- 
cularly in the female divisions, in which the patients so much more con- 
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KILKENNY ASYLUM, FOR CITY AND COUNTY. 

We have but few observations to make in reference to the general 
condition and management of this asylum during the past, year, beyond 
the expression of our approval of the manner in which it was conducted 
by the Resident. Physician and the officers connected with it, as well as 
of the uniform good conduct of the servants and attendants, who have 
fulfilled their respective duties to the satisfaction of the Board and their 
superior officers. Up to the present this institution has proved quite 
equal to the wants of the district, a fact in some measure attributable 
to a willingness on the part of most of the unions in the district to receive 
tranquil, old, and demented cases, to lessen pressure on the asylum. 

On the 31st of December, 1873, there were 190 patients m the insti- 
tution— 103 males and 87 females. During the year 47 were admitted 
— 29 males and 18 females. 

The discharged as recovered amounted, between both sexes, to 2d; anil 
as improved, or tranquil, to 7. 

The mortality was limited to 9 cases, each from natural causes. 

Calculated on admissions, the cures were 47 per cent. ; if on the total 
(239) under treatment, 9-60. The deaths on similar per-centage as tne 
last would he at the remarkably low figure of 3-80. 

Analysing the inmates in respect to their mental future, oo el 
deemed probably curable, 102 incurable, independent of 13 idiots and

epileptics. 
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One patient escaped, but was arrested next day. As a warning to 
others the attendant in charge was reprimanded, and a slight fine 
inflicted by the Board. 

The total under treatment on the 31st of December was 200 — 116 
men and 84 women — of whom 33 were maintained by the city, and 167 
by the county. 

The daily average employed amounted to 108, the males (51) princi- 
pally on the land, and in assisting the servants ; the females (57) in the 
laundry, cleaning the corridors, knitting, sewing, &c. 

With regard to amusements, every fair attention is paid to means for 
their supply, in dancing, music, quarterly evening parties, Christmas 
and Easter festivities, cards, bagatelle, &c. ; out-of-doors, hand and foot 
ball, &c. 

The general dietary : — 

Ordinary. — Breakfast — 6-^ ozs. oatmeal, 1 oz. rice, made into stir- 
about, and § pint new milk. Sundays — 8 ozs. bread and pint new 
milk. Dinner — 8 ozs. bread, with 1 pint cocoa — four days in the week ; 
8 ozs. bread with 40 lbs. beef per. 100 patients — three days in the week. 
Slipper — 6 ozs. bread and f- pint new milk. 

Extra. — Breakfast — working diet same as ordinary ; tea diet, 6 ozs. 
bread and 1 pint tea ; meat diet, 8 ozs. bread and 1 pint tea ; bread diet, 
8 ozs. bread and 1 pint milk ; rice diet, 4 ozs. bread and 1 pint milk ; 
low diet, 4 ozs. bread and 1 pint milk. Dinner — working diet, 12 ozs. 
bread and cocoa, and meat same as ordinary ; tea diet, same as 
ordinary ; meat diet, 8 ozs. bread and 8 ozs. meat — five days ; cocoa — 
two days ; bread diet, 8 ozs. bread and 1 pint milk ; rice diet, 4 ozs.

— Beef, 
20,505 lbs.; bread, 106, 589 J lbs.; oatmeal, 1,354 stones; potatoes, 1,828 
stones; rice, 224 stones; tea, 489 lbs. ;„ sugar, 3,605 lbs.; cocoa, 1,338 
lbs.; butter, 547 lbs.; new milk, 13,266 gals.; eggs, 137 doz. ; beer and 
porter, 783 pints; wine, 83 pints; whiskey and brandy, 88£ pints; straw, 
201 cwts. ; coal, 172 tons; candles, 520 lbs.; gas, 126,400 feet; soap, 
184 stones. 

The Roman Catholic religion is professed by 181 of the inmates, that 
of the Church of Ireland by 19. For both denominations there is a 
separate chaplain. 

Twenty-five acres are attached to the asylum — ten under buildings, 
pleasure grounds, airing courts, and wood ; fifteen are cultivated. The 
value of produce sold was <£40 13s. 9 d., and of consumed, £161 0s. 4 cZ. ; 
the outlay being £51 2s. 11c?., a profit of £109 17s. 5 d. remained. 

The average cost per head, all items included, for the past year was 
£20 7s. 8 eZ. ; the total expenditure being £3,978 0s. lcZ. 

For paying patients £202 5s. 3cZ. was received. 

The auditor in his report for 1873 spoke in very favourable terms of 
the care with which the clerk kept all his books, and of his efficiency 
and accuracy as an accountant, every disbursement being duly authorized 
and vouched for. 
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Kilkenny At tlie monthly meeting in September one of the inspectors attended 
District to inquire into certain complaints preferred by the friends of a patient, 
Asylum. a reS p ec t a ble farmer, and, on his own representations in great measure, 
against the treatment he received. Twelve governors attended, the 
Marquess of Ormonde in the chair, when, after a minute investigation, a 
resolution was passed that the charges were totally unfounded, and 
unworthy of belief, and that the Board tendered to the Medical Officers 
of the asylum and its staff the expression of their unaltered confidence 
in its management. 

During the year thirteen meetings were held, with an average attend- 
ance of six members. On each occasion the house was specially visited 
by two or more governors, who inscribed as a rule their full satisfaction 
with its order, cleanliness, and the attention bestowed on the inmates,

Kiixarniit KILLARNEY ASYLUM FOR THE COUNTY OF KERRY. 

District 

Asylum. The over-crowded state of this Asylum had long been brought under 

• the notice of the Board by the Inspectors on their visits to it, with the 

object of having the accommodation increased to meet the lunatic wants 
of the district, which were much more felt at the male than the female 
side ; built for 220 inmates— 110 of each sex— in 1872 there were 38 men 
beyond the legitimate provision. To obviate a growing and serious 
inconvenience, the Governors, coinciding in our views, agreed to a general 
enlargement of accommodation by 100 beds, for which plans and specifi- 
cations have been already prepared. 

On the 31st December, 1873, 1G2 males and 98 females were resident 
in the Institution ; during the subsequent year 39 males and 34 females 
were admitted ; the discharges amounted to 41 — 22 of the former and 18 
of the latter sex; 22 left recovered — 12 males and 10 females; 14 im- 
proved — 6 males and 8 females ; unimproved 5 — 4 males and 1 female, 
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The deaths 2 1 , all from natural causes — 1 2 men and 9 women — constituted 
a per-centage of 8, or about equivalent to that of cures on the total in 
Asyhun. 

Two convalescent patients escaped and returned to their homes in the 
neighbourhood. In a few days more they would have been liberated by 
the° Board. No casualty of any kind occurred during the year; con- 
sidering the broken down state of health and the extreme age of some 
of the patients receutly admitted, as well as many already in the house, 
the Resident Physician justly observes “that the mortality was com- 
paratively small.” For the same reason, the employment of the inmates 
has not been so large, generally speaking, as in other Asylums, 48 females 
and 45 males consenting the total at ordinary occupations, such as 
sewing spinning, knitting, assisting the servants within doors and out- 
side, agricultural or garden labour. 

Adequate amusements are provided for those who are capable or dis- 
posed to participate in them, consisting of cards, bagatelle, books, foot- 
ball, hand-ball, music occasionally. 

Classification. — In consequence of its over-thronged state it has not 
been satisfactorily maintained in the Killarney Asylum. The dangerous 
and refractory, the imbecile, including suicidal and epileptic patients, 
number 46 ; the tranquil and orderly, of whom 48 are deemed curable, 
amount to 223. The married are 200 against 69 single ; but the most 
marked characteristic of the insane in the house is the extensive 
relationship existing between 52 of the inmates in different degrees. 

The number of Roman Catholic patients in the Asylum on 31st 
December was 243, Protestants, 26 ; no member of any other faith. 

The officers have all performed their duties in a most kindly spirit ; 
and the welfare of the inmates -has been carefully looked after, as well 
as the benefit of the institution generally, and with some few exceptions, 
where, from infraction of rules, in one instance a fine was inflicted, and 
in the other the attendant dismissed, the subordinate staff has given 
satisfaction. 

On our different visits of inspection during the year we were enabled, 
notwithstanding many drawbacks inseparable from its crowded state,, to 
testify to the neatness in which the apartments, as a rule, were kept, 
the judicious care bestowed on the patients, and the regard paid to their 
actual comforts in clothing, food, as well as to general sanitary precautions 
taken by the physicians, which proved successful. 

Dietary : — 

Ordinary. — Breakfast — 8 ozs. bread and 1 pint milk or tea. Dinner 
—8 ozs. beef and 3^ lbs. potatoes ; 6 ozs. beef and 3 lbs. potatoes ; 8 ozs. 
bread and 1 pint skim milk ; 3 J lbs. potatoes and 1 pint beef soup ; 
8 ozs. bread and 1 pint coffee or porter ; 8 ozs. bread and 1 pint beef 
roup or coffee. Supper — 8 ozs. bread and A pint milk or tea ; 6 ozs. 
bread and £ pint milk or tea. 

Extra. — Breakfast — eggs, butter, bread. Dinner — 6 ozs. beef ; 1 pint 
beef tea or porter. 

Hospital . — The hospital diet is included under the heading “extras.”

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Kjllarney The expenditure in 1874 amounted to £6, 009 2s. 2 d., including 
District £199 17s. lc/. for pay-patients, being at the average cost per head on 
Asylum. tlie en ti re outlay of £24 3s. 11c/., the daily number of lunatics being 
266-50. 

The accounts and monthly cash-books were regularly kept, and the 
various items of payment were properly authorized and regularly vouched. 

The governors of the Killarney Asylum are regular in their monthly 
attendance, six members of the Board being the general average at each 
meeting. The inspection by them is by no means as frequent as the 
Privy Council rules direct.

Letterkenny LETTERKENNY DISTRICT ASYLUM, DONEGAL. 

District 

Asylum. This institution, containing 300 beds, erected for the lunatic poor oi 

the county with a population of 218,000 inhabitants, and occupied now 

over nine years, has not only proved equal to the wants of the district, 
but affords an ample margin of vacancies, 47 ; in fact there were eight 
lunatics in it last year under the number in the preceding, one. . This 
fact is satisfactory, as indicating that the result of the rate in aid in the 
county has not been to cause an influx of patients into the establishment, 
On the 31st December, 1873, the number of inmates was 269—164 
males, 105 females ; in course of the subsequent year 89 were admitted, 
49 men, 40’women, while 62 were discharged, 44 as recovered and 18 
improved or tranquil ; the deaths amounted to 39 — 25 males and 14 
females, all from natural causes. There remained consequently under 
treatment on the 31st December, 1874, 257 inmates, of whom 153 were 
males and 104 females ; between both sexes nearly one-half was illiterate. 

The cures calculated on admissions were at the rate of 49-5 per cent., 
and on the whole residents 17*1. The mortality on the latter calculation 
was exceptionally high, being fully 11 per cent., and mainly from pul- 
monary affections. N o suicide or casualty of a dangerous nature occurred ; 
neither was there an actual escape ; one attempt by a patient on his own 
life was made, but promptly frustrated. 

Eighty-eight males and 62 females constituted the daily average em- 
ployed, the former on the farm, in gardening, shoemaking, assisting atten- 
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fats, io., the latter in knitting, needlework, washing, and other like Lettimotny 
domestic occupations. District 

Games and amusements are varied — music by a well organized band, Asylum. 

dancing, billiards, cards, books, papers, &e., &c. ; at the same time the 

usual festivals of the year are not overlooked.

The staff of the Asylum has discharged their respective duties efficiently, 
and to the full approval of the Board and Inspectors. The servants and 
attendants, too, have been, as a body, well conducted, and careful of the 
patients and humane in their treatment of them. The engineer, however, 
at the Board meeting in August was dismissed peremptorily for imperti- 
nent language addressed to the visiting physician, and at the same time 
the gate-keeper was fined for inattention. 

The land belonging to the Asylum comprises 40 acres, of which 38 
are arable or under grass ; for produce sold, <£176 was paid into bank, 
t e estimated value of that consumed £273 13s., the outlay amounted 
to £161 2s. id., the profit accruing after its deduction being £287 
3s. 6d., or £10 6s. 6d., an acre.

Limerick LIMERICK DISTRICT ASYLUM, FOR THE CITY AND 
COUNTY OF LIMERICK. 

In our Twenty- third Parliamentary Report we adverted not only to 
the very limited accommodation which this institution afforded, but to 
its manifold deficiencies and dilapidated state in various divisions. 
Constructed to contain at the outside, with a due regard to modem 
exigencies in the treatment of lunatics, 320 inmates, it was overcrowded 
on the 31st of December, 1873, by 107 patients, without anything like 
a suitable provision for ordinary domestics and attendants, while the 
exterior arrangements, in regard to airing-yards and other appurtenances, 
was not only circumscribed but devoid of due facilities for cleanliness 
and order, at the same time that the sewerage was very imperfect and 
dangerous to health, from disengaged effluvia. During the past year 
these and other subjects of sanitary importance engaged the attention of 
the local Board, but no decision was arrived at as to the extension of the 
buildings themselves, or the mode of effecting an adequate provision for 
the insane poor of the district. Various proposals and suggestions wern 
advanced by different Governors, such as the renting or purchase of S 
John’s Hospital in the suburbs, as an auxiliary for the reception o 
chronic cases, the sending incurables to a single workhouse or to t e 
workhouses of unions to which by birth and residence they belonge , 
tjie conversion of the farm sheds into wards, and finally, the erection o 
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comprehensive structural additions to the asylum itself. Anxious to 
arrive at a satisfactory and the most economical solution, the architect 
to the Commissioners of Control was requested by the Governors to 
submit his views with the necessary plans for carrying them out, but up 
to the opening of the present year nothing definite has been fixed upon. 

It is needless to dwell on the serious disadvantages likely to accrue 
from such a state of things if continued, and on the inconvenience to 
which the attendants have hitherto been subjected — obliged to take their 
meals in the same unfurnished apartments they slept in, while narrow 
corridors were occupied at night as dormitories by patients, who were 
confined by day in overcrowded sitting rooms. Still, various improve- 
ments have been effected of a very beneficial nature ; among others, not 
only have the main sewers been cleaned, deepened, and carried with a 
good fall quite beyond the premises, and a new drain constructed to the 
distant end of the farm, at the cost of much time and labour, but the 
cess-pools adjoining the house removed altogether. We have also to 
advert to the replacing of the stone floors by timber, as recommended 
by us some years ago, in the large associated dormitories on the lower 
story— to shutters having been affixed to the windows in single sleeping 
rooms — to the construction of four padded rooms ; while some of the 
cheerless apartments occupied by female servants have been rendered 
more private and comfortable, in consequence of being partitioned off 
from the passages, and a temporary day-room re-furnished and re-roofed, 
Ac., ic. Much credit is due to the Resident Medical Superintendent, 
Dr. Courtenay, not only for his anxiety but success in giving to the 
asylum a more comfortable and homely aspect by a cheap ornamentation, 
and the introduction of objects of interest and means of amusement, 
inexpensive of themselves, but highly beneficial to the inmates. 

Making allowances for overcrowding, so far the institution has been 
materially changed for the better. The grounds, too, about it, present 
a more cultivated and neater appearance than before. 

Early in October the whole laundry, containing a large quantity of 
clothes and wearing apparel, and the roof of the kitchen, were destroyed 
by fire, which fortunately broke out at mid-day. Owing to its speedy 
discovery, the prompt action taken by the staff, as well as to the exer- 
tions of the military and city fire brigade, it was soon extinguished. A 
new laundry, in a less exposed locality, has been planned, the cost of 
which and the value will be made good out of the proceeds of a policy 
of insurance. 



On the 1st of January, 1874, the patients under treatment amounted 
to 431 — 220 males, 214 females. In the course of the year 80 were 
admitted — 40 of either sex — and 61 discharged, of whom 27 were re- 
covered.; 15 improved, and 19 incurable; the deaths, all from natural 
causes, being only 18, and as there was no permanent escape, the num- 
ber of lunatic inmates on the 31st of December last was consequently 
<-3J—218 being men, and 217 women — or only one more in the aggre- 
gate than at the corresponding date in 1873, there being then in the 
house 218 males and 214 females. 

Calculated on admissions, the cures were 33 - 8 per cent., while the 
deaths on the total under treatment did not exceed 3-8, a per-centage very 
little above that of the mortality in society at large, and scarcely more 
than a third of what obtains generally in asylums. Taking into account 
the numerous disadvantages under which the institution has so long 
aboured, it is most difficult to suggest a plausible reason for such a 
lesult. The mortality at all times has certainly been exceptionably low

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in it since an outbreak of cholera in 1852, when 14 patients died of the 
epidemic. 

Regarding the social condition of the inmates, the unmarried consti- 
tuted three-fourths ; the illiterate a sixth only. The probably curatle 
46, against the large number of hopeless cases, 389, in an aggregate of 
435 individuals. 

Eighty-nine males on an average were daily employed, 43 on the farm, 
14 in trade work, the remainder miscellaneously or assisting the servants, 
In the female divisions 129 were engaged in knitting, spinning, making . 
and mending clothes, the laundry, kitchen, &c. 

Means of amusement and recreation have been much increased latterly, 
both in and out of doors ; books, cards, drafts, dancing, foot-ball, hand- 
ball, field sports, <fec. 

Enumerated according to their religion, those professing the Roman 
Catholic faith amounted at the close of the year to 369, the Protestants ; 
to 41 ; and in respect to chargeability, 314 were supported by county, I 
and 120 by city taxation ; 1, a paying patient, belonged to Clare. 

The medical and other officers of the institution have in the discharge' 
of their respective duties afforded much satisfaction to the local Board. 
As a rule, the servants and attendants conducted themselves with pro- 
priety. In the early part of the year, however, some few had to be 
dismissed or suspended for insobriety and negligence, and subsequently 
others were discharged as unsuitable, or from old age retired on pension, 
A t present there is a large and better staff of subordinates. The scale 
of wages given in 1874, but particularly to female attendants, consider- 
ing their responsible, frequently disagreeable, and unceasing duties, 
appears to be too small to secure efficient services.

The expenditure, all items included, for 1874 was £13,40J --s. •» 
being £30 13s. 3 d. per head — a sum considerably higher than the avera„ 
in district asylums, and attributable in great measure to the large co 
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entailed by repairs — £1,602 2s. 8 d., an annually recurrent outlay, which Limerick 
can only be obviated by genuine structural additions. District 

The auditor, Mr. Pelly, on his inquiry into the accounts of the asylum Asylu m. 
for the year 1873, amounting to £11,377 3s. 10(7., made no disallowance, 
reduction, or insertion whatever, but in his report to us adverted to 
irregularities in the payment of attendants by the Board, however equi- 
table it might appear, without the previous sanction of the Executive 
for their appointment, and to the duty of the clerk to keep the books 
of the institution with greater care. 

In the month of November Lord Emly, with four other Governors, 
had by appointment an interview with Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, the Chief 
Secretary, at the Castle, on which occasion the subject of increased accom- 
modation was fully discussed, but no final arrangement made. The 
subject of transmitting rejected tenders to the Inspectors was also brought 
under the notice of the Chief Secretary, who promised to give it full 
consideration. 

The attendance of the Governors of the Limerick District Asylum 
has been uniformly full, averaging eight at each of the seventeen meet- 
ings held during the year — an attendance which indicates the interest 
taken by them in the well-being of the Institution.

e met by a promptness in building and preparing the house for the 
reception of inmates. The cost will no doubt be heavy on the city and

Asylum. ijpg original accommodation was for 120 patients. On the 31st of 
December, 1874, the asylum contained 231, or 42 more than outlie 
same date in 1873. In the course of the year no less than 86 were 

admitted 51 males and 35 females; the total discharges and. deaths 

within the same period being 54, there remained 231 — 141 men and 
90 women. 

Twenty -eight patients were sent home recovered — 13 males, 16 females; 
and 9 more or less improved — 6 males, 3 females. The per-centage of 
cures on admissions was 32-56 ; on the daily averages under treatment, 
10-90. 

The mortality was comparatively low, being 5-96. No death occurred 
from accident or suicide. 

Classification was necessarily very imperfect in the asylum from its 
thronged state. The probably curable are restricted to 26; while the 
incurable, comprising epileptics and imbeciles, amount to 205. 

Between both sexes an average of 122 has been employed daily, and 
almost an equal proportion, the men principally, outside on the farm, 
which is separated from the buildings by a high road, and in assisting 
the servants to clean the house; the women in spinning, needlework, 
knitting, washing, and such domestic occupations. -Amusements are 
afforded ’in music, cards, billiards, interesting periodicals and illustrated 



papers. . 

The various officers of the institution stand deservedly high m the 
estimation of the Board, and. as a body the attendants and servants have 
given continued satisfaction. On our inspections we found the establish- 
ment, as a rule, so far as its limited accommodation permitted, orderly 
and well ventilated, and the patients themselves remarkably tranquil, 
for the most part, and carefully looked after. 

The religious denominations are represented by 31 Protestants, 133 
Catholics, 68 Presbyterians.

MARYBOROUGH DISTRICT ASYLUM, FOR THE KING’S Mary- 
AND QUEEN’S COUNTIES. district 

This institution was maintained during the past year in the same A sylum . 
efficient manner that we had previously occasion to notice. The health 
of the patients was particularly favourable, and their domestic comforts 
duly regarded. 

The day rooms, corridors, and dormitories at our visits of inspection 
we found in good order, neat, and well ventilated ; in fact, the interior 
organization of the establishment on each occasion merited from us a 
full approval, and it must be added that the resident physician has turned 
to good account the industry both of some attendants and patients in 
the homely ornamentation and painting of different apartments. 

On the 31st of December, 1873, the number of patients amounted to 
217, and on the same date in 1874 to 224 — 105 being chargeable to the 
King’s, and 119 to the Queen’s County. In the year under review 78 
were admitted — 46 males and 32 females — the total numbers under 
treatment reaching 295. 

Thirty- three were discharged recovered, and 13 taken home by their 
relatives improved, and 3 incurable ; 22 died, none accidentally or from 
self-injury, though 26 were deemed suicidaily disposed. 

The recoveries on admissions were 42 per cent., and on the average 
under treatment 12 ; the deaths on the latter calculation were 7 per cent. 

There existed at the close of the year 9 vacancies for males and 13 for 
females.

Useful employments are much encouraged in the Asylum, 97 men and 
61 women being on an average daily occupied; 43 of the former on the 
farm and out of doors, the others miscellaneously assisting the attendants 
the females in their usual indoor avocations, such as needlework, wash- 
ing, quilting, cleaning the corridors, &c. Games and means for amuse- 
ments are liberally supplied in dancing, ball-playing, cards, cricket, illus- 
trated periodicals and papers. 

The dietary was as follows : — •

Supper — males and females — 6 ozs. bread, with ^ quart new milk or 
1 pint cocoa. 

Broth Diet. — Breakfast — males — 10 ozs. bread, with 1 pint new milk 
or tea. Breakfast — females — 8 ozs. bread, with 1 pint new milk or tea. 
Dinner — males — 12 ozs. bread, with J lb. beef, including bone, made into 
soup. Dinner — females — 10 ozs. bread, with £ pound beef, including 
bone, made into soup. Supper — males and females — 6 ozs. bread, with 
$ quart new milk or 1 pint cocoa. 

Low Diet . — 8 ozs. bread for the day, 2 quarts new milk for the day, 
8 ozs. patent oatmeal for the day, for gruel or flummery. 

Quantity of Food consumed in the Asylum during the Year . — Beef, 
258,215 lbs. ; ox heads, 255; bread, 125,236 lbs. ; oatmeal, 1,760 stones; 
meal, 8 stones; dour, 43 stones; potatoes, 2,324 stones 13 lbs.; salt, 
26J cwts. ; rice, 21 stones; tea, 852 lbs. ; sugar, 4,507 lbs. ; cocoa, 525 
lbs. ; butter, 2,138 lbs. ; new milk, 16,796 gals. ; eggs, 721 doz. ; fish 
238 lbs. ; herrings, 23 doz. ; beer and porter, 26,954 pints; wine, 135 
pints ; whiskey, 94 pints; straw, 550£ cwts. ; coal, 326 tons 14 cwts. 

The farm recently purchased is being turned to good account, though 
not in a full state of cultivation, and in part requiring to be drained. 
Its present extent is 39 acres. The net profit was £5 5s. Id., the value 
of produce sold being £156 7s. Id., and of produce consumed £10. 

The staff of officers and attendants during the year has met with the 
general approbation of the Board, and in which we fully concur. 

The expenditure was £4,000 10s. 6 <7., being at a capitation rate of 
£26 4s. per annum. 

The report of the auditor for the year 1873 was very satisfactory, no 
deduction or overcharge having been discoverable in the outlay, which 
was correctly given in every detail, 
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The Roman Catholics number 181 ; those of the Protestant commu- 
nion, 44. 

The Board of Governors of the Maryborough Asylum is particularly 
regular in its attendances, and devotes much attention to the well-being 
of the institution, which is invariably inspected by some members at the 
ordinary monthly meetings. We have brought under its notice the expe- 
diency of erecting a suitable kitchen and laundry, both being alike too 
small and ill-placed. We further think the construction of a detached 
chapel (as at Carlow) highly advisable ; the present place of worship is 
being used as a dining and recreation hall ; the edifice could be at either 
extremity of the establishment, and adjoining the lately acquired land, 
which, while unfenced on three sides where protection is most needed, 
has a high wall on the fourth, separating the new and old grounds, and 
thus restricting the extent and openness of the site.

MONAGHAN. Mohaghax

During the past as in preceding years this Asylum has been well Asylum. 
managed. The accommodation in it would be insufficient for the district 
comprising the two counties of Monaghan and Cavan but for a re- 
arrangement of dormitories and day-rooms adverted to in our last Report, 
by which an economy of space, has been attained and an additional pro- 
vision for about forty beds. 

At the close of 1873 there were 309 patients in the Institution ; during 
the course of 1874, 88 were received — 46 males and 42 females; and 
within the same period 45 were discharged — 28 men and 17 women; 
the recoveries being 38, the improved 5, unimproved 2. The per-centage 
of cures on admissions was 43'2, and on the daily average number in 
Asylum 12*1. The deaths, all from natural causes, amounted to 26 — 

15 males, 11 females — or to 6‘5 on the total under treatment. No 
causalty of any kind occurred, neither was there an escape during the 
year. 

Classification in this Asylum is efficiently carried out, the lunatics 
probably curable appear to be here, comparatively speaking, smaller in 
number than elsewhere, not constituting quite a tenth of the aggregate, 
a circumstance not to cause surprise, from the statement of the Resident

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Medical Superintendent, “that the bodily condition of the majority of 
the patients admitted, and for the most part affected with skin disease, 
was marked by debility.”' One died within forty-eight hours after ad- 
mission, two within a week, and a fourth within fourteen days. 

The employments were varied and numerous, 185 between both sexes 
constituting the daily average industriously occupied. Amusements of an 
ordinary character, in and out of doors, suited to the tastes and capabilities 
of the inmates, are provided. A ball-alley is, however, desirable. 

The attendance of the extern officers, Chaplains, Visiting Physician, 
Clerk, is regular and under the careful supervision of the Resident 
Medical Superintendent. We can speak in favourable terms of the intern 
organization of the house, and the conduct of the subordinate staff. 

Analyzed according to religious persuasions, of the 326 patients resident 
in the Asylum on the 31st December last, 53 belonged the Church of 
England, 250 were Roman Catholics, and. 23 Presbyterians. 

The following is the scale of dietary : — 

Ordinary. — Breakfast — 8 ozs. of meal, made into stirabout, with 
J quart of sweet milk. Dinner — 1 pint of meat soup, with 3 lbs. of 
potatoes for males, and 2 lbs. for females. Supper — 6 ozs. of meal made 
into stirabout, with ^ quart of sweet milk. 

Extra. — Breakfast — A pint of tea, bread — males, 8 ozs. ; females, 6 ozs. 
Dinner — 1 pint of beef tea, with 12 ozs. of bread for males, and 8 ozs. for 
females. Supper — A pint of tea, bread — males, 8 ozs. ; females, 6 ozs. 

Quantity of Food consumed in the Asylum during the Year. — Beef, 
28,600| lbs. ; mutton, 1,825 lbs. ; bread, 75, 548 j lbs. ; oatmeal, 2,564 
stones; meal, 2, 40 4| stones ; flour, 19|- stones; potatoes, 14,502 stones; 
pepper, 256 lbs.; rice, 207|-| stones; tea, 1,285-| lbs.; sugar, G,040f 
lbs. ; coffee, 321-Jf lbs. ; butter, i,988f lbs.; new milk, 17,817 gals.; 
salt, 49 cwts. ; eggs, 8 doz. ; beer and porter, 1,97 8^- pints ; wine, 553 
pints; whiskey and brandy, 343f pints; straw, 566 J cwts.; coal, 456§{ 
tons. 

The total disbursements in 1874 in support of the Asylum were 
£7,891 Is. 8 d., the average cost of each patient per head on the outlay 
after deducting casual receipts was £24 Os. 2d. 

In his Report for 1873 to the Inspectors, the auditor testifies “to 
the very satisfactory manner in which the several books and accounts 
of the Institution have been kept ; all moneys received were duly brought 
to account, and the expenditure incurred properly authorized and 
vouched for.” 

During the summer months of 1872 and 1873, the supply of water at 
the Monaghan Asylum was very limited, in fact to less than one half a 
proper quantity — to 4,000 instead of 9,000 gallons daily. Dr. Robertson, 
however, after examining into the geological strata of the locality, under- 
took to deepen the well by forty feet in September, and the operations 
carried out by home labour, has been most successful in its results, over 
20,000 gallons, if necessary, being now obtainable by measurement. 
Subsequently for precaution sake he has had the pumping apparatus 
re-adjusted, and an additional engine erected, with other minor improve- 
ments in the steam boilers and conducting tubes. 

There are, however, deficiencies of long standing at the Asylums to 
which we have frequently directed the attention of the Board, not only 
is there an absence of homely comforts in large whitewashed corridors 
and day-rooms, from the want of a little cheap furniture, a trifling 
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amount of decorations, but even on the score of economy we must observe Monaghan 
that deferring from one year to another the construction of coal stores District 

is injudicious owing to the waste of such an expensive article of con- As ylum . 

sumption, as is proved to be the case from its exposure in the open air 
for months together. 

The following constitutes the Board of Governors with their re- 
spective attendances.

MULLINGAR ASYLUM, FOR THE COUNTIES OF MEATH, Mullingar 

_ _ District 

WESTMEATH, AND LONGFORD. Asylum. 

The state and management of this large institution have been very 
satisfactory during the past year, both in regard to the well-being of the 
inmates and its interior organization. On the 1st January, 1875, it 
contained 400 lunatics — 170 natives of Westmeath, 152 of Meath, and 
78 of Longford. In the course of the preceding twelvemonth 99 
patients were admitted, or one less than in 1873 — of them 57 were men 
and 42 women. The discharges amounted to 57 — 20 males recovered, 

3 improved, 2 unimproved, and 20 females recovered and 3 improved ; 
the annual per-centage of cures on admission was 49 — on the average in 
the house 12*8. Hie deaths, in all 40, were from natural causes, being 
7-3 per cent, as in the latter calculation. 

No casualty or escape has to be recorded. Classified as to their mental 
condition, 78 of the 400 were considered curable, and 320 incurable, of 
whom 12 are suicidally disposed, and 102 refractory, imbecile, or epileptic. 

The great majority of the inmates belong to the farming class ; 8 have 
been in the army, proportionally a larger number belonging to the service 
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District 

Asylum. 



than usually obtains elsewhere ; in no less than 52 an hereditary tendency 
to insanity was supposed to have existed. 

Employment has been much encouraged at the Mullingar Asylum, 250 
of the patients, 118 men and 132 women, being one day with another 
industriously occupied, the former principally on the grounds', or aiding 
the servants in their different avocations, the latter in the laundries, 
cleaning divisions, sewing, knitting, &c. A considerable amount of 
profitable labour has been expended on the land, a large portion of 
which is now in an advanced state of cultivation. The total area of 
the farm, unbroken by a single fence, but just protected by a substantial 
boundary wall, contains about 46 acres, including a small farm recently 
purchased, which, under the directions of the Resident Medical Super- 
intendent, has been thoroughly drained and reclaimed. The net profit 
as returned amounted to £122 3s. 9 d., exclusive of the produce unsold 
at the beginning of the year. It was intended by us when urging the 
advisability of the late purchase, that the house should be supplied 
with home produced milk, but as yet no dairy has been established. We 
have not pressed the subject further on the attention of the Board, 
waiting till the whole farm was in full working order. 

Amusements are certainly not wanting in this institution suited to the 
character of the inmates ; there is, among others, an excellent band of 
music, dancing, cards, books, &c. 

The religious denominations, each having a chaplain, are professed by 
366 Roman Catholics, 25 Protestants, and 4 Presbyterians. 

The officers have severally discharged their duties in an efficient manner, 
and to the full satisfaction of the Board. By the death of Dr. Ferguson, who 
for twenty-two years acted as visiting physician with zeal and courtesy, 
a vacancy resulted, which was filled by the unanimous election of Dr. 
Gabriel Stokes, a gentleman of extensive practice in the vicinity. The 
servants and attendants, both from personal observation and the character 
given of them as a body, we consider to be humane and well-conducted. 

Dietary : — 

Ordinary. — Breakfast — 6 days in the week — 8 ozs. oatmeal made into 
stirabout, and 1 pint new milk ; 1 day in the week — 8 ozs. bread and 
1 pint new milk. Dinner — 4 days in the week — : 8 ozs. bread and 8 ozs. 
meat ; 4 days in the week — 1 pint soup, with vegetables ; 3 days in the 
week — 10 ozs. bread and 1 pint cocoa. Supper — males — 8 ozs. bread 
and 1 pint cocoa ; females — 6 ozs. bread and 1 pint cocoa. 

Extra. — Breakfast — 8 ozs. bread and 1 pint tea ; 1 pint milk and 
8 ozs. bread. 

Extras or hospital diet are regulated according to circumstances by the 
Medical Officers. 

Quantity of Food consumed in the Asylum during the Year. — Beef and 
mutton, 42,943 lbs. ; ox heads, 165 ; bread, 203,248 lbs. ; oatmeal, 
2,583f- stones; potatoes, 2,758 stones; salt, 4 35 ^ stones ; pepper, 122 
lbs. ; rice, 16 stones ; tea, 1,709|- lbs. ; sugar, 14,160-^j- lbs. ; cocoa, 8,183 
lbs. ; butter, 2,234f lbs. ; new milk, 16,476f gals. ; fish, 275^ lbs. ; beer 
and porter, 4,026^- pints; whiskey and brandy, 88 pints; straw, 441 1 
cwts. ; coal, 483£ tons. 

The expenditure during the year under all headings amounted 
to £9,642 4s. 10 d., or to £24 4s. \0d. a head, being 11s. 2d. lower 
than in 1873. The accounts were accurately kept, and all the charges 
fully allowed by the auditor, who expressed satisfaction at the mode in 
which the clerk conducted his business. 

The erection of a structure much needed at either side of the establish- 
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ment, a large and commodious dining hall for the male and female Mullingar 
inmates, was at our suggestion decided on by the Board, and plans District 
prepared, which are now in process of execution. The question of best A stlum - 
protecting the house against the casualty of fire, and the mode in which 
it can be most efficiently carried out, has also been under its consideration. 

The attendance of governors at the Mullingar Asylum has been uniformly 
large and regular, and none can evince a stronger wish to act consistently 
with their obligations to the institution itself, and to the ratepayers of 
the district. '

TYRONE AND FERMANAGH. Asylum. 

This institution, now twenty-two years in operation, was conducted 
last year in the same satisfactory manner as we have had hitherto felt 
justified in reporting. Placed on its opening under the management of 
Dr. West, the present resident physician, it has had the advantage of an 
unchanged superintendence, and of a continuous zealous attention. 

Hence, as additions, alterations, or improvements were needed, his 
opinion has naturally influenced the action of the Board of Governors. 

On our various visits of inspection we found the establishment generally 
in good working order, the sanitary condition of the patients satisfactory, 
the interior of the house maintained with a due regard to order and 
cleanliness, and the patients themselves carefully looked after. The 
buildings since their first occupation, as well as the farm, have been 
nearly doubled in extent, the former from the accommodation of 300 to 
510 inmates, and the land from 30 to 52 acres.

On the 31st December, 1873, the house contained 462 lunatic inmates, 
268 males and 194 females ; in the subsequent year 143 were received— 
79 men, 64 women. The total discharges amounted to 85 — 44 males, 
35 females, cured ; 6 improved, three of each sex ; one man escaped 
whose iusanity from the first was so doubtful that no steps were taken 
for his capture. He has since been quite well. 

The recoveries constituted a per centa.ge on admissions of 55-2, and on 
the total under treatment of 13 ; 40 died, 27 males and 13 females; the 
mortality rate on the latter calculation was 6-6 per cent. 

One death was a case of homicide ; a patient under the belief that a 
fellow companion was the devil suddenly seized a poker with which he 
killed the object of his delirium, by the infliction of violent blows on the 
head; a coroner’s jury, composed of no less than nineteen jurors, ac- 
quitted the officials of blame ; at a subsequent meeting the Governors, 
however, dismissed the attendants in charge for neglect and want of fore- 
sight in allowing the two lunatics to remain together. Of the total in- 
mates on the 31st December last, 337 were supported by the county 
Tyrone, and 142 by Fermanagh. Classified as to their mental state 176 
were deemed probably curable, 264 incurable, besides 39 congenital 
idiots and epileptic imbeciles. The single men, as in most asylum dis- 
tricts where there are no cities or large towns, strikingly predominate, 
being, so far as could be correctly ascertained, 353 to 104 married, while 
within the degree of, or nearer degrees than cousinship, there were 54 
individuals, or about 12 per cent, of the whole ; and in no less than 116 
cases an hereditary predisposition existed. 

We have in the' body of the present report adverted to the thoughtless 
and indiscriminate mode in which magistrates send persons to district 
asylums, under the 30 and 31 Vic. In the course of two months, February 
and March, 3 were so transferred, one a decrepid woman, 70 years old, 
from a pool-house, who died in four days, and two others, weakened by 
age and disease, who did not survive a week. Individuals received in this 
prostrate condition only add to the death rate of our asylums. 

The resident physician justly complains of the undue advantage taken 
by parties in forcing a class of patients into the Asylum under committal 
warrants, well knowing that in such cases admission cannot be refused, 
and that many of them are more suited for workhouses, thus not only 
adding to the overcrowded state of the house, but occupying the room of 
urgent and suitable cases. 

One hundred and ninety-five patients, between both sexes, formed the 
daily average employed ; 108 men principally out of doors and assisting 
the servants, and 87 women in the laundry, knitting, needlework, clean- 
ing the corridors, &c., die. ; the number of females occupied is rather 
below the ordinary one in district asylums. With regard to amusements, 
so essential for the well-being of the insane, means are not only supplied, 
but encouragement given to employ them. Besides the usual indoor 
and outdoor games there is an excellent band in the house, and as a 
pastime for the attendants there are occasionally plays in which they 
take part. 

The officers have given full satisfaction, by the efficient discharge of 
their duties, to the Board and Inspectors. The matron, appointed by 
the late Lord Eglinton, after twenty-two years faithful service retired on 
a full pension in June. As a body the attendants and servants were well 
conducted ; two females, however, were reprimanded and fined by the 
Board for employing too much force in restraining a refractory patient. 
Considering that their wages were too low five servants sent in then- re- 
signation towards the close of the year. 
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Religious persuasions of patients in Asylum : —

The farm belonging to this institution is proving highly remuner- 
ative ; the produce last year was more valuable by £52 10 s. than 
in 1873, a net profit having accrued of £309 16s. 10(7., including £133 
18s. 10c7. paid into bank. About four acres are under ornamental plan- 
tations. At the distant end from the buildings there is a private 
cemetery tastefully enclosed by standing timber. 

The total expenditure for the support of 470 lunatic inmates, aver- 
age during the year, was £9,324 10s. 10(7., or £19 16s. 9^(7. per 
head. Casual receipts from farm produce, old stores, and a few paying 
patients reduced the net charge on the district to £8,834 10s., or to 
£18 15s. Ilc7. a head. 

The auditor passed all the accounts for the year under examination 
without a disallowance ; to quote his own words, Mr. Simms reported to 
us, “ after a full examination of all payments made by the clerk, and all 
cash received by him, I found the balance to be correct, and to agree 
■within one penny with the books kept by the Governor of the Asylum. 
I found all cash properly accounted for, and the payments supported by 
adequate vouchers and receipts.” The auditor, however, expressed a 
wish that the system of book-keeping should be in part changed, which 
of course will be fully carried out in future. 

The attendance of the Board, particularly of the Tyrone members, is 
full and regular. We cannot, however, say that they visit the house 
itself, in accordance with the Privy Council Rules, which directs that at 
each meeting it should be inspected. No doubt they would find every 
department in a satisfactory state, nevertheless it would be still more 
satisfactory did they report their opinions.

Richmond RICHMOND DISTRICT ASYLTJM 

District 

Asylum. For the County and City of Dublin, the Counties of Louth and Wicklow, 
and the Borough of Drogheda. 

The condition of this large Institution, which, situated within the 
Metropolitan boundary, has been on an average officially visited twice 
in each month, and its Board meetings frequently attended by us, has 
been very satisfactory during the past year. 

The accommodation it affords is ample for 1,100 jiatients. On the 
31st December, 1873, there were 1,002 lunatic inmates maintained in it, 
and at the same date in 1874, 1,039 — 485 males and 554 females, of 
whom in the aggregate 176 or a sixth only are probably curable. 

The admissions in the past year embraced a total of 374 — 190 being 
males and 184 females — while between both sexes the discharges 
amounted to 221, viz., 60 males recovered, 24 improved, and 14 incurable, 
and 96 females recovered, 18 improved, and 9 incurable. The per-centage 
of recoveries on admissions was 41 - 70, and on the total under treatment 
during the twelvemonth 11 -30. The admissions in 1874 were 57 less 
than in the preceding year, and so far the inference, that insanity is not 
extending in the Metropolitan district. 

The deaths amounted to 112 — 109 from natural causes,- 54 men and 
55 women; 3 from suicide, all females ; 4 escapes were effected, 3 males 
and 1 female. The discharges, deaths, and escapes thus reached 337- 
leaving 1,039 in the house on the 1st January, 1875. 

The deaths from suicide are unprecedented in number, and although 
according to the verdict of a Coroner’s jury in each case, no culpability 
or neglect could be attributed to the attendants in charge, from the 
purely accidental and unpresumable nature of the occurrences, the 
patients not being suspected of any tendency to self-destruction, the events 
are not the less to be regretted. The first inflicted a wound in her throat 
with a scissors, which, though in itself not necessarily fatal “ended in 
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disease of the lungs, by which death was accelerated.” The other two 
died from self-strangulation by hanging. 

The per-centage mortality on the total number in Asylum was 8 TO, and 
on the daily average as high as 10-90. Many deaths as is usual in a desti- 
tute civic population being hastened by physical debility and senile decay. 

A large portion of the inmates was daily employed, 333 being males, 90 
of them on the grounds in farm and garden operations, 130 in the schools, 
65 assisting servants in domestic avocations, and the remainder miscel- 
laneously. On the other side, 130 females attend the schools, 135 are 
enlaced at needlework, knitting, and quilting, and 155 in the laundries, 
storerooms, kitchens, and assisting the nurses generally — a total between 
both sexes of 775 individuals usefully engaged is thus constituted out 
of 1,039 lunatics. 

With reference to amusements, means of light and agreeable occupation 
are numerous and varied. Out of doors cricket, football handball, visits 
to the Park, Zoological and Botanical Gardens, games, &c., indoor, music, 
cards, drafts, dancing, &c. There is further a small library at all times 
available, with papers and illustrated periodicals. But the most remark- 
able feature in the Richmond Asylum is the system of instruction or 
education carried out there under the authority of the National Board, 
and which has been very fully developed by Dr. - JLalor the Resident 
Medical Superintendent. As in former Reports we adverted to the 
subject at some length, it only remains for us to obsei-ve that its utility 
continues to be fully sustained, by fanning as it were latent faculties of 
the mind and bringing them into a healthy action. 

According to religious tenets, the Roman Catholics number 790, the 
Protestants 164, Presbyterians 8, and all other denominations and the 
unknown 62. Three chaplains are attached to the Institution, whose 
ministrations are productive of unqualified good. 

The classification adopted in the Richmond A sylum, and carried out 
by the Medical Officers, is of the most approved and successful in its 
results, in no instance is restraint had recourse to, and the same time 
that an immunity from accidents of a serious character, save those 
just adverted to, prevailed. 

The dietary remains unchanged, it is both ample in quantity and of 
the best quality.

With regard to the staff of officers and subordinates in the Institution 
the former are most assiduous and attentive in the discharge of tlieir 
duties, and the latter as a body have deserved during the past year, as 
previously, the approbation of the Governors and Inspectors. 

The total outlay for maintenance in every detail amounted in 1874 to 
£25,833 11s. the average cost per head being £26 16s. 5 d., as against 
£27 14s. in 1873, and £30 Is. IOcZ. in 1872, thus exhibiting a progressive 
decline of charges on the public cess, quite exclusive of the Government 
rate in aid which would still farther lower the capitation cost by £10 4s. 
a head. 

The attendance of the Board of the Richmond Asylum leaves nothing 
to be desired. No Governors could take a greater interest in the well- 
working of an Institution intrusted to their control. Twenty-three 
meetings were held in the twelvemonth. The subjoined noblemen 
and gentlemen constitute the Board.

At the close of the year a sworn investigation was held before botli of 
the Inspectors, and at which many of the Governors attended. The 
inquiry lasted three days. It was a charge of neglect and cruelty brought 
by a clergyman against the Local Authorities, in regard to his nephew 
a patient in the Asylum. Every latitude was given to the complainant 
to support his case. He had a solicitor and barrister employed, 
witnesses were brought forward by him, and the court was an open one. 
The evidence was taken down by a shorthand writer. The charges 
unsubstantial in themselves, were proved, and fo the full satisfaction 
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of His Grace the Lord Lieutenant, to have originated in a complete 
misconception of facts. We allude to the subject, not so much on 
its own merits, for the inquiry was of a disagreeable nature, but to show 
that when complaints are made ample opportunity for testing them are 
afforded by the Executive. 

The forty-seventh rule, which directs that, “ In every Asylum a Case 
Book shall be kept in the office, in which the history of important cases 
shall be entered -with such observations as the Medical Officer in 
immediate charge of them may consider useful and interesting,” has not 
however, been systematically carried out, though notes have been 
occasionally taken of much practical utility. In so important and large 
an institution we consider that the regulation should be fully attended to. 

The accounts and books for the past year were kept with the greatest 
care and regularity, Mr. Collot the Government Auditor in his Report 
to us states, “ The alteration in the mode of keeping the books and 
accounts as recommended by me to you, have been carried out. After 
minute examination I find that all moneys received have been duly 
brought to account, and all expenditure, with one exception, duly 
authorized and vouched, and the several books and accounts kept with 
accuracy. The exception refers to £6 4s. Qd. in the medicine bill ‘ to be 
reported on at next audit.’ The returns have been most accurately 
prepared by the Secretary and his assistant.” 



SLIGO DISTRICT ASYLUM. 

The total number of beds occupied by patients in this institution on 
the 31st December, 1874, was 287 — 150 males and 137 females, being 
an excess of 25 of the former and 17 of the latter sex, beyond the 
primitive accommodation. For some years the tendency has been to a 
gradual overcrowding, but acting on our advice the Board has agreed 
to an additional provision for 100 inmates ; a plan for buildings has been 
prepared and duly sanctioned so as to secure for the future a more 
adequate accommodation, at the same time an enlargement of the farm 
by forty-eight acres has been wisely decided on. 

During the past year 35 males and 28 females were received, raising 
the aggregate under treatment to 344, out of which 19 men and 10 women 
were discharged cured, being 46-03 on admissions and 11 on the average 
yearly resident, eight were taken out relieved four of either sex, and 
two males not improved by their friends. 

Eighteen patients died — 14 males and 4 females; of the former, one 
committed suicide by suspending himself from a lavatory roller. He was 
immediately missed, but when found life was extinct. This man at all 
times remarkably quiet and contented committed the act from some 
sudden delusion. The Coroner’s jury returned a verdict that the deceased 
came by his death from self-strangulation, and are satisfied no blame 
rests on any of the officials. The per-centage of deaths on the total 
under treatment was only 5-22. 

A very large section of the inmates has been daily engaged in some 
profitable work — 109 males and 60 females, or 58 per cent. A school 
under the regulations of the National Board of Education was established 
some years ago in the institution at which the usual class amounts to 34. 

In his report the District Inspector observes, “ One of the patients 
taught his fellow-sufferers in my presence, with extraordinary skill and 
cleverness. The answering of some in explanation of reading lessons^ 
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Sligo geography, notation and music astonished me. On the whole I am satisfied 
District this school is a useful as well as an interesting feature of this charitable 
Asylum. establishment.” As heretofore, considerable attention is bestowed on the 
amusement of the inmates — music according to the state of the weather 
in and out of doors, foot-ball, hand-ball, and weekly entertainment. 

The visits of the chaplains regularly on Sundays and holidays, and 
occasionally on week days are duly recorded. The relative proportion of 
the inmates as to creeds on the 31st December, was, Church of Ireland 
24, Roman Catholics 237. 

The officers have performed their duties fully to our satisfaction, and 
to that of the Board, and as a rule the attendants and servants have 
conducted themselves in a praiseworthy and efficient manner. A very 
grave offence was, however, committed in the course of the year by one 
of the male attendants, who took gross liberties with an imbecile female. 
On the fact being notified a few days after to one of the Inspectors on 
his 'visit, before the opportunity was afforded for an arrest he absconded, 
every effort was made to discover him, ultimately, -however, and eight 
months later, he was traced to Scotland, where he got employment, he 
was then taken and committed to the Sligo Gaol, on being tried at the 
next assizes, he was found guilty, and sentenced to twelve months’ 
imprisonment with hard labour. 

The dietary adopted in the Institution is unchanged. 

Ordinary. — -Breakfast — men — 1 quart of stirabout and J quart of 
new milk ; women — 1|- pint of stirabout and \ quart new milk — every 
morning. Dinner — men and women — 1 quart Irish stew — two days 
a week ; working men — 1 quart meat soup, with vegetables, &c., and . 
12 ozs. bread; women and idle men — 1 quart meat soup, with 8 ozs. 
bread — two days a week ; working men — 1 pint rice milk with 12 ozs. 
bread ; women and idle men — 1 pint rice milk with 8 ozs. bread — 3 days 
a week. Supper — working men — 1 pint milk porridge or cocoa, £lb. 
bread ; women and idle men — 1 pint milk porridge or cocoa, and 6 ozs. 
bread — every evening. 

Hospital. — men and women — 8 ozs. bread, with a pint of tea, coffee, 
or J quart milk, &c. — every morning. Dinner — men and women — 8 ozs. 
bread or 3 lbs. potatoes, with 8 ozs. chop or steak, and vegetables ; or 
8 ozs. bread with a pint of beef tea, or J quart milk, &c. — every day. 
Supper — men and women — 6 ozs. bread with a pint of tea, coffee, or 
J quart milk, &c. — every evening. 

Whey, arrowroot, eggs, wine, porter, or other medical comforts as may 
be ordered by the medical officers, with or without any of the foregoing 
diets. 

Quantity of Food consumed in the Asylum during the Year. — Beef, 
13,614 lbs.; Australian tinned beef, 5,282 lbs. ; Australian tinned mutton, 
1,302 lbs. ; ox heads, 528 ; bread, 118,260 lbs. ; oatmeal, 1,633 stones; 
meal, 1,104 stones; flour, 179 stones; potatoes, 8,664 stones; salt, 290 
stones ; rice, 541 J stones ; tea, 501 J lbs. ; sugar, 2,362 lbs. ; butter, 868| 
new milk, 17,471 gals. ; buttermilk, 48 gals.; arrowroot, 161 lbs.; extract 
of beef, 10 J lbs. ; eggs, 50 doz. ; fish, 84 lbs. ; herrings, 25 J doz. ; wine, 
393 J pints ; straw, 312 \ cwts. ; coal, 214 tons ; pepper, 14 lbs. 

The total expenditure in 1874 was £5,623 5s., from which deducting 
£178 5s. lid. casual receipts, £5,444 19s. Id. remained as the actual 
charge on the district, comprising the counties of Sligo and Leitrim, being 
at the rate of £19 0s. 9 \d.- per head for the year. 

The auditor reported to us that the books were kept with great precision 
and in a very praiseworthy mode by the clerk, and all moneys duly 
accounted for with separate receipts. 
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The farm of the Sligo Asylum, 36 acres, is cultivated in a superior Sligo 
manner and has been all through very remunerative, the net profit last District 

year was £222 3s. 4<7. . . . As ^ 

The attending Governors of the Sligo Asylum are unremitting in their 
anxiety for the welfare of the Institution, and liberal in their views where 
the comfort of the inmates is in question. The establishment is occasion- 
ally visited by members of the Board between meetings, irrespective of 
monthly inspections.

WATERFORD DISTRICT ASYLUM. Waterford 

District 

This institution was much overcrowded during the past year, particu- Asylum. 
larly with females, and we regret must continue so till the projected 
additions for 80 inmates are finished. 

On the 31st December, 1873, the total number of patients was 222 — 

104 males, 118 females ; in the subsequent year, or that under consider- 
ation, 36 men and 47 females were received, thus raising the aggregate 
under treatment to 305 — of whom, prior to the 1st of January, 1875, 33 
were discharged cured, and 2 improved, constituting an average of re- 
coveries on admissions of 39-70, and on the daily number in Asylum of 
12 - 20 . 

The deaths amounted to 18, or 5-90 on the total in the house. One 
occurred from suicidal impulse, in a patient who sharpened and secreted 
a piece of iron he found on the farm, with which, when at work, he in- 
flicted a deep wound in his throat and stomach, the fatal result being 
instantaneous ; a verdict by a coroner’s jury acquitted the attendants in 
charge of blame. 

Classified as to their mental state the curable constituted more than 
one-half of the patients, they numbering 124, as against lunatics incurable 
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106, exclusive of 22 epileptic and congenital idiots ; tlie actual convales 
cents were set down at 38. 

A very considerable portion of the inmates has been industriously 
occupied, over two-thirds, 88 men and 92 women, the former mainly on 
the farm, 1 8 acres, and in the gardens, as well as in assisting the servants 
the latter in domestic avocations, knitting, sewing, quilting, the laundry, 
&c. ; facilities for amusement are liberally afforded in dancing, music 
cards, walking excursions to the sea side, visiting places in the neighbour- 
hood, and in a supply of illustrated periodicals and papers ; it is needless 
almost to observe that in this, as may be said as a rule in other district 
asylums, mechanical restraint has not been employed. 

The dietary scale is as follows : — 

Ordinary. — Breakfast — Stirabout and milk — 8 ozs. oatmeal in quart 
stirabout, ^ quart new milk. Dinner — Bread, beef, and soup — Sunday, 
Tuesday, and Thursday ; bread and milk on Monday, Wednesday, Fri- 
day, and Saturday ; males — 10 ozs. bread; females 7 ozs. ; beef, 8 ozs., 
in quart of soup, bread, and ^ quart of milk — 3 lbs. potatoes each, instead 
of bread, on milk days. Supper — Bread and cocoa — males 8 ozs. bread ; 
females, 7 ozs. ; cocoa, ^ oz., sugar f oz., in 1 pint, with ^ pint of milk. 

Extra. — Breakfast — Bread, butter, eggs, tea, and cocoa— males, 8 ozs. 
bread ; females, 7 ozs. ; tea, £ oz., cocoa, £ oz., sugar, oz., milk, £ pint, 
butter, 1 oz. Dinner — Bread, mutton, beef-tea, &c. — bread, 8 ozs. ; 
mutton, 8 ozs. Supper — Bread, butter, and tea — tea, ^ oz., sugar f oz., 
butter, 1 oz., | pint of milk. 

Hospital. — Diet consists of whatever may be ordered by the physicians 
in each individual case. 

Quantity of Food consumed in the Asylum during the Year. — Beef, 
8,454 lbs.; mutton, 2,281 lbs.; ox heads, 472; bread, 114,302 lbs.; 
oatmeal, 2,188 stones; flour, 3 stones; potatoes, 2,226 stones; beef houghs, 
11,962 lbs. ; rice, 103 stones; tea, 679 lbs. ; sugar, 5,869 lbs. ; coffee, 
1 lb.; cocoa, 2,460 lbs.; butter, 1,350 lbs. ; new milk, 9,247 gals.; butter- 
milk, 3,153 gals. ; eggs, 293 doz. ; fish, 112 lbs. ; beer and porter, 
12,610 pints; wine 140 pints ; whiskey and brandy, 115 pints ; straw, 
292^ cwts. ; coal, 167 tons. 

We have every reason to express satisfaction with the mode in which 
the Waterford Asylum has been conducted during the past twelve months; 
a satisfaction which the Board equally entertains ; the officers have been 
sedulous in the performance of their duties, while the attendants have been 
represented to us as well conducted, and kindly in their intercourse with 
the inmates ; the interior of the house in detail we found in a creditable 
state, as regards order, good ventilation and neatness, and though so in- 
conveniently thronged, the patients have been particularly healthful. 

Numbered according to religion, there were at the close of the year, 
between both sexes, 228 Roman Catholics and 14 Protestants. 

The expenditure for the past year was at the rate of £22 6s. 8 d. a head, 
all items of outlay included, and the total cost £5,251 0s. Qd. 

In his report the auditor expressed to us great satisfaction with the 
mode in which the books of the institution were kept by the clerk, no 
error or irregularity of payment having appeared in them; all the items 
of payment were duly vouched. 

The Board of Governors carefully look after the welfare of the insti- 
tution ; 1 4 meetings were held by them during the year, from four to five 
members averaging the attendance ; on each occasion the house was in- 
spected and favourably reported on.

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INSPECTORS’ MINUTES OF INSPECTION. 



Antkim— Belfast. 

At this date there are 370 patients in the Belfast Asylum, or within 
10 of the maximum number, of whom 205 are males, and 165 females. 
There are 4 inmates less than at the close of the year. 

I inspected the whole establishment in detail, and am happy to report 
very favourably of the condition which it presents. 

The various apartments occupied by the patients are orderly and well 
ventilated. The bedding is good and ample, and at the same time the 
personal apparel of the men and women alike in excellent repair, better 
than I have hitherto occasionally noticed it to be. A great improve- 
ment has been effected by the panelling now so general throughout the 
house which in the first instance I strongly recommended for the approval 
of ' the Board, as well as by the exterior and interior painting of the 
woodwork. 

Of the 370 patients it is satisfactory to state, that 4 only are in hos- 
pital, and none under restraint even of the mildest character. Of the 
males I find 101 are industriously occupied out of doors, and of the 
women 1 1 2 in the workrooms. 

The provisions which I saw were of good quality, and I understand 
they are all well supplied by the respective contractors. 

The visits of the extern officers are duly entered. 

March 10, 1874. 

I inspected the Belfast Lunatic Asylum this day. I visited every 
part of the house and saw all the patients, the several day-rooms, dormi- 
tories, and corridors are kept very clean and are well ventilated, many of 
them have been lately papered and varnished, which together with tie 
prints on the walls tend to give them a most homely and comfortable 
appearance. The patients particularly on the female side of the house 
were industriously employed, and all were tranquil and quiet, none 
being under restraint or in seclusion. Their sanitary condition is also very 
satisfactory, none being confined to bed labouring under bodily disease. 
The hospital is in most creditable order. Dr. Steuart reports to me that 
the attendants both males and females are very attentive to their duties. 
The extern officers are regular in their attendance, j 
March 30, 1874. 



On my present inspection of the Belfast District Asylum there are 
22 inmates in it beyond the number at my last visit on the 10th of 
March, or 8 beyond the proper accommodation, which amounts to 380 — 
the males now reach 218, the females 170 — making a total of 388 — 165 
are chargeable to the county of Antrim, 210 to Belfast, and 13 to Car- 
rickfergus. The sanitary state of the house continues highly satisfactory, 
4 patients only being confined to bed from indisposition, and in each 
case of a mild character — none are under restraint. I saw all the in- 
mates and consider them to be carefully and judiciously attended to 
both professionally and morally. Some few are simply imbecile and 
quiet, who with a little care might be well treated in union work- 
houses. 
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The rate in aid from the Treasury of 4s. a head per week, should not 
be an inducement to send persons to the Asylum, unless bona fide 
lunatics • so on principle I think the Governors should exercise great 
discretion in admissions, to guard against an abuse of Government 
liberality. The clothing of the patients, both male and female, is good ; 
but 1 think the male attendants should be more particular in regard to 
general tidiness of appearance. The various day-rooms, corridors, and 
dormitories are clean and Orderly. I would desire a fuller ventilation 
in the refractory divisions No. 2 and No. 6 — the terminal windows do not 
admit sufficient air. The domestic offices are in good repair — a kitchen- 
range is however much needed, and I would suggest that a suitable one 
be provided before the winter sets in. The grates in the subsidiary cook- 
houses are also worn out. I understand from the Resident Physician 
that there has been a deficient supply of water during the past month. 
To avoid the danger of a continued dearth, it would be advisable to 
secure a constant supply by means of gravitation from the borough 
reservoir. . 

The external officers appear to visit regularly. The food which I 
saw cooked was of a very fair quality, and which they partook of in a 
very orderly manner. 

July 23, 1874. 



On my inspection of the Belfast Lunatic Asylum this day I have to 
report that I found every part of the institution in very creditable 
condition, the several day-rooms, corridors, and dormitories were par- 
ticularly clean and well ventilated. I saw all the patients who appear 
to be taken excellent care of in all respects, their sanitary state being 
very satisfactory. They were at dinner during my visit, the food was of 
good quality and well served. The band played several airs, and I was 
glad to observe that with one exception the performers were patients, 
who appeared to take great delight in their occupation, playing wonder- 
fully well. The visits of the external officers are regular, and. the 
Resident Physician reports most favourably of the conduct of the attend- 
ants and domestic servants. 

August 19, 1874. 



I find the general condition of the Belfast District Asylum to be 
satisfactory, and the patients who as a body are remarkably healthy, 
carefully attended to in their various divisions, both at the male and 
female side of the house. Of the total at the present date under treat- 
ment, 377, 6 are confined to bed from bodily indisposition, but not 
of a serious character. The refractory department on my visit in July 
I considered to be ill ventilated, it is materially improved since then in 
regard to wholesome fresh air, but I could desire to see it rendered a 
little more comfortable. The day-room requires some additional furniture, 
there is no flagging between the fire and boarding at least none sufficient 
to guard against casualties. 

The late fire which occurred in a southern Asylum but which provi- 
dentially was checked before much loss resulted, ought serve as a warning 
not only in procuring an adequate supply of water here, but the means 
of rendering it useful when needed. 

In winter weather when the patients are out of doors either for 
exercise or employment on the grounds, I think it would be advisable 
that no coming into the house (as is the case in some other Asylums), 
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they should have canvas shoes for internal wear as thus not only the 
inmates themselves would be made more comfortable, but the day-rooms 
and corridors maintained with more cleanliness. The ordinary regula- 
tions for the management of the institution appear to be duly attended 
to. 

December 4, 1874. 



Armagh. 

January, 6, 1874. — One of the Inspectors visited the Asylum, and 
attended the Board meeting. 

As hitherto the Asylum is very much overcrowded, particularly at 
the male side, by fully 30 patients ; in fact, I may say there is a melan- 
choly want of sleeping accommodation, and as to proper classification 
there is no provision for it. Still on the whole the house is in a healthy 
state, and the inmates carefully attended to. 

On my return to Dublin I shall endeavour to expedite the commence- 
ment of works too long deferred. Unfortunately the opposition of the 
Board to the purchase of a few acres of land, much needed at the north- 
easterly or male side, has thrown back the building operation. 

The present number of patients amount to 176, 103 men and 73 
women. 

April 17, 1874. 

November 26, 1874. — One of the Inspectors visited the Asylum to 
meet the Committee on Buildings. 



Ballinasloe. 

Visited and found the house at the female side generally speaking in 
good order, and the patients cleanly and well dressed. The male divi- 
sions in the old buildings are becoming worn up, and thus have a more 
neglected appearance than is desirable. The apparel of the epileptic and 
imbecile classes needs renovation. I regret that the recommendations 
made by me on my last inspection with reference to improving the light- 
someness and airiness of the corridors on the ground floors in No. 1 and 5 
corridors has not been adopted by the Board. I suggested it on the 
score of salubrity and ventilation, for the passage is gloomy and much 
used, and by no means sufficiently airy. The sanitary state of the 
institution is highly satisfactory, and I am happy to recognise the care 
bestowed on the inmates both in their medical and general treatment. 
Now that dry weather and long days may be looked forward to, I think 
it well worthy the attention of the Governors to improve the sewerage 
which could not be sufficiently effected during the winter months, and 
if then undertaken must necessarily be much more expensive. 

February 7, 1874. 

On inspection of the Ballinasloe Asylum I find it at present date to 
contain 372 patients — 221 males and 151 females. Of the total, 212 
belongs and are chargeable to the county, and 32 to the town of Galway, 
the remainder, 128, to the county Roscommon. On my last visit, 7th 
February, there were 1 6 inmates less than now. The house at large, in 
a sanitary point of view, is satisfactory, 6 persons only confined to bed 
from bodily disease ; 2 of them are mentioned as not likely to live more 
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than an hour or two. I think it highly expedient that here as elsewhere 
in well organized establishments, there should be some screen between 
the beds of patients when in articulo mortis to prevent the depressing 
influence on others. 

I am informed by the Resident Physician that the sewerage is much 
improved though far from being perfect ; no report however from the 
county surveyor has been made in regard to it. With reference to the 
improvements suggested by me on the occasion of my last two visits, 
I regret that no action whatever has been taken by the Board ; believing 
them to be expedient I directed the attention of the Governors to them. 
A Treasury allowance in aid of Lunatic Asylums will be soon made to 
the support of these institutions, owing to the great expense entailed on 
districts for the liberal and proper maintenance of the insane,, an allow- 
ance which no doubt will be calculated on actual expenditure in further- 
ance of the above object. 

May 18, 1874. 



September, 1874. — One of the Inspectors visited the Asylum. 



I regret it was not in my power to attend the Board Meeting yesterday 
as I had intended, but was detained in Dublin on special business in the 
forenoon. With the members of the Board as well as -with all acquainted 
with Dr. Eaton, the late Resident Physician to this Asylum, I cannot 
but express sorrow at his death, as independent of his professional ser- 
vices he evinced an unvariable kindness towards the patients under his 
care since the date of his appointment in June, 1859. 

The general condition of the institution on minute examination into 
the different departments is satisfactory, particularly in regard to the 
inmates themselves ; the day-rooms I found of good temperature and 
well ventilated ; the wearing apparel plentiful, and the bedding good. 
Some of the corridors were cold and damp, and require more firing, 
particularly those that are flagged. The food obtained from the con- 
tractors I consider to be of excellent quality. I have requested the 
Matron, Mrs. Barrett, and the Storekeeper to visit the different corridors 
as frequently as they conveniently can, until the appointment of a 
successor to the late Resident Physician ; meanwhile Dr. Burke will 
take special charge of the health of the inmates, and Dr. Rutherford 
render any necessary assistance. 

December 15, 1874. 



Carlow. 

I this day visited the Carlow Asylum and found the establishment 
considering it at present in its transition state unfinished and still in 
the hands of the contractor, in a satisfactory state. The patients as a 
body are very healthy and apparently carefully attended to. 

Pebi'uary 4, 1874. 



1 isited the Asylum, containing this day 106 male patients, and 94 
females, chargeable in the aggregate, 85 to Carlow, and 115 to Kildare 
c °un 3 . I find them duly attended to. The various apartments allo- 
ca e to their uses are clean, orderly, and well ventilated. Two males 
ar , e , con ‘ ine( i to bed from bodily infirmity ; no female ; and none of 
C1 ler sex un der restraint. More women namely 54, are industriously 
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occupied than men, only 38. I think employment however trivial is 
expedient in institutions for the insane. The attendance of extern 
officers is regular, and I am glad to observe that the recent contract for 
provisions is better carried out than the former, particularly in the most 
important article of bread. 

April 30, 1874. 



In the absence of the Resident Physician now on leave, I made a 
minute inspection of the Carlow Asylum this day. I find it in an 
orderly condition, and the various departments clean and well ventilated. 
There are at present 201 patients in the Asylum, 112 chargeable to 
Kildare, and 89 to Carlow ; the aggregate of males being 108, of females 
93. The sanitary state of the house is particularly good, 3 inmates 
only being confined to bed, none under restraint of any form. I think 
the beds in many of the old associated sleeping rooms, as well as in the 
cells are completely worn out, and should be renewed, now that the 
interior buildings are all but finished. I trust the Asylum in point of 
neatness and a little domestic ornamentation will be improved. The 
walls both in the day-rooms and corridors are made cheerless, very 
unlike what is to be seen at the neighbouring institutions of Kilkenny, 
Mary boro’, Waterford, &c. 

September 17, 1874. 



Castlebar. 

I this day and yesterday minutely inquired into the condition of the 
Mayo District Asylum, which, generally speaking, I consider to be very 
satisfactory ; certainly so as regards the treatment both moral and 
medical of the inmates, who now amount to an aggregate of 222, of 
whom 132 are males, and 90 females. . . 

The house being originally constructed for 250 patients in equal 
proportion between the sexes, the men predominate by 7 above their 
legitimate proportion, while within the last six years there has been a 
steady annual increase of 8 persons, It is hence clear with the large 
population of the district, 246,000, that the greatest precaution should 
be used by the Board of Governors in the admission of applicants, which 
should be limited as much as possible to' urgent and curable cases. Of 
this existing number under treatment, 1 patient only is confined to bed 
from bodily illness (erysipelas), and none in seclusion or under restraint 

of any kind. , 

The corridors and dormitories all through the building are elm, 
orderly and well ventilated, with a wholesome temperature. The 
bedding is good and ample. The day-room appears to me much too 
crowded. The difficulty admits of an easy solution at the female side, 
as on consultation with the Resident Medical Superintendent, we both 
fully are of opinion, that a dormitory in front and on the ground flooi 
might be converted into an auxiliary day-room, with benefit to the less 
noisy and troublesome of the refractory class. _ . 

At the male side, the large oblong room formerly consisting of work- 
shops (but with the partition walls now thrown down), affords a certain 
amount of accommodation but not quite sufficient, it will however be 
ample when the adjoining room is added to it, as proposed by • 
Edmondson. The apartment itself however needs considerable im- 
provement, it is unceild, unplastered, and unfinished, without any 
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suitable furniture or convenience ; if panelled to the height of four 
feet it would make a very suitable day-room ; as the rain beats in when 
the weather is wet and boisterous, as exemplified both to-day and 
yesterday, there being quite a pool of water near the door, the Resi- 
dent Physician agrees with me in thinking that a porch with a side 
door into the airing-yard is highly advisable. I cannot but regard the 
additional sleeping accommodation effected by the late arrangement of 
Doctor Edmundson as highly satisfactory. 

The provisions which I examined were of good quality, and I find the 
extern officers are regular in their attendance. I am happy to learn 
that the servants and attendants are well conducted, and attentive to 
their duties. 

April 2, 1874. 



Inspected the Castlebar District Lunatic Asylum this day, and have 
to report very favourably on its general condition. The several corridors, 
dormitories, and day-rooms are clean, orderly, and well ventilated, as also 
the kitchen, laundry, and bathrooms. On going over the female divi- 
sion I could not but observeffhe overcrowded state of the refractory day- 
room, this ought to be obviated as nothing tends so much to render 
refractory patients more so than overcrowding, as they jostle and irritate 
each other ; Doctor Edmundson tells me he can lessen the number in 
this division by selecting the more tranquil, and transferring them to 
another division. 

On the male side I find the Resident Physician has effected a great 
improvement by throwing three workshops that were not required into 
one, and thus affording day -room accommodation for all the male patients, 
this being done without the expense of skilled labour, which in my 
opinion should be done as much as possible in such establishments. 

On the female side T observed on the untidy state of the airing courts 
and laundry-yard. The Doctor accounted for this by stating it was his 
wish that the entire should be under grass, as many of the patients in 
that division were epileptics, and were less likely to be injured when they 
fall on grass than on ground. 

I am informed that a male patient effected his escape during last 
night, owing to neglect of duty on the part of the night watchman, 
who during the night entered the patient’s cell, and while conversing 
with. him fell asleep, and while in that state the patient quietly took his 
keys from him, locked him up in the cell, and let himself out into the 
engine-yard, when he scaled the wall and escaped across the farm, 
lhers are at present four keepers in pursuit of him, and due notice has 
been given to the Constabulary. The case will be brought under the 
notice of the Governors at their next meeting. 

The attendance of the extern officers is regular. 

August 22, 1874. 



Clonmel. 

On my present inspection of the Clonmel District Asylum, I find it 
m its ordinary satisfactory state, the number of patients being 8 more 
than at the date of my last visit in September, which now amounts to 
between both sexes, of whom 195 are males, and 161 females. I 
legret to add from personal examination that fully 80 per cent, afford 
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little hopes of recovery — in fact tlie institution is a Chronic Hospital 
for insane including 33 epileptics. 

The sanitary condition of the house is particularly favourable, 4 men 
and 3 women being confined to bed, and only one of them from acute 
bodily disease — no patient is under restraint. In the course of the 
coming month the proposed purchase of land as agreed to by the Board 
will be made. I cannot but express my regret that at least another 
acre is not to be procured, and I make no do.ubt but the Governors 
themselves will find, that the limitation of land to less than an acre will 
prove an oversight. The connecting strip of ground should be spacious 
enough to allow the erection of a chapel, between the upper and lower 
Asylums. A structure that ere long will have to be made — the extra 
cost, of an acre would I doubt amount to £200. If I did not feel the 
loss ultimately certain to ensue from the want of space referred to by 
me, I should not allude to the subject on the present occasion. 

January 27 and 28, 1874. 



The Clonmel District Lunatic Asylum for the North and South 
Ridings of the County Tipperary appears to me in a very satisfactoiy 
state in its various details. I consider the inmates of both sexes to be 
alike carefully attended to. They number in the aggregate 362 or 6 
more than at the period of my last inspection in J anuary — being now 
195 men and 167 women — 140 of the total under treatment are charge- 
able to the North Riding, and 222 to the South, proportionally to 
population the former has more accommodation in the institution than 
the latter. From neither riding however is there any outstanding 
application. 

The sanitary condition of the Asylum is particularly favourable, 5 
individuals only, 2 males and 3 females being confined to bed from 
indisposition, none being under any form of mechanical restraint save 
one man, who being very violent and of sudden and dangerous impulse, 
lias a protection strap on his arms slightly diminishing freedom of 
action. The day-rooms, corridors, and sleeping apartments are clean, 
orderly, and well ventilated. I think however, there is not only a 
deficiency of water closets, but that the exterior ones need improvement 
urgently in their structure, the water supply being ample, the remedy is 
attainable. 

The bath-rooms are insufficient as well as the lavatories in the lower 
house particularly. 

I am glad to learn that the patients are industriously occupied to a 
considerable extent, and that all are much out of doors. The divisional 
statement books as kept by the different head attendants are very 
creditable, so much so that I shall have the system adopted in other like 



institutions. 

Now that the Commissioners of Control have applied for the specified 
sums as proposed to be necessary by the Board of Governors at their 
last meeting, it is to be hoped speedy progress will be made in effecting 
the desired communication between the two blocks of buildings the old 
and new, and by which a certain economy as already referred to will 
be secured. It will however be necessary to re-arrange the laundry and 
kitchens. 

The visits of the extern officers continue to be most regular. 

I have requested the resident Physician to pay particular attention to 
the statute and Privy Council rules regulating District Asylums in 
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Ireland, so as to avoid all trouble to those connected -with their control, 
and management. Any requirements of the Board will be carefully and 
promptly looked after by the Inspectors, be it monetary or other, but 
they should be conveyed in a regular and legal form as prescribed. 

June 20, 1874, 



There are at this date 3S6 patients in the Clonmel District Asylum 
or 6 less than were in it on my last inspection, June 20. This state of 
accommodation is satisfactory as it indicates that no pressure for ad- 
mission exists, and further that with the exercise of a due discrimination 
the institution will be equal to the wants of the county. 

The sanitary, condition of the inmates is particularly favourable in 
fact but for a few cases (females) confined to bed from debility consequent 
on old age, there would not be a single person in the infirmaries. 

The houses both upper and lower alike are clean, orderly, and well 
ventilated, the bedding appears to me of very good quality, and the 
various articles of food which I examined unexceptionable. Getting 
meat in quarters I think a better arrangement than in small portions. 

The flagging in the upper house in some parts requires to be renovated 
as I pointed out to Dr. Gelston. The books not only those prescribed 
by the Privy Council, but those specially used here are kept with great 
accuracy. 

On personal examination of the patients I consider that almost all are 
fit subjects for regular asylum treatment. 

The extern officers duly visit. 

September 21, 1874. 



Cork. 

At this date 6th April, 1874, there are 705 patients in the Cork 
District Asylum. At the same date in 1873 the number was 644 thus, 
within a year there has been an increase of 61, while in 1870 the highest 
number under treatment did not exceed at any time 602. The admis- 
sions during the past three months amounted to 44, in the same period 
of 1873, to 32. On comparing the recoveries, discharges, and deaths, 
annually for five years, I find one year with another they bear an 
approximate proportion with the relative annual number of inmates. 
The inference from the above necessarily must be that with time there 
will be a greater pressure on the accommodation offered in the Asylum, 
and hence a more cautious exercise in the power of admission should be 
adopted particularly by magistrates when committing alleged lunatics as 
dangerous, many of them being simply idiotic or demented from infirm- 
ities of old age, and who very frequently become fixtures for life, not 
only to the partial exclusion of curable cases, but also to the inconve- 
niences and increased expenditures of the institution. 

The exact provision as originally intended on the construction of this 
Asylum, was for 500 beds, an old residence standing on the ground was 
utilized by way of infirmary for 26 beds, while subsequently two hos- 
pitals, one already occupied for 50 males, and tho other now nearly 
completed for a like proportion of females, will when finished raise the 
total accommodation to 626 beds, allowing sufficient cubic space for 
each; but as matters stand then and at this moment 78 inmates, in 
excess, allowing even the hospitals to constitute a portion of the general 

r 
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accommodation for ordinary lunatics, and not for exceptional cases of 
bodily disease or for epidemic affections, such as from small-pox, cholera, 
&c., &c. 

The proposed additions to the main buildings as adopted by the 
Governors, and approved of by a deputation from the last Grand Jury, 
cannot fail to meet all reasonable requirements provided a due discrim- 
ination be used with regard to admissions. 

The 705 patients now under treatment, the males amount to 375, the 
females to 330— of the aggregate 175 are chargeable to the city of 
Cork, 82 being men and 93 women ; to the county 530 — 293 males and 
237 females. A disparity exists in respect to their mutual proportion 
between the sexes in the city and county, insanity appearing to he 
more prevalent among women in the city, and mainly as I am informed 
from dissipation and drunkenness, while the reverse obtains amongst the 
rural proportion. 

With reference to curability it is to be regretted that here as well as 
in all similar institutions doubtful and incurable cases far exceed those 
likely to recover, at the same time every means for ameliorating the 
condition of both classes should be alike considerately regarded, and I 
cannot but anticipate, that the action now being taken by the Board, 
will be productive of the best results as to tending to greater comforts, 
and a more efficient system of classification. 

The sanitary condition of the house is satisfactory as indicated by 
the fact, that only 6 patients (not one per cent.) are confined to bed 
from bodily indisposition, and none in seclusion. 

The day-rooms dormitories with an ample supply of bedding, and 
corridors are clean and orderly, and I am happy to notice an improve- 
ment in their general aspect by the introduction of prints, casts, &c., 
and such like cheap ornamentation. 

The airing yards however maintain their former unseemly and neglected 
appearance which it is to be hoped projected improvements may materially 
alter. It is agreeable to one to find that the Governors have acted on 
different suggestions which from time to time I have submitted for 
their consideration in respect to an enlarged provision for the lunatic 
poor of the district, and to other matters connected with the wellbeing 
of the institution for which they evince so continuous an interest. 

The various articles of consumption bread, meat, &c., seems all of 
good quality, and as usual the visits of the extern officers are regular 
and duly entered. 

April 6, 1874. 



My visit of inspection to the Cork District Asylum on the present 
occasion has reference especially to its structural condition, and the 
accommodation which with a due regard to sanitary statistics it fairly 
affords. Thus to see how far the intended provision by the Board of 
Governors can be converted to a satisfactory result. There are just now 
in the house 701 lunatic inmates, while the proper number on recognised 
principles in respect to dormitory and day-room space or area which 
ought be afforded to each person, should not be more than about 620. 
In some sleeping rooms Tor example where there ought to be from five 
to 600 cubic feet at least to a bed, there are so few as 340 and with a 
very indifferent ventilation. 

The ventilation however admits of prompt remedial improvement. 
The proposed conditions it is calculated will be sufficient for 200 patients 
in excess of the normal existing provision. Thus raising the future 
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total beds to about 800, including those in the hospitals. The Com- 
missioners of Control, as the plans of the architect employed by the 
Board have been forwarded to them, will give the subject immediate 
consideration, and duly communicate with the Governors. 

The female infirmary now nearly completed, and constructed for 40 
patients appears to be substantially built and interiorly well finished by 
the contractor, but as a whole the frontage is not uniform. 

The projecting day-rooms at the male side having each but one small 
window while those at the female side and of equal size have two. The 
bricks also at either side are not of equal quality or like colour. The 
old hospital in juxtaposition and capable of being converted to very 
useful purposes, is as it now stands quite an eyesore ; the outer walls 
dingy and dilapidated, need repair and refacing ; as to the levelling of 
the grounds about it must be a question of time being to be effected by 
the inmates. 

The present state of the Asylum has been truly in a sanitary point of 
view, there being an almost total immunity from bodily affections, I 
consider satisfactory, but I notice a want of water in some of the 
divisions. This want requires now in the summer months immediate 
alteration so as to obviate its continuation. The patients as a body are 
quiet and orderly, more so at the male than at the female side. The 
great warmth of the weather no doubt affecting the sexes differently. 

The day-rooms, dormitories, and corridors all through the institution 
are clean and regular. 

June 24, 1874. 



I find the Cork Lunatic Asylum on my present as on late inspec- 
tions, to be maintained with a due regard to the wellbeing of the 
inmates and its general interior economy. Tim various divisions both 
at the male and female side of the house are clean and orderly. The 
sanitary state of the patients I consider to be particularly good, 5 men 
and 4 women only being confined to bed from bodily indisposition, and 
none under restraint. Erom visit to visit I cannot fail to notice the 
increase of the inmates of this establishment who now amount to 721 
as against 710 on the 24th June. I look forward however to the pro- 
posed enlargement of the buildings for which Treasury advances are 
ordered to the amount of £12,000, as calculated to meet the present 
overcrowded state of the Asylum as well as future legitimate require- 
ments, provided magistrates do not commit individuals as dangerously 
insane without due inquiry, and on just grounds. I examined minutely 
in detail with Dr. Eames, the Resident Medical Superintendent, the 
various departments kitchen, laundries, stores, &c., and pointed out to 
him such alterations and improvements as appeared to me advisable. 
The visits of the external officers, Physican, Chaplains, &c., are regular. 
November 23, 1874. 



Downpatrick. 

On my inspection of the Downpatrick District Asylum I find there 
arc on the books 162 males and 105 females making a total of 267. I 
have seen them all and am quite satisfied from their appearance that 
they are carefully and judiciously treated, being cleanly in their person 
and well clad. They were with very few exceptions tranquil and 
orderly, none being in seclusion or under restraint.

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The sanitary state of the house is most satisfactory none being con- 
fined to bed from bodily ailments. 

On passim* through the several day-rooms and corridors 1 could not 
but observe how very clean and orderly they were kept, being well 
ventilated and presenting a homely and cheerful appearance given to 
them by the several prints hung on the walls. Dr. Tyner drew my 
attention to the new water-closets which are a great improvement on 
the old and are best of the kind I have seen anywhere. I have 
Suggested to the Doctor placing the legs of the bedsteads m wooden 
sockets to save the floors of the wards from being torn when the beds 
are moved, also a side window in each shower hath, that the patients 
may be seen during their bath by the attendant, this is necessary in 
case of their fainting. 

March 28, 1874. 



In the absence of Dr. Tyner, but accompanied by Dr. Maconchy 
and the assistant Resident Physician, I have this day made a minute in- 
spection of the Down District Asylum, which at present contains between 
both sexes 257 lunatics, of whom 160 are males and 97 females all ap- 
parently most carefully attended to, well clad and cleanly. The interior 
of the house is in excellent order, the day-rooms, corridors, and dormi- 
tories are particularly well ventilated, and nothing can be more credit- 
able than the state of the bedding. In a sanitary point of view the 
institution at large is much favoured, only two of the inmates being 
confined to bed in hospital. There are some points m the general 
economy of the Asylum to which I would direct the attention of the 
Board of Governors. I think the middle small day-rooms on either 
side of the house should be wainscotted, as m the case of all the other 
apartments, the walls or rather the flashing m them is hoi low, and 
requires as I understand certain repairs and colouring. In the late y 
erected refractory cells and passages the hot water pipes are dangerously 
exposed, and should be properly fenced against the occurrence oi 

accidents to violent patients. . . . . , 

Sheds in my opinion are absolutely required m the airing yards 
both as a protection from a burning sun in summer and the inclemency 
of winter. The drainage of the male refractory exterior yard is still 



With regard to the coal stores for which at the request of the Board 
itself the Board of Control applied for a loan from the Treasury, the 
amount being granted and for a highly useful object, I would suggest 
to the Governors the propriety of increasing the extent, as it can be 
effected now on terms more advantageous than at a future period, at 
the same time it would be advisable if the sum sought was more than 
necessary, to convert the surplus to the construction of a shed m the 
same yard for farming utensils. , 

The visits of the extern officers are regular. I am happy to report 
for the information of the Board, that the Treasury rate in aid dating 
from the 31st of last March, will I am informed be about a 

sum for the future. 

July 25, 1874. 
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I am happy to have on my present visit of inspection the opportunity 
of reiterating former reports on the satisfactory condition of the Down 
District Asylum, the various departments of which I examined in 
detail. The day-rooms, dormitories, and corridors presented a uniform 
appearance of order, cleanliness, and regularity. The bedding I con- 
sider to be both ample and kept with a becoming neatness, while 
through the house generally a good ventilation and wholesome tem- 
perature were maintained. The sanitary state of the inmates who 
evidence the judicious care bestowed on them is particularly favourable, 
3 only being confined to bed from actual bodily indisposition, and none 
under the semblance of any restraint. The total number amount to 27 8 of 
whom 165 are males and 113 females. The accommodation of the 
Asylum as originally prepared is below its present occupants, hence 
additional provision, particularly for men, is requisite, to which fact I 
readvert that the Governors may take the subject into their earliest 
consideration, and when they can do so under a more economical 
arrangement than possibly at a later period. I would also for a like 
reason bring under their notice the advisability of increasing the farm 
by the purchase of land as suggested by me on frequent occasions ; a 
reference to the returns of farm expenditure and receipts in the different 
district lunatic establishments of Ireland as given in the late report 
of the Inspectors, will best elucidate the advantage of my recommend- 
ation. 

Within the last week the Board of Control has approved of the take 
of 36 acres at Sligo on a requisition from the Governors there. 

The kitchen and laundry departments I find in very good order, a 
plentiful supply of Irish stew being in process of preparation in the 
former. 

The stores too are creditable in all respects, and I was glad to learn 
that the Resident Medical Superintendent at once returned this morn- 
ing to tlie contractor at Belfast, meat which he did not deem equal to 
engagement. 

The visits of the external officers are regular. The ground well culti- 
vated, the front presenting a neat appearance. On inquiring into the 
conduct of the servants and attendants during the year about to expire, 
it was agreeable to find a marked improvement as contrasted with that 
in 1873. 

December 5, 1874. 



Ennis. 

July 29/1874. — One of the Inspectors visited the Asylum, and 
attended an adjourned meeting. 



Enniscorthy. 

inspection of the Enniscorthy District Asylum this day I find 
that there are 131 males and 107 females in the establishment. I saw 
them all ; they appeared to be comfortably clothed, clean in their persons, 
and in all respects carefully and judiciously attended to. Occupations 
and amusements are constantly kept in view, the men (such as are 
capable) are employed on the farm and assisting in keeping the house 
c ean, the women are kept at needlework and laundry work. The 
amusements for the men consist of ballplaying, dancing, and cardplaying 
and .or the women dancing, walking in the country, reading, &c. 
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The sanitary condition of the patients is most satisfactory, none being 
confined to bed, nor are there any under restraint. 

On going through the house I was greatly pleased at the . extreme 
cleanliness and order that pervaded every part of it, the ventilation of 
which is most perfect. The corridors are to a certain extent furnished 
with pictures and flowers, but I should like to see them still more so, 
and quite concur with Doctor Slieill’s idea expressed by him in his last 
report of having a greenhouse for rearing plants in to ornament the day- 
rooms and corridors ; the expense would not be great. 

The books are accurately kept, and are posted up to the day. The 
attendance of the extern officers is regular. 

March 19, 1874. 



1 have simply to report for the information of the Board of Governors 
of this the Enniscortliy District Asylum that in every respect I deem it 
to be conducted in a mode that is highly creditable to all who are locally 
connected with its management. I consider the institution to be in a 
satisfactory state, and fully carrying out the benevolent objects for 
which it was erected. The number of inmates at present in the house 
amounts to 237, being composed of 129 males and 108 females, whose 
requirements both in a social and professional point of view are duly 
attended to. 

The day-rooms, corridors, and dormitories are maintained with order, 
cleanliness, and a full regard to ventilation. The personal clothing and 
bedding of the inmates are ample and of good quality. 

The sanitary state of the house is particularly favourable — in fact no 
person is confined to bed from any serious bodily indisposition, and none 
under restraint or in seclusion. 

It is satisfactory to find that a great county establishment such as 
this is so judiciously conducted as not to leave room for any legitimate 
cause of dissatisfaction as evidenced by the opinion arrived at by the 
last Grand Jury of the county. For my own part and now after an 
official experience of nearly thirty years in the control of institutions 
for the insane, I should indeed regret that any change should take place 
in their local government. 

August 3, 1874. 



My attention was directed by Dr. Sheill to the advantage of an altera- 
tion in reference to the position of a large ash-pit in the main yard. I 
have requested him to bring the subject under the tiotice of the Governors, 
as I consider his proposition particularly good. 

On inspecting the Enniscortliy Asylum this day I find it in a highly 
satisfactory state in every detail of management, and as heretofore the 
patients carefully and judiciously attended to, not one being confined to 
bed out of an aggregate population of 240 — 128 males and 112 females. 
Very many of either sex are industriously occupied. I regret to perceive 
the ceilings in some of the rooms are in a bad condition, and danger- 
ously so from the liability of portions of them falling, which might be 
attended with very serious consequences. The Board, however, has 
taken prompt measures to remedy the evil, but too much caution cannot 
be exercised by the Resident Physician when any bulging appears. Ihe 
visits of the extern officers are regular and duly entered. 

October 17, 1874. 
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Kilkenny. 

On my inspection of the Kilkenny District Lunatic Asylum this day 
I found every part of the establishment in very creditable order ; the 
several day-rooms, corridors, and dormitories are kept very clean, orderly, 
and well ventilated, as also the kitchen and laundry. The hospitals 
are well looked after, and the patients therein are carefully attended to. 
I examined the provisions, which are of good quality. 

There are on the books this day 87 females and 106 males. 

February 14, 1874. 



I inspected the Kilkenny District Asylum this day and find there are 
109 males and 87 females on the books of the establishment, there are 
49 men employed at garden work, farming, shoemaking, carpentry, and 
painting, as also cleaning the house, &c. Of the females there are 63 
employed at needlework, knitting, cleaning house, and laundry work. 

Since my last visit there were admitted 5 males and 4 females, dis- 
charged 1 female, recovered, 1 male relieved, 1 male died and 3 females. 
The general condition of the Asylum is satisfactory as to order, cleanli- 
ness, and ventilation. I called the attention of the Kesident Physician 
and Matron to the untidy state of the laundry yard ; new posts and 
lines are required, and the drying closet wants the wire work round the 
stove to be put in proper order. The sanitary state of the inmates is 
satisfactory, none being confined to bed, nor are there any under restraint. 
The Matron states there are only 2 attendants in the refractory division, 
consisting of 24 patients. This does not appear sufficient, as in the 
temporary absence of one the whole division would be in charge of only 
one attendant. I am of opinion another attendant ought to be provided 
for that division. 

May 2, 1874. 



June 8, 1874. — One of the Inspectors visited the Asylum. 



Inspected, and the establishment presenting its usual appearance of 
extreme cleanliness and order. Its sanitary condition is very satisfactory, 
there being but one male patient confined to bed and none on the 
female side. I was glad to observe that poles have been procured for 
the laundry yard and hope to see them up on my next visit, and that an 
efficient female attendant be employed in the refractory division. The 
number at present on the books are 115 males and 86 females. I ex- 
amined the provisions ; they are of good quality. 

September 1, 1874. 



September 13, 1874. — One of the Inspectors visited the Asylum. 



Doctor Nugent attended on .the 20th October, 1874, to investigate 
the case of Nicholas Downey, a late patient in the Asylum, as to the 
truth ot the accusations made by him against the officers and general 
treatment he experienced while in the Asylum, 1 
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Killaeney. 

I have to report in favourable terms for the information of the Board 
of the Killarney District Asylum so far as the patients are concerned 
and the care bestowed on them ; but as before observed by me on various 
occasions I cannot but bring under the notice of the Governors the 
limited accommodation which the institution affords for the number of 
inmates in it, and which is gradually but distinctly on the increase ; 
the only remedy being an enlargement of the building on the male 
side for from fifty to sixty beds. As it is the men are nearly forty over 
their due proportion, with the approaching alleviation on the rates for 
the maintenance of the insane poor of the country. 

The day-rooms, corridors, and dormitories throughout the house are 
clean, well ventilated, and orderly. I could desire, however, that the 
single sleeping rooms should have more bedsteads, or suitable canvas 
ticking, or frames for epileptics, as very many sleep on beds simply 
placed on the floor. 

The patients, both male and female, as a rule, are comfortably and 
decently attired, but I noticed some few without shoes or stockings who 
are represented to me as unwilling to wear any. I allude to the fact as 
it was made the cause of complaint elsewhere, and one quite discretionary 
in detail. I think some occupation, be it ever so trivial, should be 
devised for the inmates who do not work on the farm, such as keeping 
the airing court and front grounds in nice order. The provisions which 
I examined were of good quality, the meat particularly so. I had occa- 
sion to complain of it on my last visit. 

The soap is very inferior, though a high price is paid for it. The 
sanitary condition of the patients continues as hitherto very favour- 
able. 

The laundry yards have been much improved since my last visit. I 
have directed the attention of the Matron to the advantage of ventilation 
in the laundry, particularly in that portion where the soiled clothes are 
washed. 

April 23, 1874. 



I inspected the Killarney District Lunatic Asylum this day. I find 
there are on the books 161 males and 100 females, being 41 over the 
number the house was constructed for, thus causing the necessity of 
taking an entire corridor and day-room from the female division, which 
renders that side of the house overcrowded, being deprived of 36 beds. . 

This arrangement no doubt was done as a matter of necessity, and it is 
to be hoped only as temporary, as notwithstanding the male side is also 
overcrowded, even to the extent of converting the hospital into an 
ordinary dormitory. 



Letteekenny. 

One of the Inspectors visited the house this day and inspected the 
Beveral day-rooms, sleeping department, stores, and water reservoir.

Londonderry. 

Accompanied by Dr. White, in the absence of the Resident Physician 
on leave, I made this day a very minute inspection of the Londonderry 
District Asylum ; it is agreeable to me to state that its sanitary condi- 
tion is very satisfactory, for out of total of inmates in it, amounting 
between staff attendants and patients to 246 individuals, not one is labour- 
ing under bodily disease, a fact which it must be confessed strongly attests 
the salubrity of the situation. I found the different apartments orderly, 
clean, and well ventilated, viz. : — the day-rooms, dormitories, and cor- 
ridors as occupied by the patients, who in every respect appear to be 
carefully looked after. 

In former Reports and now for many years, I have directed the atten- 
tion of the Governors to the very limited accommodation in this Asylum ; 
originally constructed for about 120 lunatics, it now contains no less 
than 212, without I may say a structural addition, and with only an 
increased, but not well adapted provision for 28 beds, by the conversion 
of the Resident Physician’s house to public purposes. In a well 
organized asylum there should be 600 cubic feet of air at least to each 
ordinary bed, and fully 1,000 to each infirmary bed. With Dr. White 
I measured the size of each associated dormitory, which afford on an 
average barely 430 cubic feet to a bed. Indifferent as is the state of the 
dormitories in regard to atmospheric allowances, that ©f the day-rooms 
is far worse — in a word, there is on the lowest calculation a third less 
available space in this institution than there ought to be. At the date 
of my last inspection there were 199 patients in the Asylum, there are 
212 on the present, than which no stronger evidence can be afforded 
of the absolute necessity of enlarging the institution. 

To dwell on the utter want of domestic conveniences in the house, 
would be a simple repetition of palpable deficiencies frequently brought 
by me under the notice of the Board. I refer to the total absence 
of baths, indoor water-closets, and of lavatories. Under these circum- 
stances, and bearing in view the dilapidated and confined state of the 
kitchen, laundry, and other domestic offices, I think the plan proposed 
by Mr. Wilkinson for a dining-hall, kitchen, and laundry, deserve the 
immediate consideration of the Board. 

As the Governors are so adverse to the erection of a new asylum in a 
more open locality, on the ground of the highly expensive nature of such 
an undertaking, though I may still adhere to the opinions expressed by 
me in a report, dated January 2nd, 1874, I would recommend an 
enlargement of the buildings at either side, for about 80 patients, as a 
speedy solution of all difficulties. On consulting with Dr. White, it 
appears to me that plans can be carried out without any inconvenience 
during their construction to the establishment and its general working, 
which will ultimately be productive of all desirable results. Pending 
the decision of the Board on Mr. Wilkinson’s plans it is needless to 
enter into details. 

July 16, 1874. 
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On my inspection of the Derry District Asylum this day, I found it 
clean, orderly, and well ventilated. The Resident Physician has done 
all he can do for it, but it is in such an over-crowded state at present 
as to cause it to be the most backward asylum in Ireland. I am glad 
to find by this day’s minute, that the Governors are about to take im- 
mediate steps to provide in some way increased accommodation. I have 
seen the plans, and gone over where the alterations and additions are pro- 
posed to be made, and am of opinion that two story buildings in the' rere of 
the yards will shut out both air and light ; consequently rendering them 
unwholesome as airing courts, and interfere with the ventilation of the 
front and side building, besides giving at best, very limited accom- 
modation, there being no day-room or hospital provided for. 

There can be no doubt, but a new building is the only true solution 
of the present difficulties, and I trust the Governors will take this 
alteration into their serious consideration, before spending a large sum 
of money on the present worn out building — any new structure added 
to the present can be but a make-shift.

Reports of Committees of the Grand J ury. 

Spring Assizes, 1874. 

The Committee of the Grand Jury visited the Asylum this day, and 
were well pleased with the condition of the wards and the appearance of 
the inmates. 

March 10, 1874. 



Summer Assizes, 1874. 

We, the Committee of the Grand Jury at Summer Assizes, 1874, 
have this day visited this Asylum, and find the condition of the wards 
clean and well ventilated, and the patients well attended to. Having 
read the Report of Dr. Nugent, we refer particularly to- that portion 
respecting the limited accommodation for the number of patients, and 
the necessity for building additional wards and further extending the 
accommodation of the Institution, and which several matters we recom- 
mend be attended to at once. 

July 22, 1874. 



Maryborough. 

On inspection of the Maryborough District Asylum, I consider it to 
be in very good order, and maintained with a due regard to the comfort 
and well-being of the inmates, who as a body are remarkably healthy 
and tranquil. The day-rooms, corridors, and dormitories, are clean in 
every respect, well ventilated, and of a genial, temperature. 

I think it advisable, that about eight wooden frame bedsteads of the 
improved construction now used in institutions such as this, with canvas 
bottoms, should be procured, both at the male and female sides of the 
house for epileptics. The number of inmates at present amounts to 
216 — 102 belonging to the King’s, and 114 to the Queen’s County; of 
this aggregate 111 are men, and 105 women — the proportions of patients 
both as regards sex and chargeability, being very equal. The visits of 
the extern officers are regular. 

February 23, 1874. 
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X have this day inspected the Maryborough District Lunatic Asylum, 
and have to report very favourably of its condition ; the several day- 
rooms, corridors, and dormitories, being particularly clean, orderly, and 
-well ventilated. The bath-rooms and water-closets are kept clean, and in 
working order. 

The accommodation in the Asylum is for 260. At present there are 
on the books 2-20 patients — males 114, and females 106; 16 vacancies 
for males and 24 for females exist at present. Since the 1st January 
last, there have been admitted 26 patients, viz. : — 16 males and 10 
females; out of this number 10 have been admitted under Magistrates’ 
warrants. Within the above period there have been 18 discharges; of 
these 13 were recoveries, and 5 were taken away by their friends 
as improved. Three males and 2 females have died — 4 of whom were 
over 60 years of age, and 1 over 70 years. 

Males. — Of those employed, there are 24 on the land ; 24 at such as 
pumping water, preparing dining-hall for builders to renew flooring; 
5 in workshop, shoemaking and tailoring; and 20 cleaning house. 
Of the females, 62 are employed in the laundry and at needlework. 
The sanitary state of the establishment is very satisfactory. 

April 27, 1874. 



I have to observe that on my inspection of the Maryborough District 
Asylum this day, I found every part of it in its usual state of order and 
cleanliness. The patients appear to be well cared in all respects, and 
the attendants attentive to their duties. I have again to call the 
attention of the Board of Governors to the fact of the laundry being 
very much too small for the size of the establishment, the number of 
patients having greatly increased since it was built. A scullery is also 
much needed. All the cooking utensils have to be washed in a very 
confined small kitchen. 

July 27, 1874. 



March 14, 1874. — One of the Inspectors visited the Asylum. 



Monaghan. 

I have to report for the information of the local Board of the 
Monaghan District Asylum, that on my present inspection, when I 
minutely inquired into the general state of the Institution no less than 
into that of its inmates, I found the whole establishment to be most satis- 
factorily conducted. The patients are evidently treated both profes- 
sionally and socially with due care and consideration for their 
requirements, while the house interiorly, and the grounds are much 
improved. 

There are at present 304 lunatics in the Asylum — 155 males and 
149 women, chargeable in the aggregate thus — 149 to Monaghan, and 
by a strange coincidence of numbers 155 to Cavan; the latter county 
having in proportion to its population less beds than Monaghan ; how- 
ever, as there are no outstanding applications for admission no incon- 
venience thereby arises. 

A very considerable number of the patients are industriously occupied ; 
53 men out of doors and at handicraft, and 89 women interiorly. There 
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are only 3 individuals confined to bed from bodily disease, or more 
properly speaking from debility of constitution. 

The provisions which. I saw were of good quality, and I understand 
from the storekeeper they are usually so. 

The attendance of the extern officers as judged from their entries is 
regular. 

On former occasions I adverted to the total absence of any approach 
to a proper provision for housing the large quantity of fuel consumed 
in this Institution — a neglect to erecting sheds, or excavating suitable 
vaults is productive of serious loss ; for as I have already observed, 
the open exposure of coal in a climate such as this, must of necessity 
deteriorate and largely, the heating and lighting qualities of the article, 

February 28, 1874. 



I inspected every paid; of the Asylum this day, and saw all the 
patients. There are at present on the books 306 patients — 153 males 
and 153 females, leaving 34 vacancies. On reference to the books I 
find there were admitted during the year 1873, 110 patients ; discharged 
50 ; deaths 28. The general condition of the inmates is very satisfactory, 
being cleanly in their persons and well clad. The males are chiefly 
employed on the farm, some in shoemaker’s shop, others tailoring and 
carpentry, and also cleaning the house. The women are chiefly em- 
ployed sewing, assisting in the laundry and kitchen, and other women’s 
work through the establishment. Their amusements are not neglected, 
as they walk through the grounds when the weather permits, they play 
cards, and have musical instruments. The several dormitories, day- 
rooms, and corridors, are kept exceedingly clean and well ventilated. 
The refractory divisions on both sides are in most creditable order. I 
was greatly pleased to see that on the women’s side a quantity of sewing 
was being done, which is very unusual in wards of that description. 

The sanitary state of the Asylum is very satisfactory, there being 
only one male and four females confined to bed; none, were under 
restraint or seclusion. 

I examined the several articles of food, such as meal, bread, milk, 
meat, &c., and found them of excellent quality. 

The external officers are regular in their attendance, and the doctor 
reports that the attendants are attentive to their duties and orderly in 
their conduct. 

March 31, 1874. 

The general state of the Monaghan District Asylum on a minute 
examination into its various departments I deem satisfactory, parti- 
cularly so with reference to the patients who evidently are judiciously 
and kindly attended to. The various rooms occupied by them are clean 
and well ventilated, the bedding both in the single and associated dor- 
mitories is uniformly good, the clothing too of the inmates is becoming 
and in fair keeping. 

I notice, however, throughout various parts of the house indications 
of the necessity of repairs in respect to the walls and flooring, the 
plastering of the former giving way already in many places, damp also 
in certain portions of the building is perceptible. I think the sooner 
steps are taken to obviate existing defects the better to prevent an 
interior and increased expense, as will be more fully explained by the

Resident Medical Superintendent with whom I have spoken over the 
subject. Indeed it appears to me advisable that Dr. Robertson should 
visit the Enniscorthy Asylum as well as the Cork, where a similar state 
of things existed, but which was remedied, as thus he can best judge of 
the course to be adopted here. 

The grounds are in a forward state of cultivation, and lam happy to 
learn that the dairy arrangements are turning out successfully. All I 
regret is that more land is not attached to the institution, bearing in 
mind the highly favourable conditions on which it can be purchased, 
At Sligo the Governors are enlarging their farm to 56 acres. At Mul- 
lingar to nearly 60 — all available for cultivation. Similarly at Carlow, 
Waterford, and elsewhere. 

Tor some time I have been urging on the Board the expediency of 
erecting coal stores, which I am glad is to be taken into consideration 
at its next meeting. At the railway station, Armagh, I noticed this 
day sheds in the process of construction, which I have suggested to the 
Resident Medical Superintendent it might be well for him to see and 
report thereon to the Governors. 

The sanitary state of the house is very favourable, only one male 
patient and four females being confined to bed from bodily illness or 
rather from debility. The total number of lunatic inmates at this date 
amounts to 321 — 152 of whom are chargeable to Monaghan, and 169 to 
Cavan. There are 17 more to-day than on my last visit on February 
28th. The house thus appears to fill rather quickly, so that great dis- 
cretion should be exercised in the admission of applicants, and none 
without an engagement for removal when required. 

The very liberal rate-in-aid from the Treasury of 4s. per head each 
week, or nearly £3,000 a year to the institution, should on no account 
be abused by the introduction of cases not in every respect suited to 
Asylum treatment. 

August 4, 1874. 



On my present as on former visits of inspection to the Monaghan 
District Asylum I feel justified in officially testifying to the order, 
cleanliness, and good ventilation which pervade it, and at the same time 
to the evident care bestowed on the inmates, male and female alike. 
The bedding throughout the house is good and ample, and I find that 
the quantity of straw used hitherto is being gradually diminished by 
the substitution of other and better materials more adapted for idiotic 
and epileptic patients whose habits are offensive. 

I regret that within the past month some epidemic affections have 
appeared — scarlatina, fever, &c., &c. It would be well if some system 
of isolation now wanting should be effected, and I have requested Dr. 
Robertson to consider the best means of doing so for the information of 
the Governors and the Inspectors. 

The house as I observed in my last report fills apace, and unless the 
accommodation it affords be judiciously dispensed unnecessary expenses 
will, as a matter of course, be entailed on the district. I saw some 
parties who appear to me more appropriate for a poorhouse, with a little 
care there, than the costly treatment of an institution such as this. 

The grounds are much improved, both the cultivated and planted, 
and I am happy to hear a most favourable account of the staff from the 
Resident Medical Superintendent. 

The external officers are punctual in their attendance. 
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Of the total patients, 326 — 6 women and 1 man are confined to bed 
from senile debility. 

According to chargeability, 156 patients are supported by the county 
Monaghan, and 170 by Cavan. 

November 28, 1874. 



Mullingar. 

The state of the Mullingar District Asylum as I find it on my present 
inspection continues satisfactory, both as regards the care bestowed on 
the inmates personallyand the clean and orderly condition of the establish- 
ment in its various departments. The ground under cultivation has 
been materially improved by a judicious and cheap system of drainage, 
while fully an acre and a half of land has been reclaimed by the levelling 
of broad and useless fences at the west side of the building ; fully seven 
acres are under a potato crop, which will afford a wholesome and econ- 
omical supply of food to the patients, independent of a large belt of 
land intended for cereals by the Resident Physician who appears to 
take a very great interest in the culture of the farm. I think a few 
trees tastefully planted on the slope at the east side of the land would 
add much to the appearance of the place. I also think that a portion of 
the level field close to the male yard, which is rough and gravelled, 
should be converted into a bowling green for the inmates generally in 
fine weather. 

March 26, 1874. 



The lunatics at present in the Mullingar District Asylum amount to 
392, and are chargeable as follows : — 160 to Westmeath, 155 to Meath, 
and 77 to Longford, an equitable division on the whole in regard to 
population between the three constituent counties. Of the aggregate, 
216 are males and 176 females, constituting a disparity of nearly 20 
per cent, between the two sexes, a circumstance not borne out generally 
among the insane the approximation being very close. 

I find the institution in good working order, the patients remarkably 
healthy and tranquil, carefully looked after, both professionally and 
socially, and I may say none of them under actual restraint. Some two 
or three very excitable and dangerously inclined females for protection 
sake are reported to be occasionally kept apart and in seclusion. The 
day-rooms, corridors, dormitories, and other apartments are clean aDd 
orderly, and I am glad to observe an improvement in the state of the 
airing courts since my last visit. There are, however, certain deficien- 
cies in the house to which I would direct the attention of the Board, 
and to some of which I have already adverted — the bedsteads in three 
or four of the associated sleeping rooms are in need of repainting and 
repairs. 

The servants’ rooms — at least some of them — are nude and unfurnished, 
without a strip of carpeting, Board-room carpet and tableclothes are 
worn out, and I think it advisable that cocoa-fibre matting — at all events 
in the female corridors — should be laid down and a few easy chairs of 
cheap but comfortablo construction procured for the aged and invalid 
insane. 

The farm appears to me to be in a very forward state of cultivation, 
promising a highly remunerative produce, being well drained and econ- 
omically worked through home labour, and what is most important to 
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the healthful occupation of the inmates. I refer particularly to the 
land at the west and north side of the Asylum ; that at the east, save 
for exercise grounds, has not yet been brought into full operation, it 
being intended for dairy purposes ; when the heavy annual cost for 
milk alone is taken into consideration, the sooner cows are purchased 
the better, as originally intended, and elsewhere carried out. 

Connected with the farm, the utilization of the sewerage of the insti- 
tution has been brought under the consideration of the Board by one or 
two of its members. The advantages derivable therefrom need no com- 
ment, particularly to a dry soil similar to that about the Asylum, the 
construction of a well-puddled and deep tank which might be masked at 
the side of the buildings by evergreens so as to obviate an offensive 
smell, would be advisable, and as there is a good breadth of land between 
the airing yards and laundry walls a suitable locality for the tank could 
be found ; this, however, is a subject altogether for the superior judg- 
ment and practical experience of the Board. 

I have directed the attention of the Resident Physician to the painting 
of the interior of the walls so as to secure its efficiency. Hitherto the 
expenditure on maintenance in the Mullingar Asylum comparatively 
speaking with that in other public institutions as defrayed by local 
taxation has been large, but I never in the slightest manner objected to 
either by the Governors or cesspayers, simply because of the substantial 
benefits bestowed on the district by the support of such a humane insti- 
tution. I think that henceforward an annual grant from the Treasury 
and originating from Government will diminish the cost by about £4,000 
a year. 

June 1 & 2, 1874. 

On my present inspection of the Mullingar District Asylum, I find in 
it 397 patients — the males 40 in excess of females — the proportional 
quantities from the three constituent counties of the district show a 
diminution in regard to Longford, but as there are no applicants from 
the county for immediate admission no inconvenience results. The 
general condition of the inmates appears satisfactory, they are well clad, 
healthy, and for the most part industriously occupied ; it was very 
satisfactory to see a large number of them engaged in hay-making, for 
of all employments out-door are the most beneficial to lunatics, whether 
men or women. The day-rooms, dormitories, and corridors are clean 
and well ventilated ; the first named, however, are very naked and 
devoid of that little domestic ornamentation which gives a homely and 
cheering aspect so needed because cheering in Lunatic Asylums. I would 
suggest to the Board the expediency of improving the appearance of 
those apartments and also of having matting laid down — most certainly 
in the female corridors — on the basement story. 

I notice an inattention to neatness in some of the returns throughout 
the building, torn clothes and broken utensils under the windows, and 
the female airing yards in a rather neglected state ; where praise is due 
I willingly accord it, but I cannot overlook deficiencies ; the large and 
newly erected day-rooms are bleak and unfurnished, as the Governors 
will best judge of by inspection. 

Damp is beginning to show itself in some of the front walls, the 
downpipes appears to me too restricted in dimension, and possibly 
towards the bottom may be in part choked up, which would go far to 
account for the damp referred to, particularly in the angles of the 
building. 
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The clothes store should be at once attended to, it is so badly venti- 
lated, and every article in it is detrimentally mildewed. The paling 
too, as I pointed out to Dr. Berkeley, needs renovation, while the front 
entrance gate, and the Board-room which the Governors themselves use, 
are not quite in character with an institution such as the Mullingar 
Asylum, belonging to three of the best circumstanced counties in Ireland. 

A very liberal rate-in-aid from the Treasury will henceforward be 
extended to the institution as an alleviation to the county cess, fully 
£4,000 a year, a benefit which can only be marred by overcrowding the 
Asylum with hopeless and unsuitable cases, and thus causing a necessity 
to erect a second costly pile of buildings in the district. 

July 30, 1874. 



Omagh. 

Since the date of my report, July 25, I find great improvements have 
been effected in various portions of the establishment, particularly at the 
female side, the expediency of which I then pointed out. The general 
condition of the asylum I consider to be satisfactory. I examined it 
minutely in detail. The day-rooms, dormitories, associated as well as 
single, and the corridors adjoining them are clean, orderly, and well 
ventilated, with a wholesome temperature maintained through them. 
The kitchen and laundries are also in good order. The number of 
patients within the last four months has increased from 444 to 462 — 
the males now being 269, and 193 females. Of this aggregate 327 are 
chargeable to Tyrone county, and 135 to Fermanagh. The accommoda- 
tion for the first named portion of the district being in excess, so far as 
the male side of the house is in question, it is overcrowded. At the 
female side there is a fair margin of vacancies. The result of magistrates 
sending under warrant parties as dangerous lunatics to the asylum 
without proper inquiry into the urgency, or even the advisability of the 
procedure must ultimately increase taxation, and render additional outlays 
on buildings necessary. 

N othing can be more favourable than the healthiness of the inmates, 
not one being confined to bed from bodily illness, and none under 
restraint. 

The grounds are much altered in appearance ; the front are particu- 
larly neat, and the Resident Physician has been, I notice, energetic in 
improving them at the rere of the main building, and around the out- 
offices. 

In the spring, I think it would be highly advisable to make an 
additional drying yard — the existing one is clearly too small, it is 
incommodious, and exposed to smut from the neighbouring’' chimneys. 

The arrangements effected in the heating of the water used in the 
various divisions on the female side by means of steam in place of coal 
fires, will be productive both of economy and cleanliness. If possible it 
should be extended to the male side. 

With the exception of those which should be made by the Visiting 
Physician, the visits of the extern officers are regular. I deem it 
incumbent on me to notice the fact. 

January 14, 1874. 



On my present inspection of the Omagh District Asylum I consider 
it to be in a very satisfactory state. The health of the patients is 
particularly good — they number this day 462, as they did on the 1st of 
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January — there is however a slight difference in the number of the sexes, 
the males being now four less, and the females four in excess. Of the 
total 325 are chargeable to Tyrone, and 137 to the county Fermanagh, 
the relative proportions being within two of what they were at the date 
of my last visit. This is so far indicative of the claims of the two 
constituent counties of the district being fairly adjusted. Only one 
patient is confined to bed from illness, and none under restraint of any 
kind. 

The day-rooms and other apartments at the female side are in admira- 
ble order, the inmates well clad, and a large portion of them industriously 
occupied. The bedding is good and ample, the corridors cheerful and 
suitably ornamented. At the male side there is not just now the same 
regularity, as in the different divisions there are contractors engaged in 
painting, whitewashing, and repairs generally, assisted, as I was glad to 
notice, by many of the patients. In some dormitories the bedding needs 
renovation. 

The farm is in an advanced state of cultivation, giving not only 
constant employment to the men, but promising very remunerative crops ; 
it is to me a source of gratification to have taken such an active part in 
inducing the Board to purchase the late additional grounds comprising 
twenty-three acres. 

' On examining with the Resident Medical Superintendent into the 
domestic requirements of the asylum he pointed out to me what I think 
would be highly useful, and capable of being effected at little expense. 
Dr. West considers a separate scullery, similar to that at the men’s side 
should be constructed adjoining the women’s refectory, as after meals 
much confusion is caused by carrying plates, dishes, <fcc. directly into the 
kitchen. There is a small room adjoining, and which by means of a door 
from the passage could be converted to the object he proposed. 

On the male side there is an overcrowding by fifteen beds, independent 
of twelve removed to the infirmary, the fact being that at this moment 
there are two attendants labouring under fever of a serious type in the 
department. It will be highly necessary for the Board to limit the 
admissions of cases, so as to avoid an influx which may be attempted, of 
idiots and imbeciles from workhouses. The proposed Treasury allowance 
which I hope is to date back from the 31st March will amount to about 
•£4,800 a year in favour of this asylum. On inquiry I find that the 
asylum is not inspected by any of the Governors in due form, at the 
monthly meetings with any regularity. 

The Resident Medical Superintendent' informs me that he has great 
difficulty in procuring proper attendants, in consequence of the small 
wages allowed, as compared with what obtains in most other like 
institutions. 

The attendance of the extern officers is uniformly good of late. The 
provisions which I examined, with the exception perhaps of the most 
important, namely, bread, were unexceptionable. 

July 18, 1874. 



Inspected the Omagh District Asylum this day, and saw all the 
patients. The several day-rooms, dormitories, and corridors are very 
clean and orderly ; the patients were without exception tranquil, many 
of them industriously employed. The general appearance of the interior 
of the house is much improved by being painted. On passing through 
the new buildings on the male and female sides of the house I observed 
that almost all the doorways are in much need of repair, 
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On referring to the Daily State Book I find there are 482 patients, 
275 males, and 207 females, of these 343 are chargeable to the county of 
Tyrone, and 1 3 9 to the county of Fermanagh. The accommodation appears 
to he pretty nearly equally divided, having regard to the population of 
the counties. I am informed by Dr. West that the male side of the 
house still continues to be ovei'crowded, notwithstanding the temporary 
relief <riven by removing about twenty patients to the infirmary. I think 
it now prudent to observe that the new Sanitary Act is in force, and that 
some other means should be adopted to prevent the sewerage being 
discharged into the river, but to utilize it on the land, as is done in other 
institutions. 

Hovember 3, 1874. 



Sligo. 

As on former visits I find on my present inspection the Sligo District 
Asylum in a satisfactory state, the patients carefully attended to in every 
respect — three only are confined to bed, and none under restraint. The 
house is much overcrowded, there are forty more in it than the original 
accommodation was intended for. The number of lunatics now amounts 
to 284, of whom 158 are males, and 126 females ; of the aggregate 154 
are chargeable to Sligo, and 130 to Leitrim, thus the latter though the 
more remote portion of the district has fully, if not a larger provision 
(taking relative population into account), than Sligo in the institution. 

The Board of Governors having most considerately applied to the 
different unions, to take in the hopelessly demented and tranquil belong- 
ing to them, so as to ease the asylum; the proposal being generally 
refused, nothing now remains but to enlarge the asylum, indeed under 
any circumstances, as long since recommended by me, certain additions 
are necessary. I think that provision should be made for 100 patients 
in equal proportion, fifty for either sex. The Governors have no alterna- 
tive, the money necessary for the object will be advanced by the Lord 
Lieutenant and Council, and no interest of any kind charged on it during 
the usual period of fourteen years, which is given for its liquidation. 
Dr. MtMunn will explain particulars, as requested by me, to the Board 
at its next meeting. In the same loan will be included the cost of 
purchase of additional ground, and I am very gratified to find that of 
themselves, at their last meeting, the Governors decided not only on 
taking the ground at the west side of the buildings, as advised by me 
three years ago, and subsequently, but in addition the adjoining upland 
field to square the farm, however I think about two acres more are 
necessary, as will be pointed out by Dr. M‘Munn on the map. 

January 19, 1874. 



The sanitary state of the Sligo Asylum is very satisfactory, for of 290 
patients, three only are confined to bed from bodily disease, and with 
very few exceptions all the inmates are tranquil — while on an average 
during the past week I observe that about one-half or 142, between males 
and females have been industriously occupied ; the disparity between 
men and women is contrary to what generally obtains, 100 of the former, 
and but forty-two of the latter sex being employed. The day-rooms, 
corridors, and dormitories are on the whole clean and orderly, but I 
think some of them might be more tidily kept. I am quite aware in an 
overcrowded establishment it is difficult to maintain the same neatness 
that could be desired. The out-door closets need reformation, they are 
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much too few, and badly constructed, two closets for about ninety patients 
is far too disproportional. Within the last three mouths the number of 
inmates has increased by six, so that bond fide at present there are forty 
persons beyond the accommodation as originally prepared. 

I regret the Board does not coincide with me in the propriety of 
making additional provision for the insane poor of the district, the more 
so when the asylum is without an hospital, and the infirmary is too 
thronged. If an epidemic fever or such like maladies broke out there is 
no place for their suitable treatment ; no doubt the upper corridors are 
converted into dormitories, but with the increase of patients in them 
there is a greater want of water-closet, bath and lavatory facilities. 

With reference to the proposed purchase of land I fully concur with 
the view taken by the Governors, with the enlargement of the farm, 
material benefit must accrue to the institution through additional out-door 
employment for the patients, and economy of expenditure ; in fact from 
a minute calculation in every detail, made by Dr. M‘Munn, the steward, 
clerk, and me, a saving will be effected of fully £400 a year, assuming 
fourteen years to be given by the Treasury for the liquidation of the 
purchase-money at the end of that period, the receipt from the farm will 
Lave covered probably the whole outlay, on what will have become a 
fee-simple. 

Adverting to an unfortunate incident at the asylum about a fortnight 
since, should the offender be taken and prosecuted, as it is to be hoped, 
a severe punishment awaits him, penal servitude. 

On the night of the occurrence in question I am informed that two 
attendants, who had previously borne a good character, and were remark- 
ably kind to the patients, returned to the institution late at night, and 
imder the influence of drink, having surreptitiously left the house through 
means of a skeleton key. If the Board does not deem it incumbent to 
dismiss them, I would suggest that they be fined each £5 for the next 
year, or £1 5s. quarterly. 

April 13, 1874. 



On my inspection of the Sligo District Lunatic Asylum this day I 
find there are in the establishment 156 males and 128 females, making 
a total of 284, of this number there are 80 males and 77 females from the 
county of Sligo, and 76 males, and 51 females belonging to the county of 
Leitrim. The legitimate accommodation is for 250 ; it appears there are 
at present 34 patients over and above what the house was built for, and 
these people are now sleeping in the corridors of their division, which I 
think is objectionable for many reasons. Should cholera, fever, or any 
epidemic break out in the institution, the consequence might be very 
serious, arising from the overcrowded state of the house, besides from 
the increased number of admissions, it might end in all the corridors 
being converted into dormitories, if increased accommodation is not 
provided. Dr. M c Munn has shown me some plans, which if carried out 
will meet the difficulty, which I strongly recommend, and hope the 
board of Governors will take it into their serious consideration the 
necessity of adopting.- The proposed new wings would be of great 
advantage in case an epidemic broke out,, being isolated , they could be 
converted into hospitals, and by that means relieve that portion of the 
house now used as an infirmary. The sanitary state of the patients is 
satisfactory, very few, about six, being confined to bed from bodily 
ailments. 

The several parts of the house are kept clean, and well ventilated. 

G2 
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The grounds are in good order, and producing excellent crops. 

I have seen all the patients, they appear well clad and clean in their 
persons. I find the post of apothecary is now vacant. It might be well 
if the Board would, now consider the advisability of not filling up that 
place but appoint a resident medical assistant instead, who would com- 
pound the medicines, and be always on the spot during Dr. M'Mimn’s 
absence on leave, or from any other reason. A resident medical assistant 
exists in all the English and Scotch Asylums, and also in some of the 
Irish, with great advantage. 

May 27 and 28, 1874. 



I have as hitherto the gratification of stating that the Sligo District 
Asylum appears to me to be maintained, with a due regard to the comfort 
and well-being of the inmates, who at this date number 288, 157 males 
and 131 females, chargeable as between both sexes — 155 to Sligo, 133 
to Leitrim, a fair proportion between the two constituent counties of the 

d^Th^ interior organization of the establishment, which I examined in 
detail is satisfactory ; the day-rooms, corridors, and dormitories are clean 
and orderly ; if there be any deficiency whatever it is in the want of cross 
’ventilation, many of the windows not admitting of being sufficiently 
opened. The water-closet arrangements in the yard are well devised. I 
still however must adhere to the opinion formerly submitted to the Board 
bv me on various occasions, and as I see recently supported by my 
colleague Dr. Hatchell, in a minute of inspection, that the accommodation 
in this asylum is not equal to the wants of the district, placing beds in 
localities not intended for them, provides for sleeping, but other requisites 
are not to be overlooked, for in proportion to their increased number 
should be their domestic provisions. 

The m-eat drawback in this institution is referable to the want oi 
infirmary or hospital room ; in the male infirmary, and I might add 
in the female— the one containing twenty-five patients, and the other 
twenty-two— the day-rooms are much overcrowded, while the original 
accommodation for the sick and debilitated is now converted to the use 

of farm labourers. „ , , 

I trust therefore that an additional structure for the number ot 
inmates as already proposed will be effected. 

The purchase of the land now under consideration will I hope be 
speedily carried out, wherefrom a great economy will result, and ample 
means of occupation afforded to the patients. 

The condition of the house in a sanitary point of view, is on the whole 
favourable, there being no cases of acute disease in it, and the few 
inmates effected with a slight fever now convalescent. 

The male airing yards are restricted in size, and overhung by loity 
buildings; they admit of a certain easy and prompt improvement. Dr. 
M‘Munn agrees fully in the views I take, and will submit the best mode, 
in which we both agree, of enlarging them. 

August 25, 1874. 



Waterford. 

I this day with the Resident Physician, Dr. Fletcher went through 
the whole establishment minutely in detail, having regard to its bom 
fide accommodation as an institution for lunatic patients m the van 
phases of their malady. It is needless to dwell on the previous concht.

of the asylum, and on enlargements made to it from time to time. We 
have to deal with existing facts and prospective requirements. The 
present number of inmates amount to 232, 113 males, 119 females, while 
the genuine accommodation, including the hospital, is only for 200. 
Abstracting the beds in the hospital, twelve between both sexes, there 
remains 188 beds for ordinary lunatic purposes, so that forty-four patients 
are in excess, with a gradual increase from month to month in them. 

It is obvious then that in any future provision it will in the first place 
be necessary to meet this excess of forty-four, superadded to which will 
be the contingent requirement. It appears to me that accommodation 
for seventy would meet the prospective and present wants. In the late 
additions ample day-room space was provided for females, but none 
for males, more than a hundred of whom are at present congregated in 
apartments that originally were intended for only fifty-six. I see no 
difficulty whatever in enlarging the female divisions, but it will require 
much consideration to do so efficiently for the male. 

The laundry, kitchen, and out-offices are ill-constructed, much too 
small, and inconveniently placed ; improvement, or rather total altera- 
tion will be needed in respect to them, and thus whatever is required 
for the asylum to render it permanently satisfactory, had better be 
embraced in the one undertaking. The patients on my inspection 
appeared to be very carefully looked after, and the whole house in 
excellent order. 

March 12, 1874. 



On my inspection of the Waterford Asylum this day I have to report 
for the information of the Governors that I found every part of it as to 
cleanliness and ventilation most satisfactory, but the very overcrowded 
state of both sides of the house demands their serious attention. I am 
of opinion that no time should be lost in effecting the proposed increased 
accommodation, as should an epidemic break out it must of necessity 
spread through the entire establishment. I am also of opinion that it 
would be very desirable to adopt some other mode of raising the water 
for the house than employing the patients, it in point of fact amounts to 
hard labour, and certainly without any beneficial effect to their mental 
condition, besides taking them from employment that would be more 
conducive to their recovery. 

March 21, 1874. 



Inspected the asylum this day, and found it presenting its usual 
appearance of cleanliness and good order. The overcrowded state of the 
institution demands immediate attention, and I trust before the summer 
is over increased accommodation may be effected, and the laundry and 
kitchen improved. 

May 2, 1874. ’ 



Accompanied by the Resident and Visiting Physicians, as well as by 
the Matron in the female division, I this day made a minute examination 
into the capabilities and actually proper accommodation of the Waterford 
District Asylum which is overcrowded by, at the lowest calculation, 
forty-four patients, the overcrowding being principally in the female 
divisions. Of the total number in the house at present, viz., 233, there 
probably are not ten fit to be placed in workhouses in the opinion of the 
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medical officers, but were ten, twenty, or thirty even removed, the’ 
diminution would not practically disembarrass the institution, simply 
because they would be tranquil and inoffensive, whereas the increase 
arises from violent and dangerous inmates, for whom there is no cell 
provision, in other words single sleeping rooms. 

Wo time can be further lost in securing an accommodation so urgently 
needed by the requirements of the district. The interior arrangements 
of the asylum are made the most of, and every credit is due to Dr. 
Fletcher and the staff of officers and servants, for the admirable condition 
which all the divisions testify to, and the care and attention bestowed 
on the patients. The day-rooms, corridors, and dormitories are alike, 
clean, orderly, and well ventilated, and I am happy to add the sanitary 
state of the house is favourable. 

September 14, 1874. 

Since the 14th September, or about fourteen weeks there has been an 
increase of no less than nineteen patients in this asylum, thus raising 
the excess beyond the legitimate accommodation to sixty -three inmates 
in a total of 252. This is a serious state of things, and should the 
application for admission continue for the coming six months, as in those 
just expired, pending the enlargement of the buildings, temporary pro- 
vision must be sought for outside. There is no other alternative ; at the 
furthest six more lunatics can be received at the sacrifice of a room 
belonging to the nurses, as agreed on between Dr. Fletcher and me. 
With the interior organization of the house, notwithstanding its extremely 
overcrowded state, I have reason to speak in very favourable terms as 
on my last visit. 

The sanitary condition of the patients is satisfactory, four only bemg 
confined to bed from debility. This is the more gratifying, as the water* 
is not only limited in supply for ordinary household purposes, but is of 
inferior quality, according to the analysis of Dr. Cameron for dietetic 
purposes. . 

A considerable number of the females I observe are industriously 
occupied in the different day-rooms, and a fair proportion of men at out- 
door labour. The attendance of the extern officers is limited, and I 
learned with much pleasure from the Resident Medical Superintendent, 
that during the year, just at its close, the conduct of the domestics has 
been invariably marked with just propriety in every respect, and with a 
sedulous regard to the comfort and safety of the inmates. 

With reference to a question which comes before the Board at its next 
meeting, namely* the appointment of a storekeeper, I think it highly 
advisable that one should be attached to an institution which costs neai y 
£5,000 a year. He can also act as house steward. It would be accom- 
panied with practical inconvenience if the head attendant, who ought 
be always available in the divisions had constant duties to perform 
elsewhere. He thus could not be fairly held responsible for either. 
December 28, 1874.

Sir, — By direction of the Lords Justices I herewith transmit for your 
information, and that of the Board of Governors of your Asylum, a copy 
of a circular which has been addressed to magistrates throughout Ireland, 
enclosing copies of the form of committal of dangerous lunatics, issued in 
1870, with the annexed forms of certificate and of particulars of infor- 
mation, to the latter of which some additions have been made ; and I am 
to request that in the event of any committal to your Asylum in which 
the instructions contained in the circular appear to have been disregarded, 
you will report the same to the Inspectors for the information of the 
Government.

Circular to Magistrates. 

Dublin Castle, 10th March, 1874. 

Sra, — Cases having been frequently brought under the notice of the 
Government of committals of persons as dangerous lunatics to District 
Lunatic Asylums, from which it appears that, notwithstanding the efforts 
which were made by order of their Excellencies the Duke of Ahercora 
and Earl Spencer successively to inform the magistrates of Ireland of the 
state of the law affecting such cases, and of the proper forms of proceed- 
ing.* Considerable misapprehension on the subject still exists— the 
Lords Justices think it right once more to call your attention to the 
subject, in the hope that in all future cases strict regard -will be had to 
the provisions of the law, and that the power vested in Justices by the 
10th Section of the Act 30 & 31 Vic., cap. 118, will not in future be 
exercised, as it has sometimes been, in cases to which that enactment is 
not properly applicable. 

The case contemplated by the section referred to is thus stated 

“ Whenever any person shall be brought before any two Justices of any 
county, county of a city, county of a town, city, or town, and it shall be proved 
to their satisfaction that such person was discovered and apprehended under 
circumstances denoting a derangement of mind, and a purpose of committing- 
some crime, for which, if committed, such person would be liable to be indicted, 
the said Justices shall,” &c. 

On these words I am to observe — 

1. That no power whatever is given to a single Justice, and that the 
course which has been taken in some instances of bringing a person 
alleged to be a dangerous lunatic to one magistrate, swearing an infor- 
mation befbre him, procuring Iris signature to a committal warrant, and 
then taking the person to another magistrate for his signature to the 
warrant is altogether illegal.

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2. That it must be proved to the satisfaction of the two Justices that Appendix H. 

the person was discovered and apprehended — 

(a.) Under circumstances denoting a derangement of mind. 

Under circumstances denoting a purpose of committing some 
indictable crime. 

Cases not properly within this enactment have frequently been dealt 
with under it \ for instance, a member of a family having become insane, 
excites the fears of the other members of the family that he may commit 
some act of violence, and irritated perhaps by attempts to put him under 
restraint, commits a trifling assault on one of them. In such cases 
application should be made for the admission of the insane person to the 
Asylum in the ordinary manner, the Resident Medical Superintendent 
having a power, in cases of urgency, to admit patients on his own 
responsibility, submitting them for approval at the next meeting of the 
Board of Governors. 

The necessary proof having been given to the satisfaction of the two 
Justices of the circumstances under which the person brought before 
them was discovered and apprehended, their proceedings are directed as 
follows : — 

“The said Justices shall call to their assistance the Medical Officer, or if 
there be more than one, the nearest available Medical Officer of the Dispen- 
sary District in which they shall be at the time ; and if there shall not be any 
such Medical Officer available, then the nearest available Medical Officer of any 
neighbouring Dispensary District, who shall examine such person without fee 
or reward ; and if such Medical Officer shall certify that such person is a 
dangerous lunatic or a dangerous idiot, it shall be lawful for the said Justices, 
by warrant under their hands and seals, to direct that such person shall be 
taken to the Lunatic Asylum established either wholly or in part for the county, 
county of a city, or county of a town in which he shall have been apprehended.” 

You 'will observe that the Justices are to call to their assistance the 
Medical Officer, who is to examine the person brought before them, 
clearly implying that the Medical Officer is to attend personally before 
the Justices, and not (as has been frequently done) to write a certificate 
to be laid before them without his personal attendance. 

Copies of a form of committal warrant, very earefully prepared, with 
full marginal directions for the guidance of the magistrates, were trans- 
mitted by direction of the then Lord Lieutenant with my circular of 
21st August, 1869, to the clerk of every petty sessions district in Ireland, 

•with directions to forward them with copies of the circular to every magis- 
trate of his district. On the second half of the sheet were a form of certifi- 
cate to be signed by the Medical Officer, and also several other statements 
of particulars of the case to be filled by the Medical Officer and by the 
friends of the insane person committed. These are not required by law 
to be given, but are most important with a view to the treatment of the 
insane person in the Asylum, and to communication with his friends. 

Notwithstanding this supply of full information, to the magistrates, 
the cases of irregular and illegal proceedings have since been numerous, 
the directions on the form of warrant, and the requirements of the statute 
having been disregarded. 

A few additions have now been made to the form of particulars 
annexed to the warrant, and a copy of the form of warrant, &c., with 
those additions, is herewith enclosed ; and I am to request that you will 
be so good as to preserve that form, and to be guided by it in the event 
of your being called upon to commit any person as a dangerous lunatic

Sir, — I am directed by the Inspectors to state, for the information of 
the Board, that a case has arisen in which a Board of Governors of a 
District Lunatic Asylum, taking into account an unforeseen rise in the 
value of coal, granted an increase of price to the contractor for its supply ; 
the auditor, however, when auditing the accounts, questioning the legality 
of the procedure, disallowed the item, and the case was submitted to 
counsel, whose opinion is, in substance, as follows : — The question 
whether the allowance is legal or justifiable resolves itself into this— 
Had the Governors any power or discretion then vested in them 
authorizing them to make a new contract, and to do so in the manner they 
have adopted for the purpose ? Counsel is of opinion they had not ; and 
refers to Privy Council Rules, 5, 6, 7 and 8, which he says should be 
strictly observed in the making of contracts. 

The Inspectors, therefore, trust that no new contract will be entered 
into without strictly adhering to these rules, especially in the event of 
its being found necessary by the Governors to terminate a contract before 
the expiration of the period for which it is made, according to the 
clause which confers that power on the Governors in the conditions set 
forth in Form B, in the Schedule annexed to the Privy Council Rules.

Sib, — The question having arisen as to whether it is necessary or not 
to report to the coroner of the district every death' that takes place in a 
District Lunatic Asylum, the Inspectors submitted a case to Govern- 
ment for consideration, and on inquiry it appears that “ in England, upon 
the death of any patient within a County or Borough Lunatic Asylum, 
the Superintendent of the Asylum is bound to transmit to the coroner 
within two days of death, a statement ‘ setting forth the time and cause 
of death, and the duration of the disease of which such patient died,’ 

If the coroner after receiving such statement, thinks that any reasonable 
suspicion attends the cause and circumstances of the death, he summons 
a jury and holds an inquest.” 

Government has therefore intimated to the Inspectors that a similar 
coui’se to that adopted in England should be followed in District Lunatic 
Asylums in Ireland, and I am accordingly to request you will send notice 
of the death of each lunatic to the coroner of the district in the manner 
above indicated.
